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OUR STATE AND CITY§ SUPPLEMENT. 
With to-day’s issue,of the ‘Chronicle’ we send our 
readers a new semi-annual number of our “State and 
City Supplement.’’ The typographical appearance of 
the matter in this publication, it will be noticed, has 
been completely altered. This is due}to the fact that 
new type has been used throughout. The change is 
part of a plan, as announced by us last April, for 
putting all our Supplements in the new form. ‘The 
Railway and Industrial Supplement” and the ‘‘ Bank 
and Quotation Supplement” have previously been 
altered in this way. 
Through the use of the new type we have been able 
greatly to enlarge the number of detailed statements 
given in the book for the municipalities throughout 
the country. Heretofore, owing to the lack of room, 
we have been obliged to put largeJnumbers of returns 
in the “Additional Statements’ gcolumn,which appears 
at the end of the different States, and where only a 
single line is devoted to each place. Through the 
change now made the number of these one-line state- 
ments has been greatly reduced, and in many States 
entirely eliminated. An idea of the extent and magni- 
tude of the improvement effected through this process 
will appear when,we say that in New York State, where 
in the May number of the “State and City Supplement” 
there were 282 one-line statements, there are none the 
present time, they now appearing in detailed form. 
Besides this, all returns throughout the book have 
been completely revised and brought down to date. 
The editorial discussions in the Supplement this time 
comprise an article entitled “The Expansion in 
Municipal Indebtedness,” in which we deal with the 
Census bulletin just issued reporting the public debt 
of all the civil divisions of the United States, and 
another article treating of a recent decision in which 
the Supreme Court of the State of Washington lays 
down the doctrine that, in the absence of express 
statutory authority, a municipality cannot make 
delinquent water charges a lien upon property binding 
upon a subsequent owner or occupant of the premises. 





THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 

The foreignjtrade figures representinggthe merchan- 
dise movement in October are well worth a careful 
study. This is so chiefly because they have been 
widely hailed as affording a sure promise of coming 
relief from our embarrassing indebtedness to Europe. 
If they encouraged a hope that speedy liquidation is 
really their purport, and that it is to be attained by 
so orderly and natural a method, it would prove a 
double comfort, not only as being a recuperative force 
but of the most wholesome kind. No such outlook is 
warranted. 

The public is familiar with the results of the trade 
statement, as they have been published everywhere 
the past week. We gave them last Saturday (page 
1206), having been telegraphed to us Friday night. 
Taking the facts as they appear in the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics report, it seéms that the excess value of the 
merchandise exports for October 1906 over imports 
shows an aggregate of $89,271,568, against the similar 
total in 1905 of $46,928,070. Itis well known thatthe 
total foreign trade statement for the twelve months 
of 1905 made a good showing as a whole, though not 
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for October 1906 we have a record-making growth in 
merchandise exports, exceeding with a single excep- 
tion the total for very many years; which increase if 
continued in the same proportion for subsequent 
months would certainly pay any debt which could in 
reason be estimated as owed by us to the outside 
world. This claim, too, had an air of plausibility; 
for why should not these large excesses of exports be 
continued through the season? Have we not raised 
abnormal crops this year, and does not Europe ap- 
pear to need all our surpluses at a full price ? 

It will not do, however, to adopt this conclusion 
without material qualifications. The estimate in- 
cludes several facts which need modifying. First to 
be noted and allowed for beforethe October 1906 figures 
will be on all-fours with the same month of the previous 
year,and usable in the way they have been, is that thig 
comparison is with an excess of exports in October 
1905 which was the smallest monthly excess of the 
whole of the last quarter of that year; and hence it ig 
by no means to be taken as if it were a fair average 
with which to base the broader deduction. By so 
doing we magnify the excesses in the future months 
of 1906, and hence obtain a greatly exaggerated fav- 
orable balance assumed to be broad enough to liqui- 
date our large debt in Europe. Another defective 
feature in the comparison is that neither gold nor silver 
is included in the totals; consequently the real balance 
of trade in October of both years is incorrectly given. 
This is a serious omission to be reckoned with, when 
the purpose had in view is to estimate what other 
months’ balances will aggregate as a means for paying 
foreign indebtedness. 

A more disturbing and far-reaching factor at work 
in 1906 was the action of the Treasury Department 
in assisting the imports of gold that month. That 
act put a premium on the value of gold, raised 
the rates of interest everywhere in Europe, dis- 
turbed all commodity values,and threw out of gear the 
natural movements of merchandise in all parts of the 
commercial world. It is hard to trace or mark the 
course of such an occult influence. It is, however, an 
infallible truth that the standard or basis of values 
cannot be unsettled or interfered with without un- 
settling the world of values. In this case—although, 
as we have said, such an influence is more or less occult 
in its action,and hence hard to track or discover any 
well-defined trail as to its course of proceeding-- 
there seems to be at least one distinct result of 
the Treasury action referred to, marked with no little 
clearness in the table of monthly imports. Study the 
column of totals for 1906; note how steadily large 
they were for the nine months from January down to 
October, and then how suddenly the total drops, 
as if the movement had suffered a paralysis, from”an 
average for the nine months of $105,369,566 to an 
actual of only $98,066,715 for October. That abnor- 
mal result in the imports made the month’s balance of 
merchandise exports in October considerably larger 
than it would have been were it not for this marked ir- 
regularity noted in the imports. 

We will mention only one other inaccuracy the 
October comparison contains. It is a defect that 
often enters into monthly comparisons from year to 
year when used asa measure of, or as foreshadowing 
the degree of, the favorableness of future balances in 





quite up to some of the previous years. Now, though, 


succeeding months. The defect is that such a com- 
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parison overstates or understates the situation because 
the crop movement differs from year to year in the 
months of its greatest volume. This is peculiarly true 
with regard to marketing of cotton, but is more or less 
a fact with reference to the movement of all crops 
which early or late maturity, favorable or unfavorable 
prices, hasten or retard. This irregularity has been 
a material feature this year, disturbing any d4ttempt 
to build an estimate of future exports on the basis of 
the October shipments. The early movement of cot- 
ton has also been hastened by the needs of European 
mills; but in face of this urgency the movement at 
first continues small because the crop was late; in 
October, however, it became very free. 

According to the Brooklyn“‘Eagle,’’ Mayor McClellan 
has announced that the city has finally adopted the 
plan originally proposed by Bridge Commissioner 
Lindenthal to build an immense loop terminal at the 
Manhattan end of the old bridge, this terminal to 
extend from William to Centre streets, east and west, 
and from the present terminal to Chambers Street 
north and south. Two stories with loops for operating 
elevated trains are proposed, the cars to be run 
around the loops with stopping-places for each line 
and separate stairways; thus it is expected that 
several trains can be loading and unloading simul- 
taneously. Underneath is proposed a large ‘space 
which can be used for surface loops, with ample room 
for a considerable extension hereafter; thus the effec- 
tual solution of the harassing problem of ‘“‘bridge crush”’ 
is confidently expected Above these features there 
can be several stories for offices, in which to 
house the various departments which are now 
scattered in office buildings in the neighbor- 
hood of the City Hall, some of these being in 
the Syndicate Building. This plan is an old one, 
having come down from the administration of Seth 
Low, when the cost was thought to be prohibitive. 
It was taken up anew in the first McClellan administra- 
tion, but—as we are informed by the ‘“‘Eagle’’—no 
definite action could be taken because of legal difficul- 
ties which have now been overcome. The Mayor is 
reported as saying that the legal formalities have been 
concluded and that the injunctions obtained by some 
parties whose property would be condemned have been 
dissolved. The estimated cost is put at about 
$8,000,000, but the Mayor is represented as saying that 
the rentals saved will more than meet the interest on 
this amount. 

This is one of the cases as to which the rational ver- 
dict depends upon the trustworthiness of the assump- 
tions. The site would doubtless be ideal for a mu- 
nicipal office building. It is also unquestionable 
that the problem of the terminal itself is a very serious 
and perplexing one, and is growing more so. Reluc- 
tant as we may be to sanction new municipal ventures, 
if it can be clearly shown that such a building, archi- 
tecturally creditable, could be constructed within the 
estimate, and that the rentals saved would carry the 
financial burden, while at the same time the terminal 
problem would also be really solved, in such case the 
plan would be a good business one 








On Monday of this week it happened that the 
American Exchange Bank deposited at the Clearing 
House $9,049,255 28 in checks, and that $9,049,255 40 


was deposited in checks drawn upon it, so that the 
bank cleared its account by simply paying 12 cents 
difference into the Clearing House. There has been 
only one other occasion when so small a debit balance 
‘has been an incident, but at that time the total ex- 
changes were only $1,300,000. We refer to the case 
of the Chatham Bank, May 23 1902, when the credit 
items were $661,847 01 and the debit items were 
$661,847 11, the balance being 10 cents. On the pres- 
/ ent occasion the total exchange transactions were over 
$18,000,000, which was settled by the use of 12 cents 
;of currency, furnishing such a striking example 
|of the usefulness of the system of clearings or 
|offset that it is worthy of record. What happened 
on that day and on every other business day in 
| every clearing house is what is happening constantly 
; all over the modern world—indeed, over the entire 
| world—and it has been happening so ever since 
man appeared on the earth. All trade is a series 
of exchanges or barterings. Just as a balance in cash 
closes a vast volume of individual transactions daily 
in a clearing house, cash being only the “change” 
used, so cash is only the small change of daily life, 
trade being the exchange of things for things. If each 
bank had to collect over the counter in cash (or in a 
check drawn on some central depository) all the paper 
it had received against other banks, the day would 
hardly be long enough to transact much other work. 

This is rudimentary, yet it serves to remind us how 
utterly misconceived is the jealousy and hostility with 
which banks have been regarded, more or less, since 
the country’s earliest days. Aside from such great 
functions as issuing circulating notes and making loans 
in various ways, the service of banks in this work of 
exchanging things for things and ‘‘collecting”’ debts by 
offsetting other debts against them is positively indis- 
pensable. We could hardly get on any better without 
it than we could get on without the telegraph and the 
mails. 





The rates for domestic exchange on New York early 
this week indicated a return flow of money from the 
agricultural sections to the centres and thence to this 
city. This movement was regarded as an indication 
of a speedy relaxation in monetary tension and as an 
encouragement to the resumption of speculative 
activity on the Stock Exchange. The fact was, 
however, speedily disclosed that, though the sur- 


plus reserves of the associated banks as a whole 


had been restored, a large number of individual insti- 
tutions were still below the limit of 25% of cash to 
deposits, necessitating contraction of loans in order to 
rectify their reserve position. The supply of money 
for stock market purposes was, therefore, no greater, 
but rather less, than in the previous week. The 
demand for money was, however, more urgent; an 
extraordinary inquiry resulted from the return hither 
from London of securities which had been sold in that 
market, at the last bi-monthly settlement, and that 
had to be placed in loans in our own market. Conse- 
quently, the demand for money on call was much in 
excess of the offerings and time loans were maintained 
for the shorter periods at full rates. A further un- 
favorable influence was the discount situation at 
London, showing as it did little or no improvement. 
Though the Bank had secured the market supplies of 





gold which came from abroad, it was called upon to 
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respond to an inquiry for $3,500,000 of the metal 
from Brazil, said to be on account of the coffee valori- 
zation fund, and it was expected that other demands 
upon the Bank for the shipment of gold abroad and 
to the interior would prevent the much-needed restora- 
tion of the Bank’s reserve to the normal amount. The 
cable reported on Wednesday that the Bank of France 
had contributed to the relief of the English Bank’s 
situation by releasing for shipment to London 
$2,700,000 gold, thus partially offsetting the drain of 
the metal for export to Brazil. It is understood, 
however, that this operation was not, as was reported, 
a direct release, or transferral, of gold from the French 
to the English Bank, but that it was a market move- 
ment caused by international exchange conditions. 

At the present time,when there is such an active 
demand for iron and steel throughout the country 
and furnaces and mills find it impossible to fill orders 
with any reasonable degree of promptness, a develop- 
ment in steel-making which is going on in New 
York harbor should not be overlooked. Early the 
present year the large contracting firm of Milliken 
Bros. became incorporated and this concern has been 
building a steel plant of considerable size on the 
northern shore of ‘Staten Island. The plant consists 
of five 50-ton open-hearth furnaces, one 40-inch 
bloom mill arranged to produce slabs and billets, one 
32-inch roughing mill and one 28-inch structural mill. 
The furnaces went into operation the 24th of October, 
just a month ago to-day, and it is reported that they 
are producing 40% more steel than expected. In 
other words, instead of 250 tons a day, the product is 
350 tons a day, or at the rate of over 125,000 tons a 
year. The blooming mill is also in operation and the 
structural mill, it is expected, will be ready for work 
in December. The annual capacity of the plant is 
150,000 tons of finished product, including beams, 
channels, angles, zees, bars and billets. The matter 
attracts attention because this is the only structural 
steel mill near New York. In fact it is stated to be 
the only structural mill located on tidewater, and 
indeed is claimed to be the only structural mill in the 
world on tidewater, except one or two comparatively 
small mills in England. The advantage to New York 
in having such a steel plant in this vicinity is that it 
permits delivery of structural steel in New York City 
(or any of the near-by Jersey points like Newark) the 
day after it is rolled. What this means will appear 
when we say that it is estimated that between one- 
fifth and one-third of the entire structural steel output 
of the country is consumed in this vicinity. Accord- 
ing to the statistics compiled by Mr. James M. Swank, 
the total product of structural steel in the United 
States during the calendar year 1906 was 1,660,519 
tons.

this, however, the fact that such a large plant is at 
work, using up scrap material in large amounts, may 
have a tendency to raise the price of scrap. We 
understand that the average proportions of the 
different ingredients used are 40% pig iron, 10% scrap 
iron and 50% scrap steel. In the make of finished 
forms of steel the advantage of a plant at tidewater 
is obvious, for thereby is saved the cost of freight 
from Pittsburgh to New York, now amounting to 
$2 90 per ton. 

The new plant ought also to serve further to extend 
the country’s export trade in steel products. Despite 
various obstacles, there has been quite considerable 
development within recent years in United States ex- 
ports of structural iron and steel. As late as 1897 the 
exports amounted only to 15,072 tons. In 1904 the 
aggregate was 55,514 tons. In 1905 the amount had 
increased to 83,193 tons. For the nine months ending 
Sept. 30 1906 the exports exceeded the total for the 
whole calendar year 1905, being 83,891 tons, and com- 
paring with 56,200 tons for the corresponding nine 
months of 1905. With a plant at tidewater prepared 
to make prompt deliveries, there will no doubt be 
further decided growth, especially as the Milliken Bros. 
are themselves very large exporters of structural steel, 
consuming great quantities of it in their work of erect- 
ing new buildings and other structures in various parts 
of the world. 

Press dispatches yesterday reported that the Su- 
preme Court of Appeals in Virginia has now also de- 
clared unconstitutional the Churchman Two Cents a 
Mile Railroad Rate bill. It will be remembered that 
the Churchman Act was passed by the Virginia Legis- 
lature at its last session and approved March 15 1906. 
The new statute requires the State Corporation Com- 
mission of Virginia ‘‘to fix and prescribe a schedule of 
rates for the transportation of passengers by all trans- 
portation companies or corporations,” and provides 
further that “until such rates are prescribed by the 
State Corporation Commission all transportation com- 
panies or corporations operated by steam shall at all 
times keep on sale at each and every station mileage 
books of 500 miles and over.”” The rate is not to ex- 
ceed 2 cents a mile and the mileage books are to be 
“good and valid for the use of any dependent house- 
hold member of the family of the party to whom is- 
sued, dwelling under the same roof, within one year 
from the date of sale.” It was noted in our issue of 
July 21 that Judge Henry W. Holt, in the United 
States Court at Staunton, Va., in a suit instituted 
against the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to compel 
that company to place on sale mileage books of 500 
miles each at $10 per book, declared the statute un- 
constitutional. Later the State Corporation Commis-

where a Michigan statute requiring railroad companies 
to keepon sale 1,000-mile books or tickets, was declared

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what might be called wholesale rates. The Supreme 
Court of Appeals of Virginia, in deciding the Coast Line 
case on appeal, announces its acceptance of the same 
views. The press despatches state that the Court 
adopts the greater part of the opinion of the Corpora- 
tion Commission as its own, and fully sustains the rul- 
ing of that body that the case is controlled by the deci- 
sion of the United States Supreme Court in the Michi- 
gan case. In other words, the Statute is declared to be 
in conflict with the Fourteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States. 

However, all this does not mean that the attempt 
to compel the railroads to sell transportation at 2 
cents a mile is to be abandoned. It will be remem- 
bered that in our issue of Aug. 4 we pointed out that 
the Virginia Corporation Commission, under its general 
powers, had issued a notice requiring the railroads to 
show cause why they should not be compelled to make 
a flat rate of 2 cents per mile on all their passenger 
traffic without discrimination in favor of or against 
any particular travelers. The Commission then an- 
nounced that it would the present month hear and 
consider any objections which may be urged against 
prescribing a maximum rate of 2 cents per mile for 
the transportation of passengers over the line of any 
railroad in the State—‘‘whether the contract for trans- 
portation of a passenger or passengers be evidenced 
by an ordinary ticket between stations or by a mileage 
book or otherwise.” Nothing has yet transpired to 
indicate what the outcome of this move will be. Its 
purpose and intent, however, are perfectly plain. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission has this 
week made public preliminary totals showing the in- 
come and expenditures of the operating railroads of the 
United States for the year ending June 30 1906. The 
totals, we are told, comprise returns for railway com- 
panies operating 220,028 miles of line, including lines 
operated under trackage rights, or about 99% of the 
mileage that will be covered by the final report on the 
statistics of railways for the year. As it has heretofore 
taken from twelve to fifteen months after the close 
of the fiscal year for the full report to appear, the 
present preliminary showing marks an important de- 
parture and indicates prompt work, for which the Sta- 
tistician to the Commission is entitled to due credit. 
The figures, of course, are very meagre, comprising 
only a few leading items, as they necessarily would 
have to be so soon after the close of the year, but refer- 
ence should be made toatleast one very striking fact, 
namely the magnitude of the total of the gross earn- 
ings. This total for the twelve months reaches the 
enormous figure of $2,319,760,030. The net earnings 
are given as $787 596,877, or nearly $97,000,000 more 
than for the previous year. 

There was no change in official rates of discount by 
any of the European banks this week; compared with 
last week unofficial or open market rates were 4 
of 1% lower at London and at Paris, and steady at 
Berlin and at Frankfort. 

The most notable*feature of the statement of the 
New York Associated Banks last week was the increase 
in the reserve of $3,885,800 to $2,371,675 surplus, 
against $1,514,125 deficiency in the previous week. 
This was the result of a gain of $2,817,300 in cash and 
of a reduction of $1,068,500 in reserve requirements. 





Loans decreased $6,100,400 and deposits $4,274,000. 
There was a transfer during the week of $1,250,000 
hence to San Francisco. 

The market for money was strong this week, influ- 
enced by calling of loans by individual banks whose 
reserve was below the limit of 25% of cash to deposits; 
by a good demand incident to a revival of stock specu- 
lation, which was encouraged by the slightly improved 
condition of the banks, as shown by the statement, 
and by evidences, in the higher rates for domestic ex- 
change on New York at the principal Western cities, 
of a movement of money to this city. In addition to 
this stock market inquiry, there was a demand early 
in the week for loans on securities which had been 
returned from London as the result of sales during the 
recent settlement. After the middle of the week the 
volume of stock speculation grew smaller and the in- 
quiry for money somewhat abated. 

Money on call, representing bankers’ balances, 
loaned at the Stock Exchange during the week at 
12% and at 4%, with the average about 8%; banks: 
and trust companies loaned at 4% as the minimum. 
On Monday loans were at 9% and at 434% with the 
bulk of the business at 544%. On Tuesday transac- 
tions were at 12% and at 6% with the majority at 7%. 
On Wednesday loans were at 10% and at 4% with the 
bulk of the business at 9%. On Thursday transac- 
tions were at 714% and at 5% with the majority at 6%. 
On Friday loans were at 634% and at 4% with the 
bulk of the business at6%. The market for time money 
was firm, reflecting the strong tone for call loans; the 
demand was not active and the offerings were small 
for the shorter and liberal for the longer periods of 
maturity. Rates on good mixed Stock Exchange col- 
lateral were 7@7144% for sixty to ninety days, 7% for 
four, 6@614% for five to six and 6% for seven to 
twelve months; for the latter periods there was no 
inquiry. Commercial paper remains unchanged at 
6@64%% for sixty to ninety day endorsed bills re- 
ceivable, 6@614% for prime and 64@7% for good 
four to six months’ single names. 

The Bank of England rate of discount remains un- 
changed at 6%. The cable reports discounts of sixty 
to ninety day bank bills in London 54,@5%. The 
open market rate at Paris is 3@3144% and at Berlin 
and Frankfort it is 544@534%. According to our 
special cable from London, the Bank of England 
gained £1,338,813 bullion during the week and held 
£31,138,182 at the close of the week. Our correspon- 
dent further advises us that heavy imports from Paris 
(largely American coin) and free purchases in the open 
market were responsible for the gain exhibited. Ex- 
ports to South America were large. The details of 
the movement into and out of the Bank were as fol- 
lows: Imports, £1,713,000 (of which £1,070,000 from 
Paris, including £862,000 American coin, £5,000 from 
South Africa, £7,000 from the Continent and £631,000 
bought in open market); exports, £781,000 (of which 
£761,000 to South America, £10,000 to Gibraltar and 
£10,000 to Egypt), and receipts of £407,000 net from 
the interior ef Great Britain. 


The foreign exchange market was quiet this week, 
and fluctuations were within a comparatively narrow 
range, rates showing a deelining tendency. The ar- 
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rival on Monday of securities from London, which had 
been sold a fortnight ago, caused some demand for 
remittance, and there was also an inquiry due to the 
maturity, towards the end of the month, of finance 
bills that could not be extended. Though there was 
some buying of stocks for European account through 
the arbitrage houses, no bills could be traced as the 
result of such purchases. The market was more or less 
sensitive to the local monetary conditions, declining 
as rates for money rose; but the fall was arrested by 
the demand for remittance. Easier discounts abroad 
had some influence early in the week and there was 
then a liberal supply of cetton and grain bills; later 
these offerings decreased in amount. The shipment 
from London of $3,500,000 gold to Brazil temporarily 
affected discounts at that centre on Wednesday, but 
they subsequently fell off because of the relief to the 
market through the receipt of $2,700,000 French gold 
which was released by the Bank of France. Such ac- 
tion was regarded as an indication that the Governors 
of that institution were desirous of preventing any 
derangement of the London market which might re- 
sult from gold withdrawals. One feature of the week 
was the drawing of franc finance bills to a moderate 
amount; these will be negotiated by the credit banks 
at Paris which have made arrangements for such opera- 
tions, as stated in the “Chronicle” last week. 

Nominal rates for sterling exchange are 4 8114 for 
sixty day and 4 86% for sight. On Saturday the mar- 
ket was strong and, compared with the previous day, 
long rose 25 points to 4 8075@4 81, short 10 points to 
4 8595@4 86 and cables 10 points to 4 8690@1 87. 
On Monday the tone was alternately strong and weak, 
closing at a decline of 20 points for long to 4 8075@ 
4 8080, of 5 points for short to 4 8590@4 8595 and 
of 10 points for cables to 4 8585@4 8690. On Tues- 
day long fell 15 points to 4 8060@4 8065, short 20 
points to 4 8570@4 8575 and cables 25 points to 4 8660 
@4 8670. On Wednesday the market was quite dull 
and it closed with long and short unchanged and cables 
5 points lower at 4 8660@4 8665. On Thursday long 
fell 20 points to 4 8040@4 8060, cables rose 10 points 
to 4 8665@4 8675 and short was unchanged. The 
market was irregular on Friday and 10 points higher 
for long and 5 points lower for short and for cables.

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FOREIGN TRIPS AND AMERICAN 
EXECUTIVES. 

An extremely curious situation in our governmental 
machinery has been created this week. When it was 
announced, a short time ago, that President Roosevelt 
was planning a visit to Panama, there was some little 
expression of surprise on the part of those who knew 
that no President in our history had ever before gone 
out of the United States during his term of office, and 
who also knew why that tradition had been established 
and maintained. People who read or hear of the 
constant travels into foreign countries by such rulers 
as the King of England and the Emperor of Germany 
may perhaps have sometimes wondered at the tradi- 
tion which has surrounded the American Executive. 
The gist of the matter is, however, that the office of 
President of the United States so far combines the 
functions divided in most foreign States between the 
sovereign and the Prime Minister that it is practically 
impossible for him to delegate his powers during his 
own absence, or even for him to assume that his official 
advisers can do whatever he, if present, would have 
done. Even the case of the French Republic is not 
analogous, for, as most people know, the duties and 
powers of its President are modeled much more on 
those of the British sovereign than on those of the 
American President. It is easy for the French Presi- 
dent to take a sea trip to return a visit of the Russian 
Czar; he leaves behind him a Premier responsible, not 
to him, but to the French Legislature. 

In spite of these sufficiently well-known facts, we 
imagine that most readers of the news, although per- 
haps lifting their eyebrows a little at the breach of a 
hitherto unbroken precedent, still did not imagine that 
anything would come of the Panama trip except this 
mild sensation of surprise. By a singular combina- 
tion of circumstances, however, this very occasion of 
the President’s absence at sea or in a foreign State 
has been marked by an episode showing conclusively 
what awkward circumstances may arise as & result of 
such absence and inaccessibility of the Chief Execu-

That party, having for so 
long a time been in opposition, has always shown a

economic tenets and dogmas of every kind. Whether 
greenback inflation or the silver heresy be the issue, 
a large following in that party could always be con- 
fidently counted upon. But for the Republican Party 
the espousal of radical and dangerous measures is 
an entirely new departure. 

There was really no occasion why that party should 
make any change in its old-time conservative course. 
The country has enjoyed almost uninterrupted pros- 
perity ever since the defeat of the Democrats on the 
free silver issue in 1896. Labor has been fully em- 
ployed at good and advancing wages, with decreasing 
hours of employment, while our merchants, our manu- 
facturers and our business men generally, together 
with our great transportation lines, have made profits 
exceeding in the aggregate those netted at any previous 
similar period in the country’s history. At the same 
time, agricultural interests have been blessed with a 
succession of large crops, which they have been able 
to dispose of at extremely satisfactory prices. Popu- 
lar discontent is an unheard-of phenomenon in such 
conditions. There have been occasions in the past 
when there was social and political unrest—when a 
large part of the voters was ready to overthrow 
the established order to escape from real or 
fancied ills—but t hese have always been times 
of business depression, when the business man found 
his sales and his profits dwindling or disappearing and 
the wage-earners were not adequately employed and 
were forced to accept insufficient and declining rates 
of pay. In that regard, therefore, the present move- 
ment—the endeavor to foster popular discontent and 
to create the impression that it is a present force— 
is absolutely unique. We might go further and say 
that the very fact that prosperity continues un- 
checked, that those who work for wages are all the 
time asking for and receiving higher wages accom- 
panied by decreasing hours, and that the business 
man is making no complaints on the score of his busi- 
ness and profits, is proof that such popular discontent 
does not exist—that it is simply a creation of the 
politicians who seek thereby to promote their own 
interests or their chances for office. Unfortunately 
the fact that the Republican Party is being more and 
more strongly committed to the pursuit of an aggres- 
sively radical policy has induced the Democratic Party 
to accept as its leaders men who in competing for 
popular favor are advocating still more reprehensible 
ideas—the Hearsts, the Morans, etc. 

But now all these theories have been put to the 
test at the election and what has been the result ? 
The outcome in this State would seem to furnish a con- 
clusive answer. We take New York for illustration, 
because the contest here was clear cut, with practically 
no extraneous issues, and because population exceeds 
that of other States and consequently the struggle 
was waged onsuchan extensive scale. At the moment 
of the great crisis which arose in this State, was the 
Republican Party able to count upon the support of 
the radical elements whose support it had so sedulously 
sought to cultivate? Did they not go over in great 
droves to the support of Mr. Hearst, simply be- 
cause in his platform and his speeches he promised 
to go a step further, even if social revolution should 
be the outcome? And will not that always be the case? 
Will not a policy calculated to please the element in 





jeopardy whenever a demagogue shall arise to lead 
the forces of dissolution and destruction in opposition? 
And if this reasoning be correct what is to be gained 
by a continuance of this mistaken course? Can the 
Republican Party hope to be continued in power if 
its policies are dominated by a desire to curry the 
favor of that political and social element which it 
cannot hold, as the election returns show, in any 
event ? 

On the other hand, will it not, if it seek to appeal 
to the conservative elements be resting on sure and 
enduring ground? Who must be credited with having 
secured the election of Mr. Hughes? Certainly, not 
those who would throw caution to the wind and advo- 
cate unrestrained radicalism. Why did Mr. Hughes 
receive 60,000 more votes in this State than his Demo- 
cratic opponent? Was it not because enormous num- 
bers of conservative Democrats, fearing the conse- 
quences to the country of the election of Mr. Hearst 
and the carrying into practice of the objectionable 
doctrines he was advocating, went over in a body and 
cast their votes for his opponent, Mr. Hughes? How, 
then, can it be claimed that radicalism scored a 
triumph at the polls? The election figures demonstrate 
that the number of conservative Democrats who went 
over to Mr. Hughes exceeded by tens of thousands the 
radical votes lost by him—indeed, that except for these 
conservative votes he would have been defeated as was 
the rest of the Republican State ticket. Is not that 
a triumph for the conservative policy? Does it not 
indicate that even from the low standpoint of party 
advantage more votes are to be gained by the Republi- 
cans from the pursuit of a sane and sensible policy 
than from following a political will-o’-the-wisp in the 
endeavor to catch the votes of those who are sure to 
desert and wander away at the critical moment? 

And how about the Democratic party? That party 
we are sure, would gain even more by adhesion to 
conservative standards. For many decades the Re- 
publican Party furnished a refuge and a haven to all 
those who sought escape from the pernicious doc- 
trines which, as we have above indicated, have all 
the time been finding lodgment in the Democratic fold. 
This haven is no longer open. Both parties are now 
embracing the same follies and committing the same 
sins. Those who think that continued moral and 
material welfare can be achieved only along the lines 
pursued in the past, and which have been so successful 
in raising the nation to its present advanced position, 
really are in a very bewildered state. They are left 
no choice. They know not where to go. If the Demo- 
cratic Party, therefore, should once more become true 
to the principles for which it at one time stood, and 
the Republican Party, in fatuous disregard of its past 
history, should remain wedded to the new notions 
and false doctrines to which it is being irretrievably 
committed, the whole destiny of the Democratic Party 
would be changed and it would once more enter upon 
the paths of new achievements and ultimate triumph. 
The moderate and conservative Democrats who upon 
every trying occasion in the country’s history have 
transferred their vote and their allegiance to the 
opposing party would come back into the 
party fold. In addition there would be enor 
mous accessions to the Democratic fold from the 
Republican ranks. Owing to the change which has 
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conservative voters in that party has been strained 
almost to the breaking point. These would be sure to 
follow any leader of the right sort in the other party. 
Has not the time, therefore, arrived for a new dis- 
pensation? Which of the two great parties will take 
the lead—which will make the first move in the right 
direction and thus gain the advantage to result from 
such a course? 








MR. HILL, THE ORE LAND DISTRIBUTION 
AND GREAT NORTHERN STOCKHOLDERS. 
The action of Mr. James J. Hill in giving the Great 

Northern Railway shareholders the so-called Hill ore 

properties ranks as one of the most unique transactions 

in railroad and financial history. We use the word 

“unique” advisedly, for the event claims distinction 

for several reasons. In the first place, the magnitude 

of the operation stamps it as quite out of the ordinary. 

The certificates of beneficial interest to be issued to 

represent these ore lands, while having no par or 

specifiedjvalue, will be for the same number of shares 
in the aggregate as the present share capital of the 

Great Northern Company, namely 1,500,000 shares, 

and may hence fairly be taken as the nominal equiva- 

lent of $150,000 ,000. 

In the second place,these certificates of beneficial 
interest are a thing of real intrinsic worth. Dealings 
in them have this week been recorded on the curb 
market at $90 a share.. As can be readily figured out, 
on that basis the value of the whole 1,500,000 shares 
is over $130,000,000. All this is to be given to the 
shareholders of the Great Northern Company. In 
that respect, we think, it is without a parallel in 
financial history. A third distinguishing feature is 
that this distribution represents something entirely 
outside of and apart from the railroad transportation 
business. It is not the cutting of a melon representing 
accumulated surplus. It is not the distribution of a 
stock dividend which will go to increase the capital 
of the company and therefore enlarge the amount of 
stock on which dividends will have to be earned. It 
has absolutely no reference to the railroad transporta- 
tion business except so far as the ore to be mined 
will add to the tonnage to be moved over the Great 
Northern lines, and accordingly add to the revenue 
and profits of the Great Northern Company. In these 
respects it is wholly different from any other transac- 
tion of which we have any knowledge. The Great 
Northern stockholders get something exceedingly 
valuable, which does not subtract a dollar from the 
worth of the Great Northern Company as a railroad 
concern, does not add a dollar to its capitalization, 
and, so far from impairing its earning capacity, will 
serve materially to increase such earning capacity. 

The fourth and most noteworthy characteristic of 
all is that the endowing of the Great Northern share- 


outside property amounts practically to a donation 
from Mr. Hill to the shareholders. In that regard 
history will, we are sure, be searched in vain for an 
act resembling in any way the present proceeding. 
In great part this enormous body of ore was originally 
Mr. Hill’s personal property. The Great Northern 
Company had a comparatively slight interest in it. 
To be sure, these lands did not cost Mr. Hill himself 


value was not known at the time—but the Great 
Northern’s direct ownership in the same was relatively 
small. Mr. Hill owned the bulk of them in his own 
right, and now that they have assumed almost fabulous 
value has chosen to turn them all over for the benefit 
of the Great Northern shareholders. Those cognizant 
of the facts inform us that Mr. Hill was under no 
obligation to transfer them to the Great Northern 
shareholders. They were purchased by him and he 
assumed all responsibility and liability for them. 

He might have retained possession and could at the 
same time have truthfully claimed that in the arrange- 
ment he had made with the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration he was conferring a great benefit upon the Great 
Northern Company in securing for it the transporta- 
tion of the large amount of ore to be mined from year 
to year. But he lets his co-proprietors in the Great 
Northern Company have not alone the profits to be 
derived from the transportation of the ore but the 
income from the ore itself with the land upon which 
it rests. Cases of such altruistic action, it will be ad- 
mitted by every one, are not very common in this 
selfish world. Had the venture turned out unsue- 
cessful, Mr. Hill must have borne the loss himself. 
Now that it has proven immensely profitable, he shares 
the profits with those who have been associated with 
him as stockholders in the Great Northern Company— 
his life-work. On the part of some of Mr. Hill’s associ- 
ates we have heard the comment that he ought to 
have retained possession of these valuable ore lands— 
that they are a heritage which he should have turned 
over to his children. In the arrangement as now 
announced, Mr. Hill’s sons are made the trustees of 
the ore lands for the benefit of the whole body of 
Great Northern stockholders. 

A few words will be of interest as to the nature and 
extent of the ore properties under discussion and the 
methods and course of procedure by which the income 
from the same is to be handed over to the holders of 
certificates of beneficial interest. The official an- 
nouncement is very meagre and simply states that 
the directors of the Great Northern Company, by reso- 
lution approved by the stockholders, have authorized 
and instructed the Lake Superior Company, Limited, 
(an auxiliary in which the Great Northern interest in 
outside properties has been vested) , to transfer the iron 
ore properties to Messrs. Louis W. Hill, James N. Hill 
and Walter J. Hill, to be by them held in trust for the 
benefit of the stockholders of record on the books of 
the Great Northern Railway Company Dec. 6 1906. 
It is stated, furthermore, that the entire beneficial 
interest of the trust to be created will consist (as 
already noted above) of 1,500,000 shares, and that 
each stockholder of the Great Northern Company will 
receive from the trustees a certificate for a number of 
shares of beneficial interest in said trust equal to the 
number of shares of stock now held by him. The 
certificates will be transferable in the same manner as 
stock certificates. It is also announced that the net 
proceeds and profits of the iron properties will from 
time to time and at least once each year be distributed 
by the trustees to the certificate holders of record at 
the date of distribution. 

This is all the information contained in the official 
announcement, but it is possible to supply additional

facts that have come from other sources in recent 


a few millions at the outside, since their immense! periods. It will be remembered that on Oct. 5 the 
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United States Steel Corporation made public an- 
nouncement that the contract for the acquisition on a 
royalty basis of the Hill ore properties had been signed. 
It was also stated that the price to be paid was $1 65 
per ton delivered on the docks at the Upper Lake 
ports, with an increase of 3.4 cents per ton with each 
succeeding year. The minimum quantity of ore to 
be mined is 750,000 tons for the year 1907, with an 
increase of 750,000 tons per year for each succeeding 
year until the aggregate per annum reaches 8,250,000 
tons and thereafter the amount mined is to continue 
on that basis. The lease of the lands is a perpetual 
one—that is, lasts until the ore has been exhausted. 
It has also transpired that out of the price to be paid 
for the ore delivered at the docks on Lake Superior, 
80 cents is to go to the Great Northern Company for 
hauling the ore. This leaves the amount of the royalty 
which will pass to the trustees under the trust just 
created, 85 cents a ton for the first year, with an in- 
crease of 3.4cents for each year thereafter indefinitely. 
This 3.4 cents, it will be noticed, is exactly 4% on the 
85 cents; and thus in effect the Steel Corporation takes 
the whole of the ore on a basis of 85 cents a ton, with 
4% simple interest up to the date when the ore shall 
be taken out of the ground. 

On the basis of the figures here given it is possible 
to make some rough computations of the amounts to 
be received each year as royalty by the trustees of the 
trust. Accordingly, we have prepared the following 
table showing the minimum tonnage to be mined each 
year, according to the graded rate of increase; the 
aggregate revenue to be produced each year, based on 
the ascending scale of prices; the portion of this 
revenue going to the Great Northern Company for 
transporting the ore, and the amount remaining as 
royalty for the trustees. We add a further column to 
indicate what this royalty would equal per share each 
year on the certificates of beneficial interest.

It will be seen that the yield at first will be very 
small, but that [the amount runs up rapidly. In 
1907, with only 750,000 tons mined, the total revenue 
on the basis of $1 65 per ton would be but $1,237,500. 
Of this, $600,000 would go to the Great Northern 
Company (80 cents per ton) as its share for hauling 
the ore and $637,500 would remain for payment to 
the trustees. Assuming that this latter could all be 
distributed, it would equal only 4214 cents per share 
on the trust certificates. The next year, 1908, the 
remainder on the same basis of computation would, 
under the higher price to be received and the increased 
amount to be mined, be 88.4 cents per share. And 
so, with each succeeding year the amount would rise 
by reason of the further addition to the tonnage mined 
and the further increase in price until in 1912 the sum 
would be equal to $3 06 per share and in 1917 to no 
less than $654 per share. In other words, in five 
years’ time the certificates would be returning 3% 
dividends and in 10 years over 64%, assuming the 
shares to have (for purposes of computation) a par 
value of $100 


We do not mean to say that this will be the actual 
return. We have absolutely no knowledge on that 
point. We give the results simply as furnishing a 
rough idea of the possibilities on the basis of the con- 
tract with the Steel Corporation. There are many 
considerations that will affect the final result and which 
might change it very materially. In the first place, 
there is no allowance for the expense of administering 
the trust. This, however, we should judge, will not 
be very heavy. The cost of the mining operations is 
borne entirely by the Steel Corporation, and the sum 
to be paid over by the latter as royalty is a net amount; 
but of course the trustees will have to maintain inspec- 
tors at the mines for the purpose of keeping tab on the 
quantity of ore taken out, and doubtless there will be 
some other items of expense of the same character— 
all combined, however, not likely to reach a very large 
aggregate. 

On the other hand, the Steel Corporation is at liberty 
to increase the amount to be taken out each year 
faster than 750,000 tons a year—this last being simply 
the minimum by which the amount mined must posi- 
tively be enlarged each year. Should more than the 
minimum requirement be taken out, the return to the 
Great Northern Company and to the trustees would 
to that extent be larger than indicated by the figures 
in the above table. It must also be remembered that 
the Steel Corporation does not lease all of the Hill ore 
properties. Some lands are held under lease by other 
parties and ore has been mined from them for some 
time. How extensive the income is in that way is 
not known, information being entirely lacking. It 
has been suggested that such extra income will be 
quite large, but the statements appear to be merely 
guesses based on pure conjecture. Whatever addi- 
tional income is derived in that way would go to swell 
the amounts given in our table. 

Still another consideration is to be borne in mind, 
to which we have seen scarcely any allusion. We 
refer to the fact that the royalty to be paid by the 
Steel Corporation is based on a standard grade of ore. 
If the ore should grade higher than the standard, the 
Steel Corporation will pay a larger royalty than the 
85 cents per ton on which our computations are based. 
Contrariwise, if the ore should grade below the stand- 
ard, the royalty to be paid will be reduced. It can 
readily be seen that this introduces an element of 
chance and doubt that will have an important bearing 
upon the final result. If to this we add the further 
element of doubt as to the amount of ore the Steel 
concern may think it expedient to mine from year to 
year, it becomes apparent that it will hardly ever be 
possible to make very close or definite computations 
of a reliable character as to the yield of the certificates. 
The fact which stands out very clearly is that the 
ultimate yield must be very large—unless indeed it 
should appear, as mining develops, that the ore was 
growing poorer and poorer and ultimately became 
worthless, which hardly seems a probable contingency, 
otherwise the Steel concern would not have taken a 
lease of the land. It will be observed that the gross 
revenue for the Great Northern Company from the 
ore to be mined will be $6,600,000 per annum only ten 
years hence, and obviously the net earnings should be 
proportionately as large. 

As to the probable life and contents of the ore lands, 





all is necessarily conjecture. Estimates as to the 
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amount of ore contained. in the land vary from 
400,000,000 to 500,000,000 tons. The inside total is 
obviously the more conservative. If only the mini- 
mum amount should be mined each year the aggregate 
to be taken out during the eleven years up to the end 
of 1917 would be 49,500,000 tons. The remaining 
350,000,000 tons would at the rate of 8144 million tons 
a year prolong the period of mining for forty years 
thereafter. In other words, the ore beds would not in 
that event become exhausted until 1957. But, as 
already stated, time alone can determine the eventuali- 
ties, for the ore bodies may be of much larger magni- 
tude than supposed or again the ore may rapidly de- 
teriorate. The magnitude of the whole transaction 
will appear when we say that, counting on an aggre- 
gate yield of 400 million tons, the Great Northern 
Company will derive gross revenue in hauling this 
tonnage at 80 cents a ton of no less than 320 million 
dollars, while the royalty to be paid over, in addition, 
will reach for the whole period 340 million dollars, taking 
the price of the ore at only 85 cents a ton, and ignor- 
ing altogether the increase in pricefrom year to year. 

It will have been noticed that the Lake Superior 
Company, Limited, is spoken of in the official an- 
nouncement as having held title to the ore lands. It 
may be asked, What is the Lake Superior Company, 
Limited? We have already indicated that it is an 
auxiliary of the Great Northern, but reference to the 
report of the Great Northern Railway Company for 
the fiscal year ending June 30 1900 will furnish a fuller 
answer. It is there stated that the Great Northern 
Railway had from time to time become interested in 
properties or companies not strictly a part of the 
railway system, but of direct or indirect benefit to it, 
such as coal mines, iron mines, elevators, docks at 
Buffalo, N. Y., ete. It was found that these proper- 
ties could be handled to better advantage by a separate 
company, and accordingly the Lake Superior Company, 
Limited, was organized in that year. To the new 
company there was transferred all of the Great North- 
ern’s interest in the Great Northern Express Company, 
the Great Northern Elevator Company, the Sand 
Coulee Coal Company, and other outside companies. 
To the same company Mr. Hill appears to have now 
turned over his personal holdings in the ore lands. As 
furnishing some idea of the original cost of these vari- 
ous companies, including the coal and iron mines then 
held, we may note that there was charged off the books 
at that time to represent the value of them all the 
small sum of $1,851,365. It was then stated that the 
income from these properties or securities would belong 
to the Great Northern shareholders unless it was re- 
invested. As a matter of fact, with the exception of 
one payment made soon after the organization of the 
new company, the whole of the income has been 
re-invested from year to year. 

On May 1 1901 Great Northern shareholders, it will 
be recalled, received an extra dividend of one-half of 
one per cent from the surplus earnings of the Lake 
Superior Company, but nothing more has been paid 
since. As the property turned over to the new com- 
pany was not limited to iron mines, but comprised 
express, elevator, coal and other companies, it is quite 
Possible that it now has a considerable income outside 
of that derived from the iron mines. And this may 
be the basis for the statement in some of the news- 
papers that the new trust certificates to be created 
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will have a large earning power independent of the 
income to be derived under the contract with the Steel 
Corporation. But it should be observed that, according 
to the official announcement, only the ‘“‘iron ore 
properties” are to be turned over to the trustees— 
nothing is said about turning over the other companies 
and properties controlled by the Lake Superior Com- 
pany, and hence it appears unlikely that the income 
from the latter will pass into the hands of these 
trustees. 








PROGRESS OF THE ATLANTIC COAST LINE 
RAILROAD. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Co. in the report 
just submitted for the fiscal year ending June 30 1906 
shows further noteworthy progress in the development 
of its traffic and also further satisfactory growth in 
gross earnings. Various circumstances, however, con- 
tributed to bring about a very heavy augmentation in 
expenses, to an amount exceeding the gain in gross 
receipts, and hence the net earnings show a trifling 
falling off. The property is so well circumstanced as 
concerns the extent of its annual net income that the 
slight decrease in net earnings from operations was a 
matter of no consequence to it. But the fact serves 
to bring out strikingly the difficulty with which rail- 
roads are beset at present in their operations. The 
increase in gross earnings as compared with the year 
preceding was $2,645,546, or nearly12%. But thead- 
dition to expenses aggregated $2,702,431, orover 19%. 

Examination of the details of the expense account 
shows that $1,146,625 of the increase in expenditures 
was in the maintenance outlays, and no less than $1,- 
425,925 in the cost of conducting transportation; 
general expenses and taxes accounting for the rest of 
the increase.. As the number of passengers carried 
gained 17.49% and the number carried one mile 6.70% 
and the tons of freight earning revenue increased 
12.28% and the number of tons moved one mile 
14.74%, expenses would necessarily be larger in a 
certain degree by reason of the enlarged amount of 
transportation services rendered. But obviously that 
fact alone will not explain the exceptional amount 
of the augmentation in expenses. Cost of labor of 
course was higher. Not alone that, but we find an 
interesting statement in the report going to show how 
cost of operations has been enhanced through the 
higher prices that have to be paid for practically all 
the items entering into the operating accounts of the 
road. We are told in the statement referred to that 
the purchasing agent reports that the prices of thirty 
of the most important materials purchased increased 
from December 1905 to June 1906 an average of 15% 
(the increases ranging from 4% to 64%), and that 
this follows material advances in prices during the 
preceding six months of the fiscal year. Obviously, 
the higher prices would play an important part in 
increasing even the maintenance outlays. Another 
circumstance contributing to swell the expense account 
was the fact that business has been developing so fast 
that it has really been impossible to handle it with 
due economy. Furthermore, the delay in securing 
necessary equipment on orders previously given has 
also been a serious item. It is stated in the report 
that while the new equipment received during the year 
enabled the company to show a considerable increase 





in the gross earnings, the failure to secure within the 
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time promised equipment which had been contracted 
for caused congestion of freight traffic, resulting in un- 
satisfactory operation. The conditions here outlined 
are common to the whole railroad system of the coun- 
try, and a contemplation of the same makes it evident 
that the task of the railroad manager now-a-days is 
not an easy one. 

As has been pointed out by us on previous occasions, 
the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad controls an important 
body of roads. It operates a large amount of road 
directly and controls a yet larger amount through 
stock ownership. The reader will recall that the com- 
pany, besides its own mileage, holds control of the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad Co. The latter com- 
prised on June 30 1906 6,842 miles of road, including 
in this the Georgia Railroad, in which the Atlantic 
Coast Line has a half interest. The Atlantic Coast 
Line itself embraced at the same date 4,333 miles. 
Adding the Charleston & Western Carolina and the 
North Western Railroad of South Carolina, which are 
also controlled, the aggregate of mileage controlled 
and operated is brought up to 11,750 miles or over. 
The Louisville & Nashville of course maintains a 
separate existence, and its annual report was reviewed 
in our issue of October 6. Control of this property 
has been held since October 1902, at which time the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad acquired $30,600,000 
stock out of the $60,000,000 outstanding capital of 
that company. The price paid was, it will be remem- 
bered, $10,000,000 in cash, $5,000,000 in the common 
stock of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad and $35 ,000,- 
000 in the collateral trust bonds of the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad, making a total of $50,000,000. The 
cost of the purchase was subsequently reduced on the 
books of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad to $45,554,- 
220 by the application of $5,000,000 of accumulated 
surplus. 

It is interesting to note that the investment has 
proved directly profitable independent of the advan- 
tage secured to both the companies through common 
control. The relations between the two systems had 
been very close before the absorption of the one by 
the other, and the action referred to insured the con- 
tinuance of these relations. At a number of points 
in the South they form natural connecting lines, and 
through the identity of control the interchange of 
traffic between the two systems which might have 
been lost if the Louisville & Nashville had passed into 
antagonistic hands is maintained. The Louisville & 
Nashville is paying 6% dividends on its stock, and 
therefore the Atlantic Coast Line is receiving $1,836,- 
000 per annum on its holdings of $30,600,000 of stock. 
On the other hand, the $35,000,000 of Atlantic Coast 
Line RR. collateral trust bonds issued in part payment 
for the L. & N. stock purchased bear 4% interest 
and thus involve a charge of only $1,400,000 per year. 
We need hardly say that on the basis of its actual 
earnings the Louisville & Nashville could have dis- 
tributed very much more than the 6% being paid in 
dividends. In fact, in reviewing the report we found 
that while 6% had been paid on the shares, 104% 
had been earned—and this, too, after extremely heavy 
outlays for maintenance, renewals, additions and im- 
provements. 

It is rather noteworthy that the present is the 72nd 
annual report of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad, 
showing that the record of the company is a very long 





one. However, it is only during the more recent years 
that its operations and mileage have risen to large 
dimensions, owing to a series of mergers and consoli- 
dations. The various allied roads, such as the Wil- 
mington & Weldon, the Atlantic Coast Line railroads 
of South Carolina and Virginia and the Norfolk & 
Carolina, which formerly had made up what was known 
as the Atlantic Coast Line System, were taken over in 
April 1900, this having been the first step in the 
process of consolidation. Later, that is, July 1 1902, 
the Savannah Florida & Western Ry., or Plant Sys- 
tem, was absorbed. In October 1902, as already 
stated, control of a majority interest in the Louisville 
& Nashville was acquired. This last, however, as 
noted above, is still operated as a separate property, 
and the results of the Atlantic Coast Line RR.’s in- 
vestment in the same appear merely in the dividends 
received on its holdings of the stock of the company. 

The stock of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Co. 
has been considerably increased in recent years—in 
the main as a result of the enlargement and extension 
of the system. We have already referred to the 
$5,000,000 common stock issued in 1902 in part pay- 
ment for the Louisville & Nashville stock acquired. 
In 1904 the company made an extra dividend of 25% 
on the common stock, 20% payable in new common 
stock and 5% in certificates of indebtedness of the 
Atlantic Coast Line Company, the latter being distinct 
from the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company. 
Through this stock dividend of 20% the outstanding 
common stock of the company was increased by 
$7 330,000, to $42,980,000. During the fiscal year 
covered by the present report—or, to be precise, in 
March 1906—a further increase in the stock was made 
to provide funds for the company’s new capital needs. 
At the date named, besides the $42,980,000 of common 
stock, there was outstanding $1,596,600 of preferred 
stock and $1,000,000 common Class “A” Richmond 
& Petersburg RR. stock, making a total of $45,576,- 
600 of stock. The authorized amount at that time 
was $50,000,000, and on March 8 the shareholders at 
a special meeting gave authority to increase the total 
to $60,000,000 from time to time; shareholders were 
at once given the right to take $4,557,600 of the new 
stock (being 10% of the existing holdings) at par, 
payment to be made in two equal installments—one 
on or before May 10 1906, the other on or before 
Sept. 10 1906. 

Up to the close of the fiscal year, therefore, on 
June 30 1906, half the proceeds of the new stock issue 
had been paid into the company’s treasury. The 
bonded debt of the company was increased during the 
twelve months in amount of $2,506,225. As showing 
how extensive are the company’s needs for new funds 
by reason of its expanding business, it is only necessary 
to refer to the increases being made to the equipment. 
The report states that additional equipment to the 
value of $2,211,589 was paid for during the year, 
besides which contracts were given for further new 
equipment to be delivered during the current fiscal 
year aggregating in value over $6,000,000. The 
greater part of this sum will be paid for, it is asserted, 
with the cash to be realized from the new stock issue. 

We have stated above that the company was very 
favorably situated as regards net income, and hence 
that the small loss in net earnings, owing to the 
augmented operating outlays, counted for little in the 
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final result. This appears very plainly from the in- 
éome statement for the year. The dividends on the 
common stock were advanced in the twelve months 
from a basis of 5% per annum to6%. At 6% the call 
for the dividends was $2,638,800, after the payment 
of which there still remained a surplus on the year’s 
operations in amount of $2,098,312. In other words, 
with 6% distributed, the equivalent of nearly 5% re- 
mained in the shape of surplus. 

The balance sheet shows $8,556,203 of current as- 
sets June 30 1906, of which over 51% millions consisted 
of actual cash; the current liabilities at the same date 
were $4,254,838 with $1,503,482 of deferred 
liabilities. In addition, there were in the treasury 
of the — $3 ,298 850 of Atlantic Coast Line RR. 
first consol. 4% bonds, $738,000 of Atlantic Coast 
Line RR. Jacksonville & Southwestern purchase 
money 4s and $3,835,000 of Atlantic Coast Line RR.

RAILROAD GROSS A ND ‘NET EARNINGS FOR 
SEPTEMBER. 

Our exhibit of railroad earnings for September is 
chiefly noteworthy for the prominence which increasing 
expenses are assuming in the accounts of the roads. 
The gain in the gross earnings is not as large as it was 
in the months preceding. This follows from the fact 
that there were a number of untoward influences during 
the month—a shrinkage in the grain movement in the 
West, a falling off in the cotton traffic in the South, 
and a loss of one working day during the month by all 
the roads, owing to the fact that September 1906 
contained five Sundays, whereas September 1905 had 
only four. However, certain Southern and South- 
western roads had an advantage in the absence of the 
yellow fever embargo which proved so disturbing last 
year, and of course all the roads throughout the 
country profited by the continued activity and pros- 
perity of all branches of trade and industry. 

Thus it happens that the gain in the gross revenues 
of the roads, though not so extremely large as in 
former months, is yet of very substantial proportions, 
reaching in the aggregate $10,056,999. In the net 
earnings, however, the improvement amounts to only 
$2,687,914. In other words, $7,369,085 of the 
$10,056,999 increase in gross revenues has been con- 
sumed by enlarged expenses. What makes this result 
particularly significant is that it follows an exhibit of 
precisely the same character in the corresponding 
month of last year. That is to say, in September 
1905, with $10,846 ,006 increase in gross, there was only 

$2,930,568 increase in the net. Combining the two 
years, therefore, we have, roughly, $21,000,000 im- 
provement in the gross earnings (comparing 1906 with 
1904) but only a little over 54% million improvement 
in the net.

In the case of the separate roads, the increase in 
expenses has in many cases been of such proportions 
as to wipe out in whole or in part the gains in the gross 
—in not a few instances converting these gains into 
losses. The Pennsylvania Railroad on its Eastern and 


Western lines combined adind $1,387,100 to gross but 
only $175,700 to net. The Atchison Topeka & Santa 
Fe, with $731,678 gain in gross, has but $187,340 gain 
in net. The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad, with 
$65,590 increase in gross, has $182,435 loss in net. 
The Southern Railway, with $115,405 improvement in 
the gross, suffers a decrease of $276,701 in the net, 
and numerous other instances of the same kind may 
be mentioned. If it were not that a number of roads 
are comparing with losses the previous year on account 
of the yellow fever, the general result would make a 
decidedly poor showing as to the net. As it is, the 
list of losses in the net is more extended than for 
some time past. In the following we show all changes 
for the separate roads for amounts in excess of $30,000

Southern roads particularly seem to have fared 
badly in the matter of increased expenses, and when 
the roads are arranged in groups it is found that with 
$1,356,590 increase in the gross, the Southern group 
shows $720,457 loss in the net. The anthracite group 
is another body of roads which shows diminished net, 
though in that case the result as to the gross also has 
not been particularly favorable—recording only a 
slight increase. The summary by groups is shown in 
the table we now present.

panies to clear their checks through the Philadelphia Clear- 
ing House was taken by the Association on Monday, when 
provision was made for amendments to its by-laws allowing 
the companies such privilege. The matter, as may be re- 
called, was recommended by the Clearing House Committee 
on Oct. 1. This week’s action of the Association is not the 
concluding step,as the Philadelphia papers state that the mat- 
teris still to be submitted for approval to the boards of direc- 
tors of each bank. As noted in an earlierissue, the provisions 
governing admittance require the keeping of a cash reserve 
of 15%, of which each company must hold 5% in its own 
vaults and the other 10% in the shape of balances in national 
banks. The Clearing House is also to have the right to ex- 
amine the companies at will. Five trust companies, it is 
stated, have already applied for these clearing facilities. 

—At the annual meeting of the Nebraska Bankers’ Associa- 
tion held at Omaha this week, a resolution was adopted indi- 
cating that the bankers are not in entire sympathy with all 
features of the plan for currency reform agreed upon by the 
Currency Commission of the American Bankers’ Association 
and the members of the New York Chamber of Commerce 
Currency Committee. The resolution is as follows: 
Resolved, That we are opposed to the issue in a time of financial peace 
lixe the present of any banknote currency, except that now authorized 
secured by a deposit of United States bonds. 
Resolved, That we favor legislation by Congress authorizing the issue of 
an emergency circulation which will be taxed so heavily that it would not 
be issued except in time of great commercial stringency and impending 


panic and wouid be retired when the conditions requiring Its issue no 
longer existed. 


James H. Eckels, ex-Comptroller of the Currency and one 
of the speakers at the meeting, in referring to the subject 
at the first day’s session, expressed his approval of the plan. 
—At a meeting of the board of directors of the New York 
Produce Exchange Bank, held on the 20th inst., John A. 
Hance, senior member of the firm of Jessup & Lamont, 
bankers, was unanimously elected a director. 

—To provide for the increase of $4,000,000 which is to be 
made in the capital of the Chase National Bank of this city, 
the directors on Monday declared a dividend of 400%, 
payable December 12 to stockholders of record November 
30. In its return for Nov. 12 1906 the institution showed 
capital of $1,000,000, surplus of $5,000,000 and _ profits of 
$1,136,989. The bank announces that after increasing its 
capital from $1,000,000 to $5,000,000, it will still have a 
surplus of $4,000,000, with a considerable amount of un- 
divided profits. From this it would appear that there are 
profits not heretofore shown which are to be drawn upon to 
make up the new capitalization. 

—The deposits of the Phoenix National Bank, 35 Nassau 
Street, this city, have steadily increased since the new 
management, headed by Finis E. Marshall, took control 
of the institution in April 1905. On the 12th inst. deposit 
funds reached $11,416,625, a growth of $1,182,947 14 since 
the last statement on September 4, and comparing with 
$8,671,964 August 25 1905, $7,228,605 May 29 1905 and 
$5,104,325 March 15 1905.

—The Union Trust Company of this city announces the 
opening of its branch office at 425 Fifth Avenue, corner 
38th Street. These new offices are commodious, nicely 
furnished, with special banking appointments for the 
accommodation of ladies. Safe deposit and storage vaults 
are in course of construction. Edward R. Merritt, formerly 
one of the company’s Assistant Secretaries, has been elected 
Fourth Vice-President, and is in charge of the Fifth Avenue 
branch. H.M.JMyrick wasalsoappointed an Assistant Secre- 
tary. The Union Trust Company, chartered in 1864, has 
$1,000,000 capital and $7,900,000 surplus. 

—Herman Kountze, President of the First National Bank 
of Omaha, Neb., died on Wednesday at Watkins, N. Y., in 
his seventy-fourth year. Mr. Kountze was one of the early 
Western bankers. With his brother he founded the bank 
referred to in 1863. Several years later the Messrs. Kountze 
entered the New York field, establishing the well known firm 
of Kountze Brothers. On account of ill health, Mr. Kountze 
had not recently been actively interested in business affairs. 

—A copy of a letter written on Oct. 16 by Forrest H. Parker 
to President Roosevelt. requesting the latter’s aid in repealing 
the 10% tax on State bank circulation,has been mailed to 
the executives of the State banking institutions for an ex- 
pression of opinion. In this letter Mr. Parker explains the 
origin and purpose of the 10% tax upon State bank circula- 
tion, enacted during Civil War times, and maintains that the 
necessity for this tax no longer exists. Replies have been 
received to three-quarters of all the circular letters sent out, 
and they show a pretty nearly unanimous sentiment in favor 
of repeal. Mr. Parker is President of the New York Produce 
Exchange Bank, 10 and 12 Broadway. 

—Frank C. Watts, Assistant Cashier of the American Ex- 
change National Bank of this city, died at his home in New- 
ark on the 19th inst. Mr. Watts was fifty-nine years of age. 
He entered the employ of the bank as a clerk in 1865, 

—Edgar H. Lee has been advanced from the post of As- 
sistant Cashier to the cashiership of the People’s National 
Bank of Hackensack, N. J. 

—The Court of Errors and Appeals at Trenton, N. J., 
has affirmed the convictions of Albert C. Twining and D. C. 
Cornell, respectively former President and Treasurer of the 
failed Monmouth Trust Company of Asbury Park, N. J. 
The accused were each sentenced to terms of imprisonment 
in connection with the suspension of the trust company and 
the First National Bank of Asbury Park. 

—The directors of the Union Trust Company of Albany, 


N. Y., have declared a regular quarterly dividend of 3%, 
payable Dec. 1. This is an increase of 1% quarterly, 


raising the rate from 8% yearly to 12%. The payment of 
dividends by the institution was commenced in June 1904, 
when 114% quarterly was declared. 

—At a meeting on the 15th inst., the stockholders of the 
National Bank of Rochester, at Rochester, N. Y., adopted 
an amendment providing for the addition of four new mem- 
bers to the bank’s board of directors in order to give place on 
the board to former directors of the Commercial Bank of 
Rochester (absorbed by the National Bank of Rochester 
April 30). Following the adoption of the amendment, 
Charles H. Babcock, Lewis P. Ross, Edgar N. Curtice and 
H. Wheeler Davis were elected to the directorate. 

—Jno. E. Parry has been elected Cashier of the National 
Bank of Glens Falls, at Glens Falls, N. Y., to fill the vacancy 
due to the recent death of William A. Wait. 

—The American National Bank of Hartford, Conn., 
recently returned to its former quarters in the Phoenix 
Bank Building, which have just undergone reconstruction. 
The banking rooms, asremodeled and adapted to the'growing 
needs of the institution, are equipped with the latest facilities 
for the prompt and safe conduct of business, and present an 
attractive appearance, marble and mahogany entering 
largely into the interior equipment. The installation of 





new safe deposit vaults hasgbeen included in the improve- 
ments made. 

—J. N. Hartman, who recently resigned as President of 
the City Bank of McKeesport, Pa., is said to be interested in 
the proposed Merchants’ Bank of McKeesport, for which 
application for a charter has been made, 

—William E. Eichbaum was this week elected President of 
the proposed Union National Bank of New Castle, which 
is to be organized with $100,000 capital. The other officers 
chosen are Luther M. Buchanan and Calvin Smith, Vice- 
Presidents, and Charles F. Wheeler, Cashier. 

—The Washington Loan & Trust Company of Washing- 
ton, D. C., last week experienced a run of short duration, 
started, it is understood, through an idle rumor. The run 
began on the 16th inst. and continued throughout Saturday, 
the 17th., but by Monday had subsided. During its pro- 
gress Acting Comptroller of the Currency T. P. Kane took 
occasion to issue a statement in which he characterized the 
uneasiness as unnecessary and senseless. He added: “Our 
examiner made an examination of the institution about one 
month ago and reported that the concern was never in better 
condition. The statement of the bank a few days ago shows 
the same thing. In fact, the statement is considered the best 
over made by the Washington Loan & Trust ,Company.” 
The institution has a capital of $1,000,000. On November 
12 it reported surplus of $600,000, undivided profits of $76,- 
048 and deposits of $6,192,489. ‘ 

—In reports made to the Comptroller by Eugene T. Wilson, 
Receiver of the Aetna Banking & Trust Company of Butte, 
Mont., and Robert Lyons, Receiver of its Washington, 
D. C., branch, the total liabilities of the institution are given 
as $478,935 and the total assets as $535,337, the latter being 
classified as follows: good, $27,278; doubtful, $197,357, and 
worthless, $310,702. John T. Hoag, formerly Assistant 
Cashier of the institution, and E. W. McCormick, who were 
indicted for alleged conspiracy in connectionwith the failure, 
have pleaded not guilty to the charge and been released 
under bail of $2,000. 

—It is reported that Receiver C. 8. Andrews of the Vigo 
National Bank of Terre Haute, Ind., has demanded the sum 
of $45,000 from the bank’s directors, the amount representing 
dividends paid, but not earned, it is claimed, during the last 
five or six years the institution was in operation. The bank 
suspended in June 1904. Reports state that 90% has been 
paid to the creditors. 

—tThe stockholders of the Prairie State Bank of Chicago, 
Ill., will hold a special meeting on December 19 to act on 
the proposition to increase the capital from $250,000 to 
$500,000. The additional stock will be disposed of pro rata 
to present shareholders at par—$100. 

—The Security Bank of Minnesota at Minneapolis opened 
for business in its handsome new bank building at Second 
Avenue and Fourth Street on Monday last. Taking it as 
a whole, there are few finer buildings devoted to banking 
in the country. It ds fire-proof throughout, ten stories in 
height, built of steel, with reinforced concrete, and the ex- 
terior is of ‘‘Tiffany’’ white glazed tile brick. Upon entering 
the spacious public lobby, one is immediately struck with 
the beauty of the massive Doric columns; the banking 
room proper has huge columns of statuary of veined Italian 
marble. The upper and lower members of the counters 
are of Alps green marble, paneled with Italian Pavonazzo 
marble. The counter rails are of bronze, of a handsome 
and substantial pattern, while, the wood work generally is of 
solid Cuban mahogany, elegantly finished. The color scheme 
of the room is carried out in cream and gold; the side walls 
are in gray, to harmonize with the marble, and in contrast 
the freize is Pompeian red. The institution has also added 
massive safe deposit and cash vaults of the very latest pat- 
terns and construction. The President of the Security Bank 
is F. A. Chamberlain, with Perry Harrison and E. F. Mearkle 
Vice-Presidents; J. S. Pomeroy, Cashier, and Fred Spafford 
and George Lowther Assistant Cashiers. 

—The Mechanics-American National Bank of St. Louis 
has gained close to five million dollars in its deposit line in 
the interval between the calls of September 4 and Novem- 
ber 12 1906. In other words, the amount has risen in the 
ten weeks from $22,409,222 to $27,234,150.

The new capital will be obtained through a 
conversion of the surplus, and the stock, it is said, will be 
issued to present shareholders only, in proportion to their 
holdings. 

The deposits of the Third National Bank of Louisville, 
Ky., show an increase of $365,352 22, as between the Comp- 
troller’s calls for November 9 1905 and November 12 1906, 
the deposits on the former date being $1,378,149 68 and 
on the latter $1,743,501 90.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS OF GOLD AND SILVER AT 
SAN FRANCISCO. 


The Collector of Customs at San Francisco has furnished 
us this week the details of imports and exports of gold and 
silver through that port for the month of October, and they 
are given below in conjunction with the figures for preceding 
months, thus completing the results for the ten months of 
the year 1906. The imports of gold were of very important 
volume, reaching $5,289,961, of which $5,051,046 was in 
coin. Of silver there came in $317,932, mainly bullion and 
silver in ore. During the ten months there was received a 
total of $13,244,713 gold and $2,298,378 silver, which com- 
pares with $2,002,157 gold and $2,214,594 silver in 1905. 
The shipments of gold during October were extremely light, 
reaching only $3,570, of which $1,150 coin, and the exports 
of silver were $181,068, of which $94,000 was bullion. For 
the ten months the exports of gold reached $5,364,529, 
against $1,693,175 in 1905, and $2,798,424 silver was sent 
out, against $5,764,212 in 1905. The exhibit for October 
and for the ten months is as follows:

Monetary CommercialEnglishAews 


(From our own Correspondent.) 
‘ London, Saturday, November 10 1906. 

The 6% rate remains quite effective, and there is less 
anxiety than there was last week; perhaps, indeed, it would 
be more correct to say that there is a feeling that the position 
has improved. The Bank of England is obtaining nearly 
all the gold offering in the open market, and is likely to con- 
tinue obtaining it. Therefore it is strengthening itself 
materially. Yet the position is sufficiently obscure to make 
all the banks feel that they are bound to support the action 
of the Bank of England. It is rumored that inquiries have 
been made during the week, both in London and in Paris, 
on American account, whether facilities could not again be 
given for enabling gold to be shipped to New York. In 
| London, it is said, the answer was in the negative. The 
| reserve of the Bank of England is so low that the Bank must 
'take whatever measures may be necessary to protect that 
| reserve, and the withdrawal of gold from the Bank for New 
| York would certainly bring a 7% rate and possibly even & 
| higher rate. Hence the feeling is that to give facilities for 
| decreasing the reserve of the Bank of England would be to 
| prepare a very grave state of things indeed. ; . 
| In Paris it is said that there is also a disinclination dis- 
| played to give facilities. Indeed, the Bank of France has 
| announced that it will not discount finance bills. The de- 
cision does not apply to America only. It applies to all 














| finance bills. The result is that the other leading banks 


have refused to discount such bills. At the same time, 


| banks not of the very highest rank, though exceedingly 


sound and exceedingly well managed, as also private bankers, 
have taken them. During the past day or two American 
finance bills have been discounted in Paris at from 4 to 416% , 
according to circumstances, while the regular rate was 2hK%- 


The action of the Bank of France in refusing to give facilities 
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for gold shipments has naturally made all the other banks 
unwilling to extend such facilities. Consequently it is not 
expected now that there will be any renewal of the gold 
shipments to New York. Still, in spite of the somewhat 
better feeling, there is no inclination to engage in new risks. 
Markets are fairly steady, but there is exceedingly little 
doing, and everything seems to indicate that very little will 
be done for the remainder of the year. In Paris markets are 
equally quiet, although there is likewise a better feeling, 
which is shown in the fact that the French banks this week 
have somewhat increased the balances they employ in Lon- 
don, and that they are not only renewing the sterling bills 
falling due, but are slightly increasing the amount of such 
bills taken. 

The improvement in Paris is due, firstly, to the favorable 
impression made by the announcement of the program of 
the new Ministry and by the excellent speech made by M. 
Viviani, the Socialist Minister for Labor. On Thursday he 
delivered a very able and very eloquent speech, which so 
delighted the Chamber that it ordered it to be placarded all 
over France, and which has had the result of convincing 
moderate people that the Socialists are not quite as black 
as they have been painted. In addition to this, the new 
Russian Foreign Minister has visited both Paris and Berlin 
and has very much reassured the French people. He ex- 
pressed himself in Paris strongly in favor not only of the 
entente between England and France, but also of better rela- 
tions between England and Russia. Thereby hehasreassured 
the timid who were afraid that Russia might not quite ap- 
prove of so very advanced a Ministry as that of M. Clemen- 
ceau, and that, in consequence, the German Emperor might 
resume the tactics which drove M. Delcasse from power. 
It is now seen that Russia is determined to maintain in the 
spirit and in the letter the alliance with France quite regard- 
less of what Ministry may be in power. Consequently the 
French feel that with the Russian alliance and the entente 
with this country, they are safe from further brow-beating. 

The Board of Trade returns for October show that the 
value of the imports was £54,639,318, an increase over the 
corresponding month of last year of £5,962,900, equal to 
12.3%. For the ten months of the year the value amounted 
to £497,645,568, an increase of £38,581,739, or 8.4%. 
The value of the exports of British and Irish produce and 
manufactures was £33,234,331, an increase of £3,866,775, 
or 13.2%. For the ten months the value was £311,288,576, 
an increase of £39,525,452, or 10.9%. The value of the re- 
exports was £7,141 ,882, an increase of 14.6% for the month, 
and for the ten months they amounted to £70,064,992, an 
increase of 9.4%. 

During the week money has been in exceedingly strong 
demand, largely because the loans previously obtained by 
the outside market from the Bank of England fell due in 
very large amounts, and in repaying them the market almost 
denuded itself of supplies. Therefore occasionally 6 and 
even 614% has been paid for loans for a single day. That 
money will remain very scarce and dear until the end of 
the year nobody doubts, even though it is now generally 
believed that the Egyptian demand has been diverted to 
France, and that the fears will prove unfounded that gold 
will be taken both by Russia and India. On the other hand, 
nobody knows what the demands of Argentina -and Brazil 
may amount to, while the position in the United States is 
very obscure. If an American demand for gold again 
springs up, in all reasonable probability the Bank rate will 
be raised to 7%. If not, everything will be done to attract 
gold from abroad and to keep the 6% rate effective. 

The India Council offered for tender on Wednesday 40 lacs 
of drafts, and the applications exceeded 283 lacs, at prices 
ranging from 1s. 4d. to 1s. 4 1-16d. per rupee. Applicants 
for bills and for telegraphic transfers at 1s. 4 1-32d. were 
allotted about 21% of the amounts applied for.

The Money Market and Financial Situation.—The most 
important event of the week from a security-market point 
of view has been the announcement of the plan by which 
Great Northern stockholders will receive the benefits of the 
lease of ore lands to the United States Steel Corporation. 
The effect of the announcement was a rather sharp decline 
in Great Northern and Northern Pacific shares, showing, 
apparently, that the much-talked-of matter had been pre- 
viously discounted,and that perhaps the plan was disap- 
pointing in that it did not provide for the immediate distri- 
bution which some had anticipated. Otherwise the markets 
have been generally strong, notwithstanding the fact that 
rates for both time and call loans have continued high. 

Money market conditions are but little changed. Quota- 
tions for New York exchange at Chicago indicate that the 
flow of currency eastward from that city has ceased, for the 
moment at least, and considerable sums have this week been 
transferred from here to San Francisco. 

The Bank of England’s weekly statement shows a slightly 
increased percentage of reserve, while the report of the Bank 
of France shows the result of large gold transfers to other 
points. On the whole, the. financial situation abroad has 
changed very little if at all during the week. 

The open market rates for call loans on the Stock Ex- 
change during the week on stock and bond collaterals have 
ranged from 4 to 129 To-day’s rates on call were 
4@634%. Prime commercial paper quoted at 6@64%% 
for endorsements and 6@616% for best single names. 

The Bank of England weekly statement on Thursday 
showed an increase iy bullion of £1,338,813, and the per- 
centage of reserve to liabilities was 40.32, against 40.26 
last week. 

The discount rate remains as fixed Oct. 19th at 6%. 
The Bank of France shows a decrease of 23,475,000 francs 
in gold and an increase of 3,400,000 francs in silver.

Railroad and Miscellaneous Stocks.—While the stock 
market has been quite irregular throughout the week, the 
general trend of prices was upward until Thursday. On 
that day the offerings of several prominent issues, including 
St. Paul, Great Northern and Northern Pacific, were in 
sufficient volume to cause a decline of from 214 to 5% points 
in the stocks mentioned and general weakness in the entire 
market.

(Report for Fiscal Year ending June 30 1906.) 
President F. A. Delano, Oct. 15 1906, says in substance: 


General Results.—The fiscal year has been important in the growth and 
development of the property. There was an increase in gross earnings of 
about 16%, with an increase in net of nearly 63%, and this was accom- 
plished in spite of the serious loss resulting from the coal strike in Ohio, 
which began April 1 1906 and lasted until July 20. The increase in gross 
earnings for the first nine months of the fiscal year was at the rate of 
nearly 28%, with an increased net of 100%. 

Bonds and Notes.—The stockholders on Sept. 26 1905 authorized an issue 
of $35,000,000 50-year 4% general mortgage bonds, including $15,000,000 
{to be held] to provide for the retirement of the underlying mortgage bonds. 
Of this new issue $12,000,000 oo have been issued and delivered to the 
New York Trust Co. as trustee U@der a certain agreement to secure $8 ,000,- 
000 of the company’s ‘‘three-year 5% gold notes’’ dated Aug. 1 1905, 
which notes are also secured by 62 locomotives and 2,000 gondola cars 
purchased and paid for out of the proceeds of said notes. 

The entire issue of *‘three-year notes"’ was sold at 95%, realizing $7 ,600,- 
000, of which $4,177,495 was applied as follows: For uipment above 
referred to, $2,180,677; for the payment of unsecured floating debt obliga- 
tions previously incurred in connection with acquisition of other railroads 
and with other expenditures chargeable to capital account, $1,996,819. 
The balance, $3,422,504 is available for additional equipment and the 
general betterment and improvement of the property. 

Improvements.—The gross amount spent up to June 30 1906 for general 
betterments, including the replacement of light rail with heavy rail, 
ballasting, additional yard and dock facilities, passing tracks, and on ac- 
count of the new cut-off between Orrville and Bolivar, known as the Sugar 
Creek & Northern, has aggregated a total of $1,740,481. 

Extensive surveys have been made looking to grade reduction and line 
improvement. These surveys have proceeded far enough to indicate clearly 
the possibility of making the road from the summit west of the Ohio River. 
near Jewett, to each of our Lake ports (Cleveland, Lorain, Huron and To- 
ledo) a most excellent line, with few grades against westbound traffic and 
none in excess of four-tenths. Our traffic eastbound is much lighter than 
westbound. but when sufficiently developed it will be possible to reduce 
the grades even eastbound to a three-tenths or a four-tenths basis, with the 
exception of pusher grades out of Lake ports. 

Fixed Charges.—As a result of the note issue and of the sale of $379,000 
consolidated bonds, there has been a considerable increase in the fixed 
charges during the year, while we have, as yet. reaped only a few of the 
benefits from the expenditures. During the current fiscal year many of 
these improvements will be completed and begin to show in increased earn- 
ings, or more economical operation. 

Lorain & West Virginia RR.—The stockholders May 2 1906 approved 
a contract with the Lorain & West Virginia RR. by which we guarantee its 
bonds for the bullding of a line from the steel works at Lorain and the 
stone quarries at North Amherst to our line at Wellington: and In considera- 
tion for such guaranty acquire the entire ownership and control of the 
Lorain & West Virginia RR. when completed. The main line and branches 
will aggregate some 35 miles, and, it is estimated, will develop a tonnage of 
fully 50,000 cars per annum. The line is being built in a most thorough 
manner and should be ready for operation before Jan. 1. It ought to earn 
more than fixed charges from the start and add materially to our traffic. 
New Equipment.—We shall soon have the use of 30 consolidation engines. 
8 switching engines and 2,000 50-ton coal cars. We have been very much 
delayed in receiving them and the business has suffered in consequence. 
The business from the Pittsburgh district is growing in a gratifying way 
and our greatest misfortune is that we have not more equipment with 
which to handle It. 

First Vice-President and General Manager B. A. Worth- 
ington says in part: 

Operations.—Notwithstanding the heavy loss occasioned by the strike 
in the Ohio coal fields, the§eross earnings for the year increased nearly 16°, 
the average gross per mile being $12,029, compared with $10,393 the

previous year. The strike during April, May and June caused a loss of 
approximately 521,000 tons, with an estimated falling off in earnings of 
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$350,000; but this was partially overcome by increased tonnage from the 
Pittsburgh District,so that the actual loss in gross earnings for-the three 
months was about $238,000. 

«* The cost of conducting transportation decreased 3.14%; maintenance of 
way and structures increased 8.23%: maintenance of equipment increased 
14.14% and general expenses increased 14.06%. The operating ratio was 
decreased from 79.19% for the previous year to 70.73%. 

Net earnings increased $600,174, or 62.75%. In other words, we earned 
$723,195 additional gross, paid out $123,021 more for operating expenses 
and turned into the net $600,174. We handled 32° more tonnage with 
about the same number of freight train miles, the average revenue train-load 
being increased from 443 to 562 tons, or 27%. 

Maintenance and Improvements.—On the Toledo and Pittsburgh Division 
there were laid 9,969 tons of 90-lb. rail, or 70.48 miles, and on the Cleveland 
Division about 16.3 miles of the same weight. Of the River Division, 
14 miles, and also the entire Long Run branch, were laid with 70-lb. rail, 
replacing 56-lb. rail. Ten thousand tons of new 90-lb. rail has been con- 
tracted for February 1907 delivery. Ties put in main track, 129,334. 
Main line ballasted with gravel, 188.61 miles. The work of filling 1,180 
feet of pile trestle on the Cleveland Belt line is in progress; $44,382 86 
having been expended thereon. The trestle at Steubenville and La Belle 
is being practically rebuilt. There were put in 15,677 lineal feet of industry 
pane ny about 15.6 miles of passing tracks and 56,500 feet of new yard 
tracks. 

New Cut Off.—tIn order to avold the grade over Greenville Summit, west 
of Massillon, it was determined to build a line from Orrville to Bolivar, via 
Sugar Creek, and the Sugar Creek & Northern RR. Co. was organized. 
Contract for the work was let Feb. 6 1906, to be completed by Oct. 1 1906, 
ready for track-laying, and work of construction is now in progress. The 
new line is being constructed on modern lines and in the most substantial 
way. The length Is 22 miles, being 6.6 miles shorter than the old line, 
the maximum grade (against westbound traffic) is 21.1 feet (0.4%), con- 
trasting with 53 feet (1%); total curvature 5.6 miles, against 11.85 miles; 
total ascents 1764 feet, against 316.9 feet; total descents 33.7 feet, against 
172.7 feet. The approximate total cost of this ‘“‘cut off "’ line when com- 
pleted will be $1,000,000. 

Huron Docks.—Owing to delays in obtaining the right to cross Berlin 
Road at Huron with our new dock and in other preliminaries, we shall not 
get the full benefit of the additional facilities at Huron during the open 
navigation season of 1906; but as these facilities should be in first-class 
shape for next year’s business, the outlook for largely increased earnings 
and reduced operating expenses is quite encouraging.

President J. A. Edson, Kansas City, Oct. 15, 1906, writes 
in substance: 

Road.—Of our total mileage the following was not operated by the com- 
pany during the year, viz.: Wilton & White Cliffs branch, not in operation 
on account of closing the cement works at White Cliffs, 6.88 miles; Bonanza 
Coal Mine spur, operated by the Central Coal & Coke Co. under contract 
6.48 miles; Lockport branch, operated by Edgewood Land & Logging Co 
under lease, 5.54 miles; total, 18.90 miles, of which 6.26 miles are gj ings. 
The total mileage operated by the company during the year was therefore: 
Main line, 788.29 miles; branches, 38.75; total main line and branches 
827.04; miles of second track, 5.57: yard, terminal and side 

3; total mileage operated, 1,099.04. 

General Re reg Vn ge with the preceding year the gross earnings 
from operation increased $674,676; net income increased $250,577; fixed 
coarse increased $52,734, and the earned surplus increased $197,843 (to 
933,055) 

No revenue charge is made against company freight, the volume of which 
was largely increased on account of the extensive improvements to the 
property. On the other hand, the operating expenses include the expense 
of handling this tonnage, which may be stated as: Tons hauled one mile, 
115,720,498, against 60,481,595 for the preceding year; excess above nor- 
mal, 55,238,903. 

In July an epidemic of yellow fever broke out in Louisiana and prevailed 
during August, September and October, causing a loss of about $130,000 in 
passenger earnings without any corresponding reduction in expenses. 

An arbitrary increase in assessments was made by the authorities of Ar- 
kansas and Louisiana, which increased the taxes $13,326. 

Collateral Notes.—I\n order to provide for the economical handling of 
existing traffic and to develop and properly protect the business, as recom- 
mended in the report for the year ending June 30 1905 (V. 82, p. 332). a 
mortgage dated April 2 1906 was placed upon all the property and franchises 
subject to the mortgage of April 2 1900, to secure $10,000,000 improvement 
gold bonds, and said bonds were duly executed, $6,000,000 of the same 
being used as security for $5,100,000 5% negotiable gold notes and the re- 
maining $4,000,000 being held in the treasury. 

On April 2 1906 these $5,100,000 ‘‘negotiable gold notes” due April 1 
1912 were issued and offered to the company’s shareholders, the entire issue 
having been underwritten by bankers. (Compare V. 82, p. 334.) The

old materials valued at $218,544. This has been set aside as “The extra- 
ordinary improvement and replacement fund, 1906 1907,” which will also 
be credited with further recoveries.

Coal.—The coal business during the year was badly demoralized by over- 
production, which is likely to continue until new markets are found. Rates 
on coal hauled by railroads in Indiana are too low—so low that there is no 
inducement for tne railroads to add to their coal equipment. This accounts, 
to a great extent, for the scarcity of cars, a scarcity that is likely to exist 
until better rates make it profitable for the railroads to buy more coal cars. 

Tazxes.—The assessment made by the State Tax Board on the property 
calls for the payment in the calendar year 1906 of nearly 6% of the gross 
receipts for the fiscal year ended June 30 1906, and on the basis of this 
year’s assessment and the present tax rate, this percentage of taxes to gross 
receipts will be higher in 1907, unless the earnings Increase largely. This 
is about one-third more than the rate paid by any other railroad in Indiana 
and is nearly twice the percentage of taxes paid by most of the railroads in 
other States.

The individua! defendants in January 1882 entered Into a trust agree- 
ment, under whica all the stockholders of 13 of these corporations and 
Umited partnerships, and a part of the stockholders of 26 other concerns, 

laced thelr stock in the hands of nine trustees, of which the individual 

efendants were the majority. The trustees, as provided by the agree- 
ment, also organized a Standard Oll Co. of New York and one of New Jersey, 
to which certain property of individuals and copartnerships was transferred. 
In exchange for ali these stocks and properties there was issued in January 
1882 $70,000,000 of trustees’ certificates in $100 shares. From time to 
time thereafter tlic trustees acquired additional stocks of corporations 
and properties, and issued additional certiiicates therefor, and also issued 
additional certificates for stock dividends, so that at the time of the final 
dissolution of said trust and the organization of the Standard Oil Co. (the 
holding company) in 1899, there were $97,250,000 of trust certificates out- 
standing. The 39 corporations (the stock of which went Into the said trust) 
were consolidated into 20 corporations, the stocks of which were controlled 
by the trustees, with an aggregate capital of $102,233,700, and with ap- 
praised assets in 1892 of $121,631,312.

GENERAL REMARKS. 

Reference was made in the Seventy-First Annual Report 
to the Jacksonville & Southwestern extension. All of this 
extension was not completed during the past fiscal year, but 
it is hoped that the entire extension will be opened for traffic 
during the present fiscal year. 

A portion of our Jacksonville Export Terminals was put 
in operation January Ist 1906, principally for the handling 
of lumber, and nearly all the work duthorized in connection 
with this improvement has now been completed, with the 
exception of some dredging. 

The work of our Agricultural and Immigration Depart- 
ment was continued during the fiscal year, and, through 
the efforts of the Agent in charge of that Department, 
504 settlers were located on our lines in the different States, 
and engaged in agricultural pursuits; in addition, there were 
241 settlers located by him, who engaged in various industries 
on our lines. The figures stated cover heads of families only. 

During the fiscal year 334 industries, such as factories, 
mills, ete., were located on our lines in the six States through 
which we run. 

The Immigration and Industrial Association of Alabama 
and the Georgia Bureau of Industries and Immigration, to 
which reference was made in the Seventy-first Annual Re- 


port, continued their work, and the results have been 
gratifying.

Speculation in cotton for future delivery has continued 
to be of very moderate volume, but there has been enough 
liquidation to bring about a moderate decline during the 
week. This was partly a natural reaction and partly the 
result of some disappointment in regard to the action of 
the Revision Committee Wednesday evening the 21st inst. 
in the matter of fixing the differences between the grades. 
For three years low middling here had been 38 points ‘‘off’’ 
middling, whereas for some little time past this grade has 
been 100 to 13714 points ‘‘off” middling at half a dozen 
Southern markets. When the committee raised the differ- 
ence here to only 50 points some disappointment was ex- 
pressed by those who had been buying in anticipation of a 
more radical change, and this, together with vigorous selling 
for a decline by certain of the room operators, brought about 
lower prices. Previous to this the tone had been quite 
strong, partly owing to heavy rains and cold weather at the 
South, partly to smaller receipts and partly, under the stim- 
ulus of a ginners’ report received at 2 p. m. on the 21st inst., 
which stated the ginning up to Nov. 14 at 8,531,486 bales, 
against 7,501,180 bales during the same time last year and 
9,786,646 bales during a like period in 1904. On the basis 
of this report many of the crop estimates were from 12,000,- 
000 to 12,250,000 bales, although there were some of 12,500,- 
000 and even higher. The effect of the report was to bring 
about an advance of 32 to 34 points. The revision of differ- 
ences was made at a meeting held at 3:30 on the same day, 
and on the following day, Thursday, prices lost most of the 
advance of the previous day, owing, as already stated, to the 
disappointment of not a few in regard to the action taken on 
this question, it being feared that with the differences at 
New York so much more favorable to the low grades than 
they are at the South the supply of the poorer qualities may 
be considerably increased at this point. In fact, the stock 
here is undoubtedly increasing, now being some 16,000 bales 
larger than at the beginning of the month. The reports 
from the South speak of an excellent demand for spot cotton 
from both foreign and domestic mills and of continued 
scarcity of the better grades, for which unusually high prem- 
iums are said to be ruling. To-day prices advanced, owing 
to small receipts, strong spot quotations and a good deal 
of covering, as well as some heavy buying by Wall Street 
houses. Moreover, the revision figures on further reflection 
were regarded by many as in the main satisfactory. Spot- 
cotton has been quiet. Middling upland is 10 points higher 
for the week, closing at 10.10c.

WEATHER REPORTS BY TELEGRAPH.—Our ad- 
vices by telegraph from the South this evening indicate that 
in the main favorable weather has prevailed during the 
week but there has been more rain than in recent weeks, with 
heavy precipitation in some districts in the Mississippi Valley.

NEW YORK COTTON EXCHANGE.—Action of the Re- 
vision Committee.—After an extended session the Revision 
Committee of the New York Cotton Exchange, at a meeting 
held on Wednesday of the current week, made a report 
establishing for the ensuing year the rates on and off middling 
at which other grades may be delivered on contract. This 
is the first time since 1902 that any changes have been made 
by the committee, and’in some instances they have been 
quite important. On grades above middling the premium 
has in all cases been raised, the increase ranging from 16 
points on strict middling to 70 points on fair. On the lower 
grades the changes have been less radical, but quite general. 
ranging from an enhancement of 6 points in the discount on 
fully low middling to 25 points on good ordinary. On some 
of the stained and tinged grades greater allowance has also 
to be made. The new rates in force on and after Nov. 22 
are given below:

BREADSTUFFS. 


Friday, Nov. 23 1906. 

Prices for wheat flour have ruled firm, especially for 
spring, owing to the strength of the situation at the North- 
west, where the mills have advanced quotations. The winter 
market has been influenced in some degree by the strength of 
spring flour. Trading, however, has continued on a small 
scale,'and,as heretofore, the buying has been largely to fill 
immediate requirements. Export business has been dull, 
though the shipments from the seaboard of late have been 
rather liberal. Rye flour has been quiet and firm. Corn 
meal has been quiet and steady. 

Wheat was firm for a time and advanced slightly under 
the stimulus of small receipts at the Northwest and rising 
cash prices. Moreover, the available world’s supply de- 
creased some 6f0,000 bushels, as compared with an fncrease 
of over 4,000,000 bushels in the previous week and 3,374,000 
for the corresponding week last year. The mills at the 
Northwest have apparently been absorbing wheat persist- 
ently, so that as a rule there has been no pressure of supplies 
in that section. Latterly, however, December liquidation 
and some easing of prices at the Northwest have not been 
without their effect on futures at Chicago and New York, 
especially as the foreign markets have been somewhat de- 
pressed. Prussian crop reports have been favorable. The 
winter-wheat crop has been benefitted by snow and rain, and 
the reports from Argentina are of a more favorable character, 
some reports stating that the crop is too far advanced in 
that country to be materially injured. Then too the 
speculation has been listless. Export business on the whole 
has been quiet. The fluctuations in futures, however,have 
been within comparatively moderate limits.and have been 
traceable in a measure at least to purely speculative and 
technical influences rather than to any broad and decisive 
change in the general situation. To-day prices declined 
slightly on December liquidation, larger Argentina shipments 
than expected and predictions of larger receipts at the North- 
west.

In these low grades, however, into the construc- 
tion of which cotton enters largely, the difficulty of securing 
cotton-warps and the increased price of yarns has greatly 
enhanced the cost to manufacturers, and they, in turn, 
must raise their prices if their books are to show any kind of 
a profit.

News Items. 


King County (P. O. Seattle), Wash.— Bonds Valid.—The 
following, regarding the $500,000 canal bonds voted on 
Sept. 12, is taken from the ‘Seattle Post-Intelligencer” of 
Nov. 11 1906: 

Judge Albertson of the Superior Court has sustained the demurrers of the 
State in the action to test the validity of the proposed $500,000 bond Issu- 
ance and has declared the bonds to be legal. The matter came up on de- 
murrers filed by Deputy Prosecuting-Attorney Herald to the complaint and 
the complaint in intervention. The opinion handed down by the Court 
was an oral one and required some twenty minutes to deliver. Many au- 
thorities were cited to show the basis of the ruling, which was in substance 
to the effect that by the issuance of the bonds the county does not lend 
its credit to a private individual because the bonds are to be turned over to 
James A. Moore. The Court held that the word ‘‘strictly,’’ as read in the 
law, does not mean as much as it implies. 

The original action was brought by the State on the relation of M. L. 
Potter and other citizens of Enumclaw. Later E. F. Blaine and Jonn H. 
Powell intervened in the action on the grounds that the complaint was not 
brought in good faith. The demurrers were filed to both of the complaints 
and upheld in both instances by the Court.

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for the reason that a few States, and in particular 
Massachusetts, are increasing to a quite considerable 
extent. We agree with the Census compiler in the 
statement, that a large portion of the new debt in 
Massachusetts might with propriety be classed as 
municipal indebtedness, since it represents obligations 
incurred by the Statelfor the abolition of grade cross- 
ings and the building of armories, and for such local 
improvements as those of the Metropolitan Water, 
Sewer and Parkdistricts around the city of Boston. 

As stated on page 18 of this publication, the debt 
af the Commonwealth of Massachusetts is-of two 
clasaes—the direct debt for the payment of which 
ths Commonwealth is directly and entirely responsible, 
and the nominal or contingent debt of the class just 
mentioned for which the Commonwealth has loaned 
her credit to sundry cities and towns for various pur- 
, tae payment of which is guaranteed by sinking 
funds (sufficient to pay the debt at maturity) pro- 
vided by a direct annual tax on the cities and towns 
for which the debt has been incurred. Still, not- 
withstanding the additions in Massachusetts and one 
or two other States, the increase in total State debt 
his been-very small, both absolutely and relatively. 
Amounting in 1870 to $352,866,698, there was a re- 
duction by 1880 to $274,745,772 and by 1890 to 
$211,924,765, while for 1902 it i# $234,314,190. 

County indebtedness has also been kept within 
comparatively smal) limits. In 1870 there was out- 
standing a relatively large county indebtedness, a con- 
siderable portion of which, as the Census points out, 
represented the credit of counties given to aid in the 
construction of railroads. But in the last 20 years 
yery little indebtedness of the last-mentioned class 
tias been incurred. Aggregate county indebtedness 
decreased: largely from 1870 to 1880 but since -that 
time has been gradually increasing. From 1880 to 
1890 the increase in county debt was less than the 
merease in population, but from 1890 to 1902 it was 
clightly greater. 

Most interest, obviously, attaches to the course of 
municipal indebtedness, comprising cities, villages, 
townships, school districts, &c. Here we find the in- 
crease for which everyone was prepared. In 1870 
the aggregate of this municipal indebtedness was only 
$328 ,244,520. By 1880 there had been an increase 
to $724 ,427,848. During the next decade the further 
increase was slight, the amount for 1890 being re- 
ported at $780,946,058. But in the interval since 
then the expansion has been very rapid, so that for 
1902 the total is given as $1,433 ,467,584. Of course 
population in the interval has also gained in a very 
noteworthy way, as already indicated. Nevertheless, 
there has been a large increase in the debt per in- 
habitant. In 1870 the per capita municipal debt 
was only $8 51; by 1880 this had increased to $14 45; 
1890 saw a reduction to $12 47; while now, for 1902, 
the average is up to $18 24. 

But is there anything alarming in this expansion 
in municipal indebtedness during the twelve years? 
After all, it will be seen, the increase does not reach 
such very prodigious figures. It amounts in the 
aggregate for the twelve years to only a little over 
650 million dollars, an average of less than 55 million 
dollars a year. Is this an excessive sum and does 
it indicate a tendency to undue nflation? We think 
not. A great many new cities have been created in 


—= 


the interval, while at the same time the- population 
of the older cities has. enormously increased. Not 
infrequently the demands upon a city for improve- 


to carry with prudence and safety a larger burden of 
debt. At any event, every denizen of a city can 
see for himself how municipal needs expand as popu- 
lation is extended. New streets have to be laid out, 
new and more enduring pavements provided, new 
municipal buildings and schoolhouses erected, new 
parks created, new docks (in the case of the seaboard, 
lake and mver eities) furnished, and in a hundred 
different ways there is a call for large outlays of one 
description or another. 

To a certain extent these added calls can be taken 


care 6f through the enlarged amounts raised by tax- 
ation, but where this way of providing the money is 
not feasible, it does not seem improper that a portion 
of the added outlay should be left for the future to 
pay. It must also be remembered that in not a few 
cases Our municipalities are assuming functions which 
formerly were performed by private enterprise. The 
furnishing of water, gas and electricity may be placed 
in this category. Furthermore, the tendency to 
extend these functions ts growing stronger with each 
succeeding year. Subway and tunnel construction 
is being promoted by municipalities; in this city we 
have spent $46,866,050 for a rapid transit railway. 
and intend to increase the amount by tens of millions 
more as soon as this can be done inside the debt limit. 

Of course the tendency to incur new municipal 
indebtedness may eventually outrun the limits of 
prudence and safety. Since 1902, the date of .the 
Census returns, the increases have been very heavy. 
The Census figures do not, it appears, correspond ex- 
actly with the calendar year, they covering in a number 
of cases the fiscal year. which ends between July 1 
1902 and June 30 1903. In other words, in some 
instances the returns are for 1903 rather than for 1902. 
The records we have been keeping of the new pond 
issues show that in the cdlendar year 1904 $238,905 ,467 
of new State, county and municipal indebtedness 
and in 1905 $166,378,593 more of such debt. was 
created. Our figures however indicate simply the new 
additions. They do not show the net incregbe in 
debt, since there is no allowance for old debt paid 
off, no data on that point being available. However, 
it is perfectly safe to assume from these figures that 
the further net addition the last two years has been 
large. Still nothing has developed as yet to furnish 
any real grounds for uneasiness. 

Moreover, when the Census figures are analyzed 
it becomes very apparent that the reasons for the 
increase are precisely those mentioned, namely that 
new municipal needs arising out ‘of the grow sh in 
population and business have made large mitnicipal

This group comprises 
the States which have enjoyed wonderful development 
in the Central West, namely Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, lowa, Missouri, 
Nebraska, Kansas and the Dakotas. In the Western 
or Pacific Coast Division the per capita debt has 
advanced from $14 88 to $26 84 and the total debt 
from $45,066,604 to $115,118,595; but is there any 
portion of the whole United States where growth in 
population and industrial expansion have been more 
striking than on the Pacific Coast and particularly in 
the North Pacifie States, like Washington and Oregon? 
The small towns of a decade ago have risen to the 
dignitv of large and important cities. Contrast with 
the increase in debt in this last case the situation in 
the so-called South Central Division; here debt has 
increased from $135,153,789 to $173,776,068, but 
the average per capita has fallen from $12 32 to 
$1186 The point which it is important to emphasize 








in these figures is simply that debt has been growing 


fast mainly in the sections where it must be expected 
to grow—in the thickly settled communities of the 
East and Middle West and in those newer parts of the 
country where important municipal needs have sud- 
denly developed.

WATER CHARGES NOT ALWAYS A LIEN 
ON PROPERTY 

The Supreme Court of the State of Washington in a 
case just decided lays down the doctrine that in the 
absence of express statutory authority a city has no 
power to compel a subsequent owner or occupant of 
premises to pay delinquent water charges, which he 
did not contract or incur, as a condition to enjoyment 
of further water service, thereby virtually creating 
a lien or incumbrance upon the property _It is held 
that an ordinance containing a requirement of that 
kind is unreasonable and unenforceable, and therefore 
such delinquent charges are not a lien or incumbrance. 

The city of Seattle has-an ordinance providing that 
“all water rates shall be charged against the property 
on which it (the water) is furnished and against the 
owner thereof, and if for any cause any sums owing 
therefor become delinquent, the water shall be cut off, 
and in no case shall it be turned on to th®same property 
until all such delinquencies shall have been paid in full. 
No change of ownership or occupatien shall affect the 
application of this Section ” It appears that on Dec. 5 
1904 Frank J. Linne entered into a written agreement 
to purchase from H. T. Bredes certain property in the 
city of Seattle and that by.-said contract it was ex- 
pressly provided that Brede. should pay all liens and 
incumbrances of every kind existing against the prop- 
erty. Upon entering into possession, however, Linne 
discovered that the city of Seattle had cut off the 
water supply and that there were delinquent water

upon Bredes to pay such charges, but he refused, and 
thereupon’.Linne, to secure a supply of water, was 
obliged to “pay these charges himself On bringing 
an action for the recovery of the sum thus paid, 
hne secured a judgment in the trial court for the full 
tae against Bredes, together with costs. The 
atter thereupon took the case on appeal to the Su- 
ym Court, which has now reversed the judgment 
Saenae! collateral points were raised which need not 
Hs considered here, as they had no bearing upon the 
.aiD question, namely the right of the city to enforce 


its ordinance in the particular mentioned. On behalf 


in the absence of express statutory authority they 
could not be ma@ésuch by ordinance. And the Court 
says these contentions" must be sustained. Speaking 
by Judge Crow, in whose opinion tke other five judges 
concur, it says that in the absence of such express 
statutory power, delinquent water rentals cannot be 
made a lien or incumbrance upon property as against 
a subsequent owner or occupant who did not contract 
said charges or make default in their payment. Cases 
had been cited on behalf of the plaintiff which upon a 
casual examination seemed to,sustain his position, but 
none of them were found to be in point. Where they did 
hold the property might be subjected to a lien or in- 
cumbrance for charges incurred by a prior owner or 
occupant, the right thus to ¢reate such ineumbrance 
had been expressly vested by statute. The case of 
Tacoma Hotel €o. vs. Tacoma Light & Water Co. 
(3 Wash. 316, 28 Pac. 516) had been referred to as 
upholding the right. But there the company refused to 
supply water to the identical party.and property in 
defaultsfor the arrearages, and a regulation permitting 
such action was consequetitly held to be reasonable. No 
change of ownership or occupancy had intervened 
and the company by its refusal of a water supply was 
not attempting to coerce one person into the payment 
of an obligation incurred by another. In a Tennessee 
case (Jones vs. Mayor, &c., of Nashville, Tenn., 72 
S. W 935) the city refused water to the plaintiff, who 
was herself in default for rentals, and this was held 
to be a reasorabie regulation. But here also,,it will 
be seen, theré was no attempt to hold for the default 
of any other person. So also im California (Sheward 
vs. Citizens’ Water Co., 90 Cal. 635, 27 Pac. 439)- the 
dispute was over charges incurted by the plaintiff 
himself. An examination of a large number of other 
cases cited showed that while some of them in sub- 
stance held that a water company or a municipal cor- 
poration operating a water system had the right to 
hold property for delinquent charges incurred by a 
former owner or occupant, thereby creating a lien, 
such right had been conferred by statute. 

Obviously when a Legislature, by statute, authorizes 
or gives a lien on land for unpaid water rentals, as it 
has the power to do, of course such a right so con< 
ferred can be asserted by proper ordinances and rules. 
But in the State of Washington there is no such statute. 
Judge Crow also observes:that the courts have held 
that the corporate powers of # municipal corporation 
|do not require it to furnish water to its inhabitante, 
“but it may elect to do so, and whep it does.so elect, 
it does not act by virtue of the exercise of the power of 
sovereignty. For instance, in Appeal of Brumm (12 
Atl. 855y where.the decision was in favor of the right 
to miake water arrears a lien on property because of the 
existence of statutory authority to that effect, the 
Supreme Court of Pennsylvania permitted itself the 
following observations: 

“A ndfunicipal-corporation which supplies its inhabitants 
with gas or water does sp in its capacity of a private corpora- 
tion, and not in the exercise of its powers of local sovereignty 
If this power is granted to a borough or city, it is a special 
private franchise, made as wel) for the private emolument 
and advance of the city as for the public good, In separating 
the two powers—public and private—regard must be had to 
the object of the Legislature in conferring them _ If granted 
for public purposes exclusively, they belong to the corporate 
body in its public, political or municipal character; but if the 
rant was for purposes of private advantages and emolument, 
though the public may derive a common benefit therefrom, 
the corporation quoad hoc is to be regarded as a private 
company. It stands upon the same footing as would any 
individual or body of persons upon whom the like special 
franchises had been conferred. It would stem 
necessarily to follow from the authorities that an ordinance 
regulating the supply of water by a municipal corporation 
has the same force, and no more, of a by-law of @ private 
corporation, whose powers in this respect are of a like charac- 
ter and conferred for the fame purpose.” 

Judge Crow declares thatthe language here quoted 
correctly states the law, and it necessarily follows that 
in the absence of express statutory authority conferring 
upon the city of Seattle power to create a lien or in- 
cumbrance for delinquent water rents incurred by a

out our figures, except when otherwise noted, represent the status at the close of business June 30 or the beginning of 
pusiness on July 1 of each fiscal year. To conform to that feature and yet furnish information through which any reader 
can always have the data for a correct exhibit of the debt situation at any past or future day, and make an accurate com- 
n with previous years, we present, First, the details as they stood at the close of the last fiscal year ending June 30, 
906; SECOND, the changes in those details since June 80, 1906, down to Nov. 1, 1906; THIRD, the items of interest-bearing 
debt, &o., at the beginning of each fiscal year since July 1, 1878; FourRTH, we publish in the CHRONICLE every month—usually 
the first or second Saturday—the full detailed Government statement of the debt as reported by the Treasurer on the last 
day of the previous month; some months lack of space forces us to delay the publication to a la'er week 
With these data at his command, it would seem as if any inquirer could satisfy himself fully with reference to every 
point which might become of importance for him to know respecting the United States debt.

The foregoing shows that the Government debt on June 90, 1906, was made up of (1) interest-bearing debt, $+95,159.140, of 
(2) debt on which interest has ceased, $1,128,185 26, of (8) debt bearing no interest, $396,235.64 78, making total gross debt, 
$1,202,522,970 04; subtracting from the total the net cash balance in the Treasury ($328,(87,283 25) at the same dvte 
(June 80, 1906), we have the net debt as it stood at the close of the last fiscal year, $964,435,686 79. To bring down the 
interest-bearing debt to Nov. 1, 1906—which, as stated, was $995,159,140 on June 30, 1906—we must deduct from the 
Refunding Certificates $110 and add to the Funded Loan of 1907 $400 and include the Panama Cinal Loan of $30.000,000, 
to reach the total of the interest-bearing debt Nov. 1, 1906, which was $925,159,250 or $3!',000.110 more than on ‘une 30. 

For later and future details of the debt, see the same as issued every month in the CHRONICLE, the first or a later 
Saturday. We now add, first, references to and citations from the laws which are the authority for the debt as it stands

In April, 1895, we gave a table showing the debt of the United States on the first day of July, 1856, and every su uent 
ear. It is not necessary to repeat all those figures. We have determined on this occasion to begin our statement with 
$78, as that year antedates all of the issues now outstanding, and yet carries the record sufficiently far back to show the 

nature and extent of the Government securities when the refunding operations of that period began. It has the advantage 
too, of giving separate and distinct each issue of bonds now outstanding. The statement is subjoined.

The amendment would appear to be intended as a complete estoppel 
to municipal loaning of money or credit to railroad and industrial corpora- 
tions. It is to be noticed, however, that by its terms the restriction does 
not specifically mention “‘cities,’’ the words being ‘‘any town." 

In addition to the foregoing is the ‘Municipal Bond Act of 1895." It 
tells in the matter of issuing bonds what a municipal corporation may do. 

what it must do, and what it cannot do. The law enacts: 

Sec.1. The term “‘munici corporation"’ meansjtown, city. school dis- 
trict, village district and village precinct. Sec. 2. Bonds issued must be pay- 
able within 20 years, interest semi-annual, not exceeding 6%, may be pay- 
able in gold coin. If made payable in less than 20 years, may be extended, 
but never beyond 20 gene from time of issue. Sec. 3. Bonds(except of cities) 
must be authorized by a vote of two-thirds of all voters present and voting 
at an annual meeting of such corporation, or at a special meeting if properly 
called, &c. (for which see Act). Bonds must be signed by a majority of 
the Governing Board, countersigned by Treasurer and have seal of corpora- 
tion. Time and place of payment and rate of interest, &c., may be dele- 
gaces to Governing Board. Sec. 4. City bonds must be authorized by reso- 
ution of City Council passed by at least two-thirds of members elected to 
each branch, taken by yeas and nays, signed by Mayor, countersigned by 
Treasurer, seal of’clty aMxed. Place of payment, rate of interest and sale 
may be delegated to Treasurer. Sec. 5. Bonds shall be payable to bearer 
or to registered holder by name, and must be in form set out in Act—which 

¥ n case bonds be made subject to call, they must contain statement 
to that effect as given in Act. “The validity of any bonds shall not be 
affected by any variation from the forms herein prescribed.’ Sec. 6. Treas- 
urer to keep a book in which he shall register bonds issued, &c. Sec. 7. 
“All bonds purporting to be Issued by virtue of this Act and signed and 
sealed as hereinbefore provided shall in favor of bona fide holders be con- 
clusively presumed to have been duly and rertularly authorized and issued 
in accordance with the provisions herein contained. and no holder thereof 
shall be obliged to see to the existence of the purpose of the issue or to the 
cogelerhy of any of the proceedings or to the application of the proceeds. 
All such bonds shall be negotiable in all respects and to the same extent 
as securities negotiable by the law merchant.”’ Sec. 8. Annual tax must 
be levied and collected sufficient to pay. interest and provide a sinking fund 
sufficient to pay principal within 20 years. Sec. 9. No bonds can be issued 
which shall increase the net debt of corporation to an amount exceeding 
5% of the value of the taxable property therein as last appraised for asses- 
sing taxes. To ascertain net debt, all debts must be included except the 
following, which must be deducted—water debt, ‘‘cash and other means” 
in treasury and sinking funds applicable to padinent of debt so included; 

but nothing contained in this section shall prevent the issue of bonds for

Exceptions have been made to this law from. time to time in special in- 
stances, such as in the case of $100,000 high-school bonds of the city of 
Portsmouth, authorized by Chapter 202, Laws of 1903. This chapter pro- 
vides that Section 9 of the municipal bond law of 1895 does not apply in 
this Instance.

SAVINGS BANKS’ INVESTMENTS—PRIVILEGES AND RESTRIC- 
TIONS.—The savings bank investment laws of New Hampshire were com- 
pletely revised and materially altered In many respects at the Legislative 
session of 1901. The new law was approved by the Governor March 22 1901 
and went into effect on its passage. In 1905 paragraphs 9 and 18 were 
amended (see V. 80, p. 1190), the law now reading as follows:

SECTION 3102. A town may aid in the construction of a rallroad or- 
under the geferailaw by issuing bonds to aid such railroad, by tak- 
capital stock therein, or in such other manner as it directs, but the lia- 
assumed shall not exceed eight times the grand list of the town at 
the‘time. Such ald shall be given as provided in this chapter. 
It will be noticed that this section contains a limit to the power granted of 
making subscriptions in aid of rallroads—to wit: That the subscriptions 
shall not exceed eight times “the grand list." To evolve the “‘grand list” 
n Vermont, the authorities first prepare a schedule of all the property, real 
and personal, of each individual, with valuations entered at their real value 
jn money, deducting debts owing; after this is done ‘‘the grand list"’ is made 
up by taking 1% of that amount, according to Section 360, Chapter 26, of 
the Revised Statutes of 1894, which ts as follows: ‘‘All real and personal 
“estate shall, except as otherwise provided, be set in the list at 1% of its 
“yalue in money on the first day of April of the year of its appralsal*”’ 

Following Section 3102, above cited, which authorizes subscriptions in 
aid of railroads, are other sections describing the method in which these 
subscriptions must be made, by calling a town meeting, voting, &c., &c. 
Then follows Section 3108, authorizing the issue of bonds. 

SECTION 3108. Such town may issue bonds, with coupons payable 
semi-annually, to ald such road. 

The only other general authority granted for the Issue of bonds by munici- 
pal corporations in Vermont is that given for refunding outstanding bonds 
and notes and for road-making apparatus. The Sections which grant these 
powers are Sections 3111 to 3120, inclusive, Chapter 141 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1894. Section 3111 is as follows: 

SECTION 3111. A town which has outstanding and unpaid orders, 
notes, bonds or coupons lawfully issued, may issue other negotiable notes or 
bonds to pay or retire the same. 

SECTIONS 3112 to 3115, inclusive, give the method of issuing such bonds. 

By Section 3116 municipal corporations other than towns have the same 
refunding powers granted them which are conferred upon towns by the two 
sections last above cited. 

SECTION 3118. A town, city or incorporated village may issue bonds 
to an amount not exceeding three times its grand list, for the purpose of 
purchasing road-making apparatus and for building permanent highways 
within the limits of such. town, city or village. 

Sections 3119 and 3120 provide for the method of issuing such bonds. 

The only other section which we need quote is Section 3083 of Chapter 
139, which names the objects for which towns may vote money. If money 
is appropriated for any other object, the Charter or a special statute must 
be looked to for the authority. 

SECTION 3083. Towns may vote such sums of money as they deem 
necessary for the support of the poor, for laying out and repairing highways, 
for the pr’ jon and def of the common rights and interests of the 
inhabitants, and for other necessary incidental town expenses.

SAVINGS BANKS INVESTMENTS—PRIVILEGES AND RESTRIC- 
TIONS.—The provisions of the law relating to savings banks are found in 
Chapter 174 of the Vermont statutes, Sections 4066 to 4131, inclusive, as 
amended from time to time. The first section having reference to invest- 
ments is Section 4096, which treats of real estate mortgages. As amended in 
1904 it authorizes the investment of 80% of the assets In such mortgages, 
one-sixth at least of which ‘“‘shall be upon real estate in this State’’—that 
is, Vermont. A proviso adds that only 60% of the assets may be invested 
in morgtages on real estate outside of Vermont. If the investment is on 
mortgage of unimproved or unproductive real estate, the“amount of such 
investment is limited to 40%. Sections 4097 and 4098 relate only to ob- 
talning and paying for insurance. Section 4099 is as follows, and has refer- 
ence to Investment on personal security. 

SECTION 4099. No loans or investments on personal’security shall be 
made except upon at least two approved names, not less than two of whom 
reside in t tate or within fifty miles of the institution making such in- 
vestment, and such personal loans or investments shall not be for a longer 
time than one year; and not more than one-third of the assets of a savings 
ga nstitution or trust company shall be invested?in personal 
securities. 

Section 4100 only covers a single point; that is to say, it restricts to five 
per cent of the deposits the amount which a savings bank may invest in 
the lot and building for the transaction of its business, and adds that a 
revenue may be derived from portions of the building not required for the 
bank’s use. The next section (Section 4101) covers the most important 
of the provisions relating to investments that are contained inthelaw. We 
give the section in full below. The separation into paragraphs and the 
figures in parentheses which number and begin the paragraphs are our own. 

SECTION 4101. With the foregoing exceptions, the moneys deposited 
in Savings Banks, Savings Institutions and Trust Companies, and the in- 
come therefrom, shall be invested only as follows: 

(1.) In the es funds of the United States, or public funds for the

(2.) Inthe bonds or notes of the counties, cities, towns, villages and 
school districts of the New England States, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois and Iowa; :

We also give Section 4106 in full. It confers authority upon savings 
banks to make deposits on call in banks and trust companies in certain 
States and cities, and Is as follows: 

SECTION 4106. The words “trust company” in this chapter shall be 
construed to include savings banks and trust compas. A savings 
bank, savings institution or trust company may deposit on call in banks, 
banking associations or trust companies in this State, or in the cities of New 
York, Boston, Ceage, Albany, Philadelphia or Concord, New Hampshire, 
or in any other legal designated Geposttesy under the laws of the United 
States, or in national banks in the cities of St. Paul, Minneapolis and Kan- 
sas City, with or without interest, as may be agreed upon, sums not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate twenty per cent of the assets of such savings bank, 
savings institution or trust company. 

Section 4107 enacts that savings banks may hold real estate acquired 
on foreclosure or otherwise taken to secure debt, but It must be sold withia 
five years, unless certain prescribed steps are taken, when an extension may 
be granted by the Inspector of Finance for not exceeding three years addi- 
tional. Section 4108 authorizes savings banks to demand and receive og

SECTION 1. Cities and towns shall not incur debts, except in the man- 
ner of voting and — the limitations as to amount and time of payment 
in this chapter.

Such loans shall be payable within one year after the date of their 
incurrence, and shall not be reckoned in determining the authorized limit 
of indebtedness. {Notes may be non-interest bearing and sold at a dis- 
count. See Chapter 153 Laws of —t 

SECTION 7. Cities and towns may by a majority vote incur debts for 
temporary loans for the payment of any land damages or any proportion of 
the general expense of altering a crossing which they are required primarily 
to pay under the provisions of sections one hundred anc forty-nine to 
one hundred and sixty, inclusive, of chapter one hundred and eleven. 
Such loans shall not be reckoned in determining the authorized limit of 
indebtedness, and when any money so paid Its repaid, it shall be imme- 
diately applied to the discharge of the loan. 

The sections referred to above in chapter 111 provide for the abolition of 
Grade Crossings. 

SECTION 8. Debts other than those mentioned in the two preceding 
sections shall be incurred only by a vote of two-thirds of the voters present 
and voting at a town meeting, or of two-thirds of all the members of each 
branch of the city council, taken by yeas and nays, and subject to the ap- 
proval or disapproval of the mayor. 

SECTION 9. A city or town which has incurred a debt within the 
limitations as to amount and time of payment prescribed by this chapter 
may issue bonds, notes or scrip therefor, properly denominated on the 
face thereof, signed by its treasurer and, if issued by a city, countersigned 
by its mayor, or if issued by a town, countersigned by a majority of its 
selectment, with interest bo nag semi-annually at such rate as it deems 
proper, and may sell said bonds, notes or scrip, not less than par, at public 
or private sale, or may use the same in payment of such debts. 

SECTION 10. If a city or town votes to issue bonds, notes, scrip or 
other certificates of indebtedness in accordance with the provisions of this 
chapter, the officers authorized to negotiate the same may, in the name 
of such city or town, make a temporary loan for a period of not more than 
one year in anticipation of the money to be derived from the sale of such 
bonds, notes, scrip or other certificates of indebtedness; but the time 
within which such securities shall become due and payable shall not be 
extended by reason of the making of such temporary loan beyond the 
time fixed in the vote authorizing the issue of such bonds, notes, scrip or 
other certificates of indebtedness. [See note under Section 6.] 

SECTION 11. Debts incurred for supplying the inhabitants with water, 
for acquiring land for public playgrounds [a and pores under the pro- 
visions of chapter twenty-eight, for a municipal lighting plant under the 
provisions of chapter thirty-four, or in constructing sewers, shall be payable 
within thirty years; debts incurred in building school houses and other 
public buildings and in procuring land therefor, within twenty years; and 
all other debts mentioned in section 8, within ten years, or by the city of 
Boston within twenty poms.

* “Net Indebtedness” as used above shall mean the indebtedness of 
a county, city, town or district, omitting debts created fer supplying the 
inhabitants with water and other debts ozemetes from the operation of 
the law limiting their indebtedness, and deducting the amount of the sink- 
ing funds available for the payment of the indebted included. Rev

(c) In the legally authorized bonds of the New York Central & Hudson 
River Railroad Company, of the Michigan Central Railroad Sompenr. of 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Rallway Company, of the Illinois 
Central Rallroad Company, of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. of the 
Delaware Lackawanna & Western Railroad Company, of the Chicago Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railroad Company, of the Chicago & North estern 
Railway Company, and of the Delaware & Hudson Canal Company; pro- 
vided that all such bonds shall be secured by a first mortgage of the whole 
or a part of the railroad and railroad property actually in the possession of 
and operated by such company; and that each railroad whose bonds are 
hereby authorized for investment shall have earned and paid regular divi- 
dends on all its issues of capital stock of not less than 4% each fiscal year 
for the ten years last preceding such investment, and that such capital stock 
shall equal to exceed in amount one-third of the par value of its bonded in- 
debtedness. 

(d) In the legally authorized bonds of a railroad company _tncorporated 
under the authority of the States of New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinots, Michigan or Iowa, whose road is located wholly or in part within 
the limits of said States, and has earned and paid regular dividends of not 
less than 4% per annum on all its Issues of capital stock for the ten years 
last preceding such investment; provided that said bonds shall be secured 
by a first mortgage of the whole or a part of the railroad and railroad prop- 
erty of such company, and be guaranteed, both principal and interest, by 
one or more of the companies named In the preceding paragraph. 

(e) In the note or notes of a citizen of this Commonwealth, with a pledge 
as collateral of any of the securities mentioned in the two preceding para- 
graphs at no more than the par value thereof. (See below for law permit- 
ting loans with street railway bonds as collateral.) 

(f) In the bonds of the Bosto.. Terminal Company authorized by the pro- 
visions of Section 4 of Chapter 516 of the Acts of the year 1896 and in the 
note or notes of a citizen of this Commonwealth, with a pledge as collateral of 
the first mortgage bonds of said company at no more that the par value 
thereof. 

(g) Street railway companies are not railroad companies within the 
meaning of the third and fourth clauses of this section. (See below for law 
permitting street railway Investments.) 

FIFTH—Bank Stock.—In the stock of a bank Incorporated in this 
Commonwealth, or in the stock of a banking association located in the 
New England States and incorporated under the authority of the United 
States, or in the stock of a trust company incorporated under the laws of 
and doing business within this Commonwealth, as provided in Chapter 116, 
or of those trust companies incorporated as such by special charters granted 
under the laws of and doing business within this Commonwealth whose 
special charters require them to provide the same security as prescribed 
in sections 28 and 30 of said chapter, or in the notes of a citizen of this 
Commonwealth, with a pledge as collateral of any of the aforesaid scurities 
at no more than 80 % of the market value and not exceeding the par value 
thereof; but such corporation shall not hold, both by way of investment 
and as security for loans, more than 35% of its deposits in the stock of 
such banks, associations or companies, nor in any one such bank, associa- 
tion or company more than 3% of its deposits in, nor more than one hun- 
dred thousand dollars nor more than one-quarter of the capital stock of 
such bank, association or company. Such ————— may deposit not 
more than 5 % of its deposits in any one such bank, association or company, 
but such deposit shall not exceed 25 % of the capital stock and surplus,of 
such depositary. 

SIXTH. —Loans to Depositors.—In loans to a depositor of such corpora- 
tion upon his rsonal note to an amount not exceeding one-half of his 
deposit; and the deposit and the book of the depositor shall be held by 
the corporation as collateral security for the yoy of such loan. 

SEVENTH—Loans on Personal Security.—If such deposits and income 
cannot be conveniently invested In the modes hereinbefore prescribed, 
not exceeding one-third part thereof may be Invested in bonds or other 
persona! securities, payable and to be paid at a time not exceeding one 
year, with at least two sureties, ff the P ncipal and sureties are all citizens 
of this Commonwealth and resident therein; provided, that the total lia- 
bilities to such corporation of a person, partnership, company or oupere 
tion for money borrowed upon personal security, including in the Habilities 
of a partnership or company not incorporated the liabilities of the several 
members thereof, shall not exceed 5 % of such deposits and 1 

EIGHTH—Real Estate for Banking Purposes.—Five per cent of the 
deposits of such corporation, not exceeding two hundred thousand dollars, 
may be invested in the purchase of a suitable site and the erection or 
om a of a suitable building for the convenient transaction of its

NINTH—Real Estate by Foreclosure.—Such corporation may hold real 
estate, acquired by the foreclosure of a mortg: owned by it, or by pur- 
chase at sales made under the provisions of such mortgage, or upon judg- 
ments for debts due to it, or in settlements effected to secure such debts. 
All such real estate shall be sold by the corporation within five years after 
the title thereof is vested in it; but the board of commissioners of savings 
banks may, upon the petition of the board of investment of such corpora- 
tion, and for cause, grant an additional time for the sale of the same or 
of the securities mentioned in the following clause. +o 

TENTH—Securities Acquired in Settlement of Debt.—Such corporation 
may hold stocks, bonds or other securities acquired in settlements effected 
to secure loans or indebtedness, but unless the time during which such 
securities may be held is extended as provided in the preceding paragraph, 
they shall be sold within five years after being acquired. A corporation 
holding such securities on the 8th day of March in the year 1898 shall not 
be zeqeies to sell the same before the ist day of February in the year 1903. 

ELEVENTH.—The provisions of this chapter shall not invalidate or 
impair the title of a corporation to securities which have been or may be 
held by it in pledge or as security for a loan or indebtedness; and the same 
shall be held for the purposes for which they were pledged. Such corpora- 
tion shall not be required to change investments made before the ist day of 
October in the year 1876, 

STREET RAILWAY BONDS, 

As stated above, street railway bonds are included in the list of legal 
investments by Chapter 483 of the Laws of 1902. his Act was amended 
by Sections 147, 148 and 149, Part III., Chapter 463, Laws of 1906, the 
only change, however, being the substitution of the words ‘“‘bank commis- 
sioner’ for ‘‘board of commissioners of savings banks’’ wherever they occur, 
The sections as they now stand are as follows: 

SECTION 147. In addition to the investments authorized by Sec- 
tion 26 of Chapter 113 of the Revised Laws, savings banks and Institu- 
tions for savings may invest their deposits and the income derived there- 
from in the bonds, approved by the bank commissioner, as hereinafter 
provided for, of any street railway company incorporated in this Com- 
monwealth the railway of which is situated wholly or partly therein, 
and which has earned and paid annually for the five years last 
preceding the certification hereinafter provided for, of the board of railroad 
commissioners, dividends of not less than 5% per annum upon all of its 
outstanding capital stock. In any case, where two or more companies 
have been consolidated by purchase or otherwise during the five years 
prior to the certification aforesaid, the payment severally from the earnings 
of each year of dividends equivalent In the aggregate to a dividend of 5% 
upon the aggregate capital stocks of the several companies during the 
years preceding such consolidation shall be sufficient for the purpose of this 
Section. Dividends paid to the stockholders of the West End Street Rail- 
way Company by way of rental shall be deemed to have been earned and 
paid by said West End Street_Railway Company within the meaninglof 
this section. ,.

SECTION 148. The board of railroad commissioners shall on or be- 
fore the 15th day of January of each year transmit to the bank com- 
missioner a list of all street railway companies which appear from the 
returns made by said companies to have properly paid, without impairment 
of assets or capita! stock, the dividends required by the preceding section. 

SECTION 149. The bank commissioner shall, as soon as may be after 
the receipt of the lists provided for in the preceding section, prepare a list 
of such bonds issued by any street railway company and certified by the 
board of railroad commissioners, in accordance with the provisions of the 
preceding section, as the bank commissioner shall deem good and safe se- 
curities for the investments of savings banks and Institutions for savings. 
Such lists shall at all times be kept open to the inspection of the public. 

According to the requirements of Section 2 of the above Act, the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners In January 1906 announced the following roads 
as meeting the demands of the Act (V. 8&2, p. 173):

DEBT AND TAX LIMITATIONS.—Taxes in Boston are limited by 
Chggeer 208 399 < the Acts of 1900 as follows (approved June 26 1900): 

The taxes assessed on property, exclusive of the State tax, 
county fy aa sums required by law to be raised on account of the city 
debt shall not exceed in any year in the city of Boston $10 50, and in any 
other city $12, on every $1,000 of the av — of the assessors’ valuations 
of the taxable property therein for the preceding three years, the valuation 
for each year being first reduced by the amount of all abatements allowed 
thereon previous to the thirty-first day of December in the year preceding 
said assessment, and any order of appropriation requiring a larger assess- 
ment than is herein limited shall be Pola. 

SECTION 2. Chapter 178 of the Acts of the year 1885 and Chapter 281 
of the Acts of the year 1887 are hereby repealed. 

The new law, in ey! Chapter 178 of the Laws of 1885, repealed a 
special Act limiting the i ~—_ —— of the City of Boston to 2% of the 
assessed valuation, &c., &c. Boston consequently is now subject to Sec- 
tion 2, Chapter 312, Laws of 1885 (Sec. 3, Chapter 27, of the 1902 edition 
Revised Statutes) » which places the debt limitation at 2 % % of the average 
assessors’ valuations of the taxable property for the receding three years. 
Reference to this section of the Revised Statutes will be found in our re- 
marks under the State of Massachusetts. 

The Seoegeing limitation is of course exclusive of debts created for water 
supply, further exceptions have been made from year to year by differ- 
ent Legislatures, authorizing bonds outside of the debt limit for various 

purposes, especially enumerated.

STATE AND MUNICIPAL INDEBTEDNESS LIMITATIONS.—Under 
Section 13, Article IV., of the State Constitution, the General Assembly 
has no power to incur State debt to an amount exceeding $50,000 without 
the consent of the people, except in time of war or of insurrection or in- 
vasion. In no case is the Assembly to pledge the faith of the State for the 
payment of obligations of others without the approval of the people. In 
teference to city debts, there is nothing in the Constitution of Rhode 
Island limiting the amount of such obligations.

SAVINGS BANK INVESTMENTS AND RESTRICTIONS.—In the 
Revised Statutes of Rhode Island (which were revised in 1896) Sections 
54, 55, 56, &c. of Chapter 178, Title 19 (on page 548), will be found the 
provisions of law with reference to Savings Bank Investments. Section 
54, which recites in detail the stocks, bonds, &c., these institutions are 
allowed to put their money in, Is as follows:

(1) In public stocks or bonds of any State or of the United States, 

(2) Or in any bank stock, or in notes or bonds of bay A town or city,

(4) Or in such corporate stocks or bonds as they may deem safe and 
secu 

(5) Or they may discount notes, bonds or drafts of individuals or cor- 
porations, with two other responsible endorsers. sureties or guarantors, 

(6) Or the notes, bonds or drafts of individuals or corporations secured 
by the public notes, stocks or bonds of any State of the United States, or 
of any town or clty or of any school district or fire district in any New 
England State, or by the stock or bonds of —- a ee which may be 
deemed to be safe, or by mortgage on real esta 

Concerning Sections 55 and 56, the first ol to give savings institu- 
tions quite extensive powers as to making and keeping deposits in com- 
mercial banks. When so kept, however, they are to be kept ‘payable on 
demand whether drawing interest or not.’’ The two sections are sub- 
joined. 

SECTION 55. No such institution shall have an amount exceeding one- 
half of its nob invested in notes, bonds or drafts of individuals or cor- 
porations, unless secured by some public notes, bonds or stocks as afore-

SECTION 56. No money shall be loaned by any Institution for savings 
to any trustee, director or other officer of such institution.

Under Chapter 106, as amended by Chapter 165, Laws of 1901, the State 
collects the tax on every bank, national banking association, trust, Insur- 
ance, investment and bridge company whose stock is not exempt from 
taxation, and remits the amount so collected to the various city and town 
treasurers. As the value of such stocks was previously included in the 
grand list of each town, the reduction in values in 1901 followed from that 
cause. 

PROPOSED NEW CONSTITUTION DEFEATED.—After a Constitu- 
tional Convention occupying over four months, the document drafted by 
that body was defeated at a popular election on June 16 1902. 

DEBT LIMITATION.—The Constitution of Connecticut contains but a 
single provision restricting the debt-making: power. The provision is 
Article 25, adopted as an amendment in 1877, and is as follows: 

No County, City, Town, Borough or other Municipality shall ever sub- 


' seribe to the capital stock of any railroad corporation, or become the pur- 
| chaser of the bonds, or make donation to, or loan its credit in aid of, any 


such corporation; but nothing herein contained shall affect the validity of 
any bonds or debts incurred under existing laws, nor be construed to pro- 
hibit the General Assembly from authorizing any town or city to protect by 
additional appropriations of money or credit any railroad debt contracted 
prior to the adoption of this amendment. 


The foregoing is explicit and comprehensive, covering every municipality. 
There are no general restrictions in the Revised Statutes; whatever re- 
strictions have been made from time to time are contained in enabling Acts 
and in city charters. 

As to towns, we notice that there Is a general law granting them unlimited 
power to issue bonds. According to Section 1931, Chapter 121 of the 
Revised Statutes of 1902, ‘‘when any town shall have made appropriations 
or incurred debts, or shall hereafter make appropriations or incur debts 
exceeding $10,000, it may issue bonds, either registered or with coupons 
attached, or other obligations, payable at such times and at such annual 


| rate of interest not exceeding 6%, payable annually or semi-annually, as it 


| shall determine,” &c. 





Cities have had no such general authority conferred 
upon them, 

TAX EXEMPTION.—Ezemption from Tazation has been accorded by 
general statute to certain bonds issued by cities and towns to aid in the 
construction of railroads; and this exemption has been extended to new 
bonds issued for the purpose of redeeming or providing a fund to redeem 
the railroad aid bonds above referred to. This exemption is found in 
Section 2315, Chapter 144 of the Revised Statutes of 1902 (latter part of 
Section), and the bonds there named are those “issued by any town or 
city in aid off the construction of the railroads of the Connecticut Western 
Railroad Company, the New Haven Middletown & Willimantic Railroad 
Company, the Shepaug Valley Railroad Company, the Connecticut Valley 
Railroad Co., the Connecticut Central Railroad Company, or either of 
them.”’ All railroads which are in whole or in part in the State are taxed 
by the State under Section 2424, Chapter 147 of the Revised Statutes, so 
that the tax on these bonds is paid by the railroads. 

Exemption from tar of new bonds issued to redeem or to provide a fund to 
redeem the railroad aid bonds, or to redeem or to provide a fund to redeem 
any reissue of the same, is conferred fully by an Act approved June 19 1889, 
and found in the Revised Statutes of 1902, Section 2315, Chapter 144.

SAVINGS BANKS INVESTMENTS—PRIVILEGES AND RESTRIC- 
TIONS.—At the session in 1899 material changes were made in the pro- 
visions regulating the investment of the deposits of the savings banks of 
Connecticut, and at the sessions in 1901, in 1903 and in 1905 the scope of 
such investments was still further enlarged. One of the departures in the 
1903 amendments was that street railway bonds were then included for the 
first time, and the list was still further enlarged in 1905. We give below 
the law as it is found in Sections 3428 and 3429, General Statutes of Con- 
necticut, Revision of 1902, with the later amendments included. 

SECTION 3428.—Invesitments by Savings Banks.—Savings banks may 
invest their deposits and surplus as follows: 

(1) Not exceeding twenty per cent thereof in notes secured by the pledge 
of stocks or bonds as collateral, provided, such stocks or bonds shall have 
paid dividends or interest of not less than three per cent per annum during 
the two years next preceding that in which the respective loan is made; or 
by the pledge of any stocks, bonds, or other obligations which, under the 
provisions of this section, can be purchased by savings banks; 

(2) Not exceeding twenty per cent thereof in notes, each of which shall 
pe the joint and several obligation of two or more parties all residents of 
this State; 

(3) In the bonds of the United States, the District of Columbia, any of 
the New England States, or any of the States of New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsy!vania, Delaware, Maryland, Ohio, Kentucky, 7 Indiana, 
Illinois, lowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, Kansas, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado and Oregon; 

(4) In the bonds of any city in the New England States, or in the State 
of New York, of Newark, Paterson and Trenton in the State of New Jersey, 
of Philadelphia in the State of Pennsylvania, of Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Columbus, Dayton and Toledo in the State of Ohio, of Louisville in the 
State of Kentucky, of Detroit in the State of Michigan, of Chicago in the 
State of Illinois, of Milwaukee in the State of Wisconsin, of St. Louls in 
the State of Missouri or of Omaha in the State of Nebraska; 

(5) In the obligations of any of the counties, towns, cities, boroughs and 
school districts in this State; 

(6) In the capital stock of any bank or trust company located in this 
State, or in the city of New York in the State of New York, or in Boston 
in the State of Massachusetts; 

(7) In the bonds of any other incorporated city located in 4 of the 
States mentioned in this section having not less than twenty thousand 
inhabitants, as ascertained by the United States or State Census, or an 
municipal census taken by authority of the State, next preceding suc 
investment; provided, the amount of the bonds of such city, including 
the issue in which such investment is made, and its proportion, based on 
the valuations contained in the assessment for taxation next preceding such 
investment, of the county and town debt, after deducting the amount of 
its water debt and the negotiable securities in the sinking funds which are 
available for payment of its bonds, does not exceed seven per cent of the 
valuation of property in such city as assessed for taxation next nope | 
such investment; and provided, further, that the State or city issuing suc 
bonds has not defaulted payment of any of its funded indebtedness or 
interest thereon within fifteen years next preceding the purchase of such 
bonds by the savings bank; but this section shall not be held to authorize 
the investment of any funds in any “special assessment bonds’ or ‘‘im- 
provement bonds,” so called, which are not direct and primary obligations 
of the city issuing the same; 

(8) In the bonds of any railroad company organized under the laws 
of any of the States mentioned in this section, and which bonds are se- 
cured by a first mortgage as the only mortgage security given by such rall- 
road company upon some portion of the railroad owned by it, or given 
by a railroad company, a majority of the capital stock in which is owned 
by the railroad company issuing such bonds, upon some portion of the 
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Taillroad owned by !t but leased or operated by the railroad compan 
issuing such bonds, and which portion of such railroad in either case s 
be located wholly or in part in one or more of the States mentioned in this 
section, provided the entire railroad of such company ts located wholly 
within the United States; in the consolidated bonds of any railroad com- 
pany incorporated by this State and authorized to issue such bonds to re- 
tire the entire funded debt of such company; provided, that in every case 
such company shall have poe each year, for a period of not less than five 
yous next previous to such investment, in addition to the Interest on its 
unded indebtedness, dividends of not less than four per cent per annum 
upon Its entire capital stock outstanding; and provided further, that said 
outstanding capital stock at the time of such investment equals or exceeds 
in amount one-third of the entire outstanding issue of such bonds;

*SECTION 3429— When Mortgages*May Be Made in Adjotning States.— 

Any savings bank.In the towns of Putnam, Brooklyn and Killingly may 

loan on land located In the County of Providence in the State of Rhode 

Island; any savings bank.in the town of Ridgefield may loan on land lo- 

cated in the County of Westchester in the State of New York; any savings 

bank tn the town of Enfield or tn the town of Stafford may.loan on land 
located in the County of Hampden in the State of Massachusetts; and any 
savines bank.in the town of Stonington may loan on land located in the 

County of Washington in the State of Rhode Island. 

The subjoined sections, 3431, 3432, 3433 and 3434, provide certain 
restrictions with reference to loans—section 3431 restricting loans on 
Mortgage Security to Manufacturing Corporations and Ecclesiastical 
Societies; section 3432 restricting amount of loans to one party on personal 
security: section 3433 forbidding loans on single names. 


SECTION 3431—Loans to Corporations and Socteties Regulated.—NoO 
loan shall be made by any savings bank.to any corporation or association 
or ecclesiastical society, secured by mortg¢age upon its property, unless the 
same shall be accompanied by the individual guaranty of some responsible 
party or parties, or bv other collateral! security of value equal to the amount 
of the sum loaned. The directors or trustees of any such bank consenting 
to any loan contrary to the provisions of this section shall be held individu- 
ally responsible for any loss to the full extent of such loan. 

SECTION 3432—Loans Restricted.—No savings bank having more than 
twenty-five thousand dollars of deposits shall logn on personal security 








to any one person, company, or interest, more than three per 

ope at the time of making such loan. Der CORE Of tas 
ECTION 3433—Obdligations of One Person or Firm Not to Be Taken. 

No savings bank shall buy, or lend any money upon, any obligation ‘ 

which only one person or firm shall be holden, without taking additional 

security for the same equivalent to the guaranty or Indorsement of some 

other responsible party. 

Besides the ordinary safeguards which are in all savings bank laws, there 
is one of no little importance that ought to aid materially in Preventing in- 
cautious loans. We refer to the provision below. 

SECTION 3434—Record of Names of Directors Consenting to Loans.— 
When any loan or investment is made by any savings bank, the names of 
the directors or trustees consenting thereto shall be entered upon the recordg 
of such bank, and said record shall be i. at all times to the ins tion 
of the corporators and auditors of such ank and the Bank Comm loner 
one - prima facie evidence of the truth of the statements therein con- 
tained. 

TRUST FUNDS—HOW LOANED OR INVESTED—We find in Section 
254 of Chapter 22 of the Revised Statutes the folléwing liberal provisions 
providing that trust funds may be loaned or invested in the same Securities 
savings banks are authorized to invest in. 


SEC. 495.—Trust funds, unless it ls otherwise provided tn the instru- 
ment creating the trust, may be loaned on the security of mortgages on 
unencumbered real estate in this State double in value the amount loaned 
or may be invested in such mortgages or in the bonds or loans of this 
State, or of any town, city or borough of this State, or in any bonds 
stocks or other securities which the savings banks In this State are, or may 
be, authorized by law to invest in, or may be deposited in savings banks 
incorporated by this State.

CITIES, COUNTIES AND TOWNS IN THE 
STATE OF CONNECTICUT. 


NOTE.—For debts of minor civil divisions not found among the statements 
given below, see ‘‘ Additional Statements” at the end of this State. 


The relation which the towns, cities and boroughs of this State bear to 
one another is peculiar, and requires a word of explanation. The State 
is divided into eight counties, and these counties are made up of towns 
numbering in the aggregate 168. The towns are the civil unit, and on the 
assessed valuation (which is called the “‘Grand List of each town”) js 
levied the tax for State purposes as well as the tax for town expenditures 
Within the town is often situated a city or a borough, or both, all of which 
= at the same time have bonds-outstanding. There are ten cities 
each, with one exception, bearing the same name as the town In which it 
lies. In recent years several towns and cities whose limits were about 
identical have been consolidated and the outstanding bonds of both town 
and city are reported together without distinction. This is the case with 
the city and town of Hartford, which previous to April 1896 reported their 
debts separately. The city and town of New London have been consoli- 
dated, as have also the city and town of New Britain and the city and town 
of Bridgeport. On December 7 1897 city, town and school district of New 
Haven were likewise consolidated. 

The borough stands in about the same relation to the town as does the 
city. The grand list as determined for the town is used by both the city 
and the borough in levying taxes, the city, for instance, putting a tax of 
its own on its share of the total grand list of the town. Phis tax is addi- 
tional to the town tax. In some instances the schools are in the charge of 
school districts, which also are empowered to issue bonds and to levy a 
tax, so that to cover the total tax paid by a city it is necessary to take into 
account the State, town, city and schoo! district levies. In the statements 
which follow we give under one heading the town and city, wherever they 
bear the same name, for though distinct corporations, their debts are to a 
greater or less extent the debts of a single community. 

AGGREGATE MUNICIPAL INDEBTEDNESS. 

The total indebtedness of all the towns, cities, boroughs and counties in 
the State was in 1904 $32,520,460 61. In the following table we show the 
funded indebtedness, the floating debt and the total indebtedness of all 
the civil divisions of the State at quadrennial periods:

become otherwise indebted. 

[An amendment adopted at the November 1905 election adds these words 
to the above paragraph: “except that debts incurted by the City of New 
York after the first day of January 1904 to provide for the supply of water 


shall not be so included."’) @ 

(7) Whenever hereafter the boundaries of any city shall become the same 
as those of a county, the power of the county to become indebted shall 
cease, but the debt of the county at that time existing shall not be included 
as of the city debt. [At the November 1899 election an amendment 
to the Constitution was adopted changing this paragraph to read as follows: 
Whenever the boundaries of any city are the same as those of a county, 
or when any city shall include within its boundaries more than one county, 
the power of any county wholly included within such city to become in- 
debted shall cease, but the debt of the county heretofore existing shall not, 
for the purposes of this section, be reckoned as a part of the city debt.] 

(8) The amount hereafter to be raised by tax for county or city purposes, 
in any county containing a city of over 100,000 inhabitants, or any such 
city of this State, in addition to providing for the principal and interest 
of existing debt, shall not in the aggregate exceed in any one year 2% of the 
assessed valuation of the real and personal estate of such county or city, to 
be ascertained as prescribed in this section in respect to county or city debt. 

By the terms of the foregoing section, Paragraph (1), every “County 
City, Town or Village”’ is included in the prohibition against (1) loaning 
“Its money or credit,’’ (2) in becoming “directly or indirectly the owner of 
Stock In or bonds of any association or corporation,”’ and (3) in “incurring 
any indebtedness except for County, City, Town or Village purposes." 
Most of the other paragraphs include only counties and cities. 

In May 1886 the New York Court of Appeals decided at the end of a liti- 
gation begun in July 1885 that the sinking fund was not a part of the city debt 
within the meaning of the above provision of the Constitution limiting the 
creation of debt to 10% of the assessed valuation of the real estate. 

Towns and villages are not limited in their debt-making power by the 
Constitution. Those municipalities will be governed by general or special 
statutes. 

The 1895 Legislature passed an Act ‘“‘for the protection of bona fide pur- 
chasers and holders of coupon bonds and of municipal corporations against 
misfeasance, malfeasance or negligence of public officers."" The full text of 
this law was published in the “Chronicle” of June 8 1895, V. 60, p. 1023. 

EXEMPTION FROM TAXATION.—In the Tax Law as given in Birds- 
eye’s Revised Statutes for 1901 (Section 4, Sub-division 6) there is a general 
provision exempting from taxation “‘Bonds of this State to be hereafter 
issued by the Comptroller to carry out the provisions of Chapter 79 of the 
Laws of 1895"’ [the Canal Law] and “bonds of a municipal corporation here- 
tofore issued for the purpose of paying up or retiring the bonded indebted- 
ness of such corporation." It will be seen that the reference is to municipal 
bonds heretofore issued, &c. In Section 7, however, of the “‘general municli- 
pal law there is also a tax-exempting clause, but one much broader In its 
scope, as It seems to apply to the funding of any bonds heretofore or here- 


after put out. 

In the case of New York City the existing provision of law governing the 
matter will be found in the revised City Charter, which went into effect 
Jan. 11902. This provides that ‘‘such corporate stock and all assessment 
bonds and revenue bonds, as well as all bonds hereafter to be issued by the 
City of New York by virtue of this Act or of any other Act, whether genera 
or special, shall be free and exempt from all taxation, except for State 
purposes’’—Section 169, Title 2. 

It remains to add that under special laws some New York City bonds 
are exempt from all taxes, including those for State purposes. Such is the 
case as regards the public-library bonds (Bryant Park) authorized by 
Chapter 627, Laws of 1900. 

Under an Act of 1906 all Buffalo bonds issued after June 30 1906 are 
exempt from taxation except for State and county purposes. 

SAVINGS BANK INVESTMENTS—POWERS AND RESTRICTIONS. 
—In 1898 savings banks were for the first time given authority to invest 
in first mortgage railroad bonds. The railroad list, at first very much re- 
stricted, was gradually added to, and in 1905 a further amendment was 
made fixing general standards for future additions, both in the case of the 
railroad and the municipal list. This amendment was approved by the 
Governor on May 16 1905. Several changes were also made in 1906, 
These are incorporated below. . 

We give herewith the law in full as it now stands, indicating by means 
of brackets the 1906 additions: 

Sec. 116. In what securities deposits may be invested.—The trustees of 
any savings banks may invest the moneys deposited therein and the income 
derived therefrom only as follows: 

1. In the stocks or bonds or interest-bearing notes or obligations of the 
United States, or those for which the faith of the United States Is ne 
to provide for the payment of the interest and principal, including the 
bonds of the District of Columbia. [The State Attorney-General ruled 
that this sub-division does not authorize savings banks to invest In the 
land purchase bonds of the Philippine Islands: 8, p. 298. 

2. In the stocks or bonds or interest-bearing obligations of this State, 
issued pursuant to the authority of any law of the State. 

3. In the stocks or bonds or interest-bearing obligations of any State of 
the United States which has not within ten years previous to making such 
investment by such corporation defaulted in the payment of any part of 
either principal or interest of any debt authorized by the Legislature of any 
such State to be contracted; and In the bonds or interest-bearing obligations 
of any State of the United States, issued in pursuance of the authority of 
the Legislature of such State, which have, prior to the passage of this Act, 
been issued for the funding or settlement of any previous obligation of such 
State theretofore in default, and on which said funding or settlement obliga- 
tion there has been no default In the peyment of either principal or interest 
since the issuance of such funded or settlement obligation, and provided the 
interest on such funded or settlement obligations has been paid regularly for 
a period of not less than ten years next preceding such investment. 

4. In the stocks or bonds of any city, county, town or village, school 
district bonds and union free school district bonds issued for school purposes, 
or in the interest-bearing obligations of any city, county, town or village of 
this State, issued pursuant to the authority of any law of the State for the 
peyment of which the faith and credit of the municipality issuing them are 
pledged. 

5. In the stocks or bonds of any Incorporated city situated in one of the 
States of the United States which was admitted to Statehood prior to Janu- 
ary 1 1896, and which, since January 1 1861, has not repudiated or defaulted 
in the payment of any part of the principal or interest of any debt authorized 
by the Legislature of any such State to be contracted, provided said city 
has a population, as shown by the Federal Census next preceding said Invest- 
ment of not less than 45,000 inhabitants, and was incorporated as a city 
at_least twenty-five years prior to the making of sald investment and has

{not since January 1 1878] defaulted for more than ninety days in the pay- 
ment of any part either of principal or interest of any bond, note or 
evidence of indebtedness, or effected any compromise of any kind with the 
holders thereof. [But if, after such default on the part of any such State 
or city, the debt or security, in the payment of the principal or interest of 
which such default occurred, has been fully paid, refunded or compro 
by the Issue of new securities, then the date of the first failure to pay prin- 
cipal or interest, when due, m such debt or ye * 8 be taken to

TRUST FUNDS—How Loaned or Invested.—Chapter 295, Laws of 1902, 
approved April 2, permits executors, administrators, guardians, &c., to

peerdian, trustee or other person holding trust funds for investment may

PAR VALUE OF BONDS.—Under the provisions of the city charter, 
registered bonds may be issued in denominations of $10 or any multiple 
thereof. 

WATER DEBT.—Constitutional Amendment.—An amendment to the 
Constitution adopted at the election held Nov. 7 1905 amends Section 10, 
Article 8, by exempting debts of New York City incurred 7 Jan. 1 1904 
for water purposes, in figuring the debt limit. V. 76, p. 1046. 


GENERAL F UND BONDS.—A new kind of bond (known as the ‘‘Gen- 
eral Fund Bonds’’) was created by the Legislature in 1903. It is issued for 
the bey pe of releasing the surplus revenues of the sinking fund of the old 
city of New York, and to allow the money to be applied to the reduction of 
taxation. Under the law the bonds will be issued only in the way indicated, 
and they will be taken for account of sinking fund for redemption of the 
city debt No.1. See V. 76,p.610. Up to date $30,500,000 of these bonds 
have been issued. 


APPROPRIATIONS.—The total appropriation for Greater New York 
in 1898 was $77,559,332 37; in 1899 it was $93,520,082 03; in 1900 it was 
$90,778,972 48; for 1901 it was $98,096,413 43; for 1902 it was $98,619,- 
600 88; for 1903, $97,119,031 10; for 1904, $106,674,955 09; for 1905, 
$109,817,593 03; for 1906, $116,805,490 37, and for 1907, $130,421 ,505 56. 


POPULATION.—The population of Greater New York, according to the 
U. S. Census of 1900, was 3,437,202, and according to State Census returns 
for 1905 was 4,013, 781. Health Department estimate for 1906, 4,152,860. 


DETAILS OF INDEBTEDNESS. 


The tables which follow give full details regarding the indebtedness of the 
consolidated city and the varlous boroughs and other divisions forming part 
of it. We show first the bond issues made since the Greater New York 
Charter went into effect. Then we add statements reporting at length the 
indebtedness of the separate boroughs; all the districts, towns and other 
divisions being in each case grouped under the borough to which they belong:

DEBT LIMITATIONS.—The provisions of law limiting and regulating 
the debt-making power In New Jersey will be better understood and the 
information will be made more serviceable to the investor if arranged in 
accordance with the civil divisions to which the provisions apply. 

(1) THE STATE \s restricted as to its debt-making power by the State 
Constitution. In Article IV, Section VI, paragraphs 3 and 4, the whole 
subject Is disposed of. The third paragraph forbids a loan of the State's 
credit and the fourth paragraph forbids the creation of debt. These pro- 


visions are as follows: 

3. The credit of the State shall not be directly or indirectly loaned in any 
case. 

4. The Legislature shall not In any manner create any debt or debts, 
lability or abilities of the State, which shall singly or in the aggregate 
with any previous debts or liabilities at any time exceed one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, except for purposes of war, or to repel invasion, or to suppress 
insurrection, unless the same shal! be authorized by a law for some single 
object of work, to be distinctly specified therein; which law shall provide 
the ways and means, exclusive of loans, to pay the interest of such debt 
or liability as it falls due, and also to pay and discharge the principal of 
such debt or liability within thirty-five years from the time of the contract- 
ing thereof, and shall be irrepealable until such debt or liability and the in- 
terest thereon are fully paid and discharged; and no such law shall take 
effect until it shall, at a general election, have been submitted to the people, 
and have received the sanction of a majority of all the votes cast for and 





SAVINGS BANKS’ INVESTMENTS—POWERS AND RESTRI 
—The savings bank law of New Jersey was completely revised be rly ove 
Legislature of 1906, without, however, changing in any essential cements 
the investment provisions. We give below In full the investment sections 


of the new law.

such law shall be applied only to the specific object stated therein, and to 
the payment of the debt thereby created. This section shall not be con- 
strued to refer to any money that has been, or may be, deposited with 
this State by the Government of the United States. 

According to the foregoing (4th paragraph), the power of the State for 
making debt is limited to $100,000, except (1) for purposes of war, &c., 
and (2) when the authorization is for some single object of work specified 
therein, &c. In the latter case the mode of procedure Is, as will be seen, 
given in the same paragraph of the Constitution. 

(2) CITIES, COUNTIES, TOWNS, &c., are also restricted in the making 
of certain kinds of debt by Article I, paragraphs 19 and 20, of the Constl- 
tution. We give the paragraph in full. 

19. No county, city, borough, town, township or village shall hereafter 
give any money or property, or loan its money or credit, to or in aid of 
any individual, association or corporation, or become security for or be 
directly or indirectly the owner of any stock or bonds of any association 
or corporation. 

20. No donation of land or appropriation of money shall be made by the 
State or any municipal corporation to or for the use of any society, associa- 
tion or corporation whatever. 

It will be noted that the above prohibition relates to the giving of money, 
property or credit of cities, &c., to individuals, associations, or corpora- 
tlons, &c., and that the prohibition is absolute, forbidding the doing of 
such acts in any form, shape or manner. There is one other restriction of 
the State Constitution, and that is found in Article IV., Section VII., 
paragraph 11, which forbids the Legislature passing any special laws ‘‘regu- 
lating the internal affairs of towns and counties’; in this and in all other 
cases in which according to the judgment of the Legislature general laws are 
feasible. the Constitution states that general laws must be provided. 

In complance with this last provision the Legislature has passed many 
general laws covering bonded indebtedness of cities, towns, &c. They are 
so numerous they cannot be cited here. We would refer the reader to the 
Revised Statutes of New Jersey published in 1896 under the heading 
**‘Municipal Bonds,’ pages 693 to 716 both Inclusive; and also to the same 
heading (‘Municipal Bonds’’) pages 2220, &c. 

In 1904 a law was passed limiting the power of citles to issue bonds to 
15 % of the taxable value of real and personal property. This Act also 
defines the method of issuing bonds. See V. 78, p. 1565, for bill in full. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL TO APPROVE SCHOOL BONDS.—The school 
law passed at the special session of the Legislature convened Oct. 15 1903 
provides that whenever any bonds are authorized by townships, incor- 
porated town or borough school districts, the district clerk must transmit 
certified copies of the record of proceedings to the State Attorney-General 
for his approval as to the legality of the same. 

TAX EXEMPTION.—The State of New Jersey passed in 1893 a general 
statute which exempts from taxation the bonds, securities and other evi- 
dences of indebtedness of municipal corporations; the provision covers not 
only the bonds, &c., to be hereafter issued, but those as well that have 
been heretofore issued. It is a sweeping statute, and one which Is of de- 
elded interest to the holders of the municipal securities of the State. The 
full text of it may be found In the “State and City Supplement” for October 
1898, page 58. 

LIMITATION TO TAX RATE.—Under Chapter 116, Laws of 1906, 
an ultimate maximum tax rate is provided for in all taxing districts in 
the State of $17 50 for each $1,000 of assessed valuatians for county, school 
district and local purposes. The Act provides that the tax rate for 1906 
must not exceed that levied in 1905 and must be reduced at least $1 00 per 
$1,000 each year after 1906 If the rate is over $20 00 per $1,000 and 50 cents 
yearly if under $20 00, until a rate of $17 50 be reached, which Is to be the 
maximum rate thereafter. In the cases of counties the 1906 rate must 
not exceed the 1905 rate and a 50-cent reduction yearly is provided for 
until the rate reaches the limit of $5 00 per $1,000 of assessed valuation. 
This limitation does not apply to the tax rate required to raise any State 
tax or State school tax or to pay judgments, all of which may be in addl- 
tion to the limited rate fixed in the Act.

In bonds secured by mortgages which shall be a first lien on real 
estate situate in this State, and worth at least double the amount loaned 
thereon, but not to exceed 80% of the whole deposits shal! be so loaned or 
invested; but in case the loan is on unimproved or unproductive real 
estate, the amount loaned thereon shall not be more than 30% of its 
actual value; and no investment in any bond and mortgage shall be made 
by any savings bank, except upon the report of a committee of at least 
three of the managers, and two members of which committee shall certify 
in writing to the value of the premises mortgaged, or to be mortgaged, 
according to their best judgment; such report shall be filed and preserved 
among the records of the bank; 

VIII. In real estate strictly in accordance with the following provisions: 

(a) A plot whereon Is erected, or may be erected, a building or buildings 
requisite for the convenient transaction of its business, and from portions 
of which not required for its own use a revenue may be derived; the costs 
of such building or buildings and lot shall in no case exceed 50% of the 
net surplus of such bank except with the written approval of the Commis- 
sioner of Banking and Insurance; provided, the limitations as to the cost 
of such lot and bullding contained in this subdivision shall not apply to 
or affect any such investment heretofore made by a savings bank organized 
under a special charter; 

(0) Such as shall have been purchased or acquired by it at sales upon 
the foreclosure of mortgages owned by such corporation, or upon judgments 
or decrees obtained or rendered for debts due to it, or in settlements effected 
to secure such debts, or in satisfaction of such mortgages; and all such real 
estate shall be sold by such bank within five years after the same shall have 
been so purchased, unless, upon application by such corporation to the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, he shall extend the time within 
which such sale shall be made; the provisions of this section shall apply to 
all funds of any savings bank, including its reserve fund, and all investments 
of money and sales and transfers of securities may be made in the manner 
provided and made lawful in this Act, notwithstanding any provision in any 
special charter contained limiting the number of trustees or managers who 
shall Foe in the investment of moneys and the sale or transfer of stocks or 
securities. 

SECTION 34. Nosavings bank shall loan the money on deposit with the 
same, or any part thereof, upon notes, bills of exchange or drafts, except 
upon the additional poe of collateral security, which shall be of the same 
nature and character as those in which the money deposited may be invested 
as directed in the preceding section, or the capital stocks of national and 
State banks, or the capital stock or bonds of other corporations of this 
State, which have not defaulted in the payment of interest or dividends, 
pa the collateral loaned upon, within two years next preceding the time 
of such loan, and then only to the extent of 80% of the market value of such 
collaterals; provided, the total amount of such loans shall not exceed 15% 
of the total deposits held by such savings bank.

DEBT LIMITATION.—In Pennsylvania the limit to the indebtedness 
of the State, and to the indebtedness of the cities and minor civil organiza- 
tions in the State, is fixed by the State Constitution. , 

1. State indebtedness.—With regard to the State, the regulations con- 
| trolling and governing debt creation, payment, &c., are found in Sections 
| 4. 5, 6, 11, 12, 13 and 14 of Article IX of the Constitution, and are as 


* follows: 
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ARTICLE IX, SEC. 4. No debt shall be created by, or on behalf of, the 
State except to supply casual deficiencies of revenue, repel invasions, 
suppress insurrection, defend the State In war, or to pay existing debt; 
and the debt created to supply deficiencies in revenue shall never exceed, 
in the sapregare at any one time, one million of dollars. 

SECTION 5. All laws authorizing the borrowing of money by and on 
behalf of the State shall specify the purpose for which the money is to be 
used, and the money so borrowed shall be used for the purpose specified 
and no other. 

SECTION 6. The credit of the Commonwealth shall not be pledged or 
loaned to any individual, company, corporation or association, nor shall 
the Commonwealth become a joint-owner or stockholder in any company, 
association or corporation. 

SECTION 11. To provide for the payment of the present State debt, and 
any additional debt contracted as aforesaid, the General Assembly shall 
continue and maintain the sinking fund sufficient to pay the accruing 
interest on such debt, and annually to reduce the principal thereof by a 
sum not less than two hundred and fifty thousand dollars; the said sinking 
fund shall consist of the proceeds of the sales of the public works, or any 

t thereof, and of the income or proceeds of the sale of any stocks owned 

y the Commonwealth, together with other funds and resources that may 
be designated by law, and shall be increased from time to time by assigning 
to it any part of the taxes or other revenue of the State not required for 
the ordinary and current expenses of government, and unless in case of war, 
invasion or insurrection, no part of the said sinking fund shall be used or 
opie otherwise than In the extinguishment of the — debt. 

ECTION 12. The moneys of the State, over and above the necessary re- 
serve, shall be used in the payment of the debt of the State, either Girentty 
or through the sinking fund, and the moneys of the sinking fund shall 
never be invested in or loaned upon the security of anything except the 
bonds of the United States or of this State. 

SECTION 13. The moneys held as necessary reserve shall be limited by 
law to the amount nequsee for current expenses, and shall be secured and 
kept as may be provided by law. Monthly statements shall be published, 
showing the amount of such moneys, where the same are deposited, and 
how secured. 

SECTION 14. The making of profit out of the public moneys, or using 
the same for any purpose not authorized by law, by any officer of the 
State, or member or officer of the General Assembly, shall be a misde- 
meanor, and shall be punished as may be provided by law; but part of 
such punishment shall be disqualification to hold office for a period of not 
less than five years. 

State loans in Pennsylvania, whether created for original indebtedness 
or authorized to fund existing indebtedness, are usually negotiated through 
the Governor and Commissioners of the sinking fund. 

The last Act of the Pennsylvania Legislature authorizing a public loan 
was the Act of June 8 1881, when a thirty-year loan was effected to fund 
existing indebtedness at a lower rate of interest. 

The earliest date at which the last of the existing indebtedness of Penn- 
sylvania will mature is February 1 1912, and under existing arrange- 
ments the accumulations in the sinking fund will at that time pay the 
total State indebtedness. 

(2) County and Municipal Indebtedness.—Under the laws of Pennsyl- 
vania the power to create county loans Is in the Board of County Com- 
missioners, which consists in each county of three persons, elected tri- 
ennially under the minority system of voting, by which the minority party 
in each county usually has one member of the Board. 

In cities and boroughs the power to create Indebtedness Is vested in coun- 
clls, municipal debts being created by ordinance. 

The creation of county, city and other municipal indebtedness Is subject 
to the following constitutional limitations: 

ARTICLE IX, Sec. 7. The General Assembly shall not authorize any 
county, city, borough, township or incorporated district to become a stock- 
holder in any company, association or corporation, or to obtain or appro- 

riate money for, or to loan its credit to, any corporation, association 

nstitution or individual. 

SECTION 8. The debt of any county, city, borough, township, school 
district, or other municipality or incorporated district, except as herein 
provided, shall never exceed seven per centum upon the assessed value 
of the taxable property therein, nor shall any such municipality or district 
necur any new debt, or increase its indebtedness to an amount exceeding 
two per centum upon such assessed valuation of property ,without the assent 
of the electors thereof at a —_ election in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law; but any city the debt of which now exceeds seven per centum 
of such assessed valuation may be authorized by law to increase the same 
three per centum, in the aggregate at any one time, upon such valuation. 

SECTION 9. The Commonwealth shall not assume the debt, or any part 
thereof, of any city, county, borough or township, unless such debt shall 
have been contracted to enable the State to repel Invasion, suppress do- 
mestic insurrection, defend itself in time of war, or to assist the State In 
the discharge of any portion of its present indebtedness. 

SECTION 10. Any county, township, school district or other munici- 
poy incurring any indebtedness shall, at or before the time of so doing 
provide for the collection of an annual tax sufficient to pay the interest, 
and also the principal thereof within thirty years. 

(3) Townships and School Districts.—In the various school districts of the 
State the school directors have the power to create loans, subject to the 
limitations of Section 10 above quoted, to provide for the redemption of 
the same within thirty years. 

In townships, the only authority, except that of the school directors to 
borrow money, is in the road supervisors, who have no power to create 
bonded indebtedness, but simply to make a temporary loan for necessary 
expenses, which must be provided for by an assessment of sufficient town- 
ship tax rate, known as road tax.

SAVINGS BANKS INVESTMENTS—POWERS AND RESTRICTIONS. 
—Philadelphia is, we believe, entitled to the distinction of starting the 
first savings institution in the United States. The name this association 
bore was the “Philadelphia Savings Fund Society.’’ and it still exists, 
bearing the same name. Originally the bank was not incorporated, but 
was a voluntary organization, such societies in Great Britain being at the 
time of a like character. The date of the organization was November 
27 1816, and the bank was opened for business Dec. 2 1816. The oldest 
ledger of the company goes back to the time of opening, and shows a de- 
posit on that day (December 2 1816) of five dollars. The company was not 
incorporated until February 25 1819. The second savings institution in 
the State, however, did not come into existence until 1847. In 1889 a 
general law facilitating the incorporation of savings banks was passed by 
the Legislature. Still, the report of the Banking Department shows that 
in November 1905 the total number of savings banks within the State 
was only ten. The aggregate deposits of these banks at that date was 
$143,028 ,097. 

The provisions of the special charters are all liberal as to investments. 
A law passed in 1885, and a supplement of the same passed in 1889, au- 
thorizing the extension for twenty years of special charters, contains the 
following. 

“Provided aiso, that no * * * Savings Institution or Savings Bank 
having no capital stock, renewing or extending its charter, corporate rights 
and franchises, under the provisions of this Act, shall thereafter be allowed 
the privileges of a bank of discount, nor be allowed to loan any money re- 
ceived on deposit, ezcept first mortgage or lien upon real estate within this

county, city, borough, township or school district w mon. 
wealth. or any other good and valid securities."’ chin this con ” 


Authority to loan on any “good and valid security” appears to confer 
about as broad a discretion upon the managers as could be expressed In a 
statute. 

In 1897 an Act was passed allowing savings institutions and savings 
banks chartered under Special Acts to invest in Pennsylvania county and 
municipal bonds, notwithstanding any provisions of their charters. The 
law follows: 


CHAPTER 77, LAWS OF 1897.—From and after the pas: 

all provident institutions, savings institutions and savings ban 4h te 
under Special Acts of this Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, may, notwith 
standing any provisions of their charter, loan the moneys received by them 
on deposit upon the bonds of any county, city, borough, township or 
school district within this Commonwealth issued pursuant to the au- 
thority of i law of this Commonwealth for the payment of which the fait! 

and credit of the municipality issuing them are pledged. 


It was not until 1889, as already stated, that a general law facilitating 
the organization of savings institutions was passed. The following is sec- 
tion 17, which contains the investment limitations; we would especially 
direct attention to subdivision four of this section: 


SECTION 17.—It shall be lawful for the trustees of any sav

It will be noted that, according to the foregoing (sub-division four), Penn- 
sylvania savings banks are allowed to invest their deposits in the bonds and 
stocks of any city, county, town or village in any of the United States. 
Furthermore, by the fifth sub-division, bonds and mortgages are left to the 
discretion of the trustees in all purchases, except that they must be first 
mortgages on improved real estate in Pennsylvania. The next section (18) 
relates to the temporary deposit of funds in banks and trust companies. It 
makes it lawful to deposit temporarily in banks or trust companies the 
excess of current daily receipts over the payments until such time as the 
same can be judiciously invested in the securities named above.

“but pursuant to an Act of the General a passed with the con- 
currence of three-fourths of all the members elec’ to each House, except 
to supply casual deficiencies, repel invasion, suppress insurrections, defend 
the State in war or pay existing debts.’ 

(2) Forbids any county, city, town or other municipality (Article 8, 
Sec. 8) to ‘“‘lend Its credit or appropriate money to, or assume the debt of, 
or become a shareholder or joint owner in, or with, any private corporation 
or any person or company whatever.’ 

(3) Forbids any corporation (Article 9, Sec. 1) to be created, &c., by 
Special Act, ‘“‘but only by or under general law’’; ‘“‘but the foregoing pro- 
visions shall not apply to municipal corporations, banks,” &c. 

The above indicates that the authority as regards municipalities |except 
as already specified in number (2)! rests with the General Assembly, and the 
General Assembly always passes Special Acts to provide for spectal occa- 
sions and needs.

DEBT LI MITATION. —There is nothing in the Constitution of Maryland 
limiting the power of the Legislature to authorize bond issues either by 
the State or by its municipalities, except that in Section 34, Article 3, we 
find that ‘‘the credit of the State shall not In any manner be given, or 
loaned to, or in aid of any individual association or corporation; nor shall 
the General Assembly have te power in any mode to involve the State in 
the construction of works of internal improvement, nor in granting any 
ald thereto which shall invoive the faith or credit of the State.’’ No 
general limit for citles and towns has been fixed by the Legislature, nor is 
there any general authorization to be found in the statutes under which 
cities and towns can Issue bonds. This power Is lodged in the Legislature, 
and Is delegated to the municipalit'es from time to time for specific purposes 
as the occasion may arise. It is necessary, therefore, for the investor to 


SAVINGS BANKS INVESTMENTS.—There are in this State general 
banking laws under which savings banks may be organized, and yet w 
notice that as late as 1890 a special charter was granted incorporating z 
Germania Savings Bank of Baltimore. However, in both the general 
and special laws there appears to be a pretty general authority granted tor 
investing the deposits. The general law states that— 

Any savi institution incorporated under this arti 
of receiving from any poeen or eereeee. or bodies corporate ox pemgepable 
deposit of money which shall be invested or loaned out on good security ina, 
discretion of the directors; provided that no part of the funds of said 4 
poration shall be loaned to any officer or director of such corporation, - 

In the special law passed in 1890, which we have referred to above, th 
power to loan the deposits is made a little more definite. The section mg 
ferring to that subject states that the ‘corporation shall have power rs 
“ borrow money, recelve money on deposit, loan money, taking su: oh sec 4 
‘ tty therefor, either real or personal, as the Board of Directors may pa 

“*sufficient, provided that no part of the funds of said corporation shay be 
‘*loaned to an officer or di ector thereof.’ 

We cannot discover any marked difference in the two provisions cited, 
except that the enactment in the case of the new Baltimore bank States 
distinctly that the security can be either real or personal. But ag much 
as that would, we think, be assumed as authorized under the general pro- 
vision, since no limit Is made and loaning on bond and mortgage is always 
a legitimate part of the business of savings banks.

only one city. In June 1902, however, the State Supreme Court handed 
down several decisions declaring such laws special legislation and therefore 
unconstitutional. The decisi were idered to be of such broad ap- 
plication that the Governor called an extra session of the Legislature 
for the purpose of framing a new general municipal code. The extra 
sessioD convened Aug. 25 1902 and after a session of nearly two months 
passed & new “municipal code'’—a document too lengthy to quote in these 
columns. We would refer our readers, therefore, to pages 994 and 995 of 
the “Chronicle,” Nov. 1 1902, wherein will be found at length the more 
salient points of this important measure. 
It remains to be said that at the regular session of the Legislature in 
1902 an Act popularly known as the ‘Longworth Omnibus bill”’ was passed 
and subsequently upheld by the State Supreme Court. This Act (which 
was amended at the 1906 session) amends Sections 2835, 2836 and 2837, 
Revised Statutes of Ohio, relating to the issuance of bonds by cities, vil- 
lages and other municipal corporations. Under the new law the municipal 
poards of legislation, councils, &c., may by two-thirds vote issue bonds for 
certain specified purposes to the extent of 1% of the assessed valuation yearly 
(but not exceeding 4% in the aggregate) without submitting the question 
to 8 vote of the people. Bonds issued under this Act in excess of 1% in 
any one year, or in excess of 4% in the aggregate, must first be submitted to 
a vote of the people and carried by two-thirds of those voting on the propo- 
sition; but a net debt (bonds less sinking fund) of not more than 8% in the 
te can be authorized in any event. The Act as amended in 1906 
will be found In the * Chronicle’ May 26 1906, page 1224. 
Note-—Some doubts having arisen as to whether old bonds as well ag 
‘Longworth’’ bonds should be counted in figuring the 8% debt limit, a 
suit was brought and the State Supreme Court in May 1906 held that only 
such bonds as may have been issued subsequent to the enactment of the 
“Longworth’’ bill should be counted in considering the 8% limit provided 
for in that Act.

The total tax rate (per $1,000) for 1904 was $3.075, including Benevo- 
lent Institution tax. $0.50, school tax $1.10, State debt sinking fund tax 
$0.30 and Educational Institution tax $0.275, in addition to the general 
fund tax of $0.90 as given above. 

DEBT LIMITATION.—In the present Constitution of Indiana, which 
went into effect Nov. 1 1851, and was amended in 1881, there are explicit 
provisions limiting the power of both the State and its municipalities to 
contract debt. 

FIRST, as to the State, Section 5 of Article 10 provides that no debt 
except to meet casual deficits in revenue, to pay interest, to repel inva- 
sion, &c., can be contracted. The section in full is subjoined. 

CREATION OF DEBT FORBIDDEN.—No law shall authorize any debt 
to be contracted on behalf of the State except in the following cases: To 
meet casual deficits in the revenue; to pay interest on State debt; to repel 
invasion, suppress insurrection, or, if hostilities be threatened, provide 
for the public defence. 

In the sixth section of the same article the last clause prohibits the 
assumption by the State of the debts of any municipality or corporation. 
The clause referred to reads as follows: 

“Nor shall the General Assembly ever on behalf of the State assume 
the debts of any county, city, town or township, nor of any corporation 
whatever.’ 

SECOND, as to municipalities, the provision contained in the Constitu- 
tlon seems to be equally clear and emphatic, and, as will be found, fixes 
the limit at 2% of the valuation. It is Article 13 of that instrument (an 
amendment to the 1851 Constitution adopted March 14 1881) which relates 
to this subject, and we give the article in full below. 

LIMITED—EXCESS VOID.—No political or municipal corporation 
in this State shall ever become indebteded in any manner or for any pur- 
pose to an amount in the aggregate exceeding 2% on the valuation of the

It should be said in connection with the above that several laws have 


been enacted since the foregoing constitutional limit was adopted (March 
14 1881), and bonds have been Issued by counties thereunder beyond the 2% 
limit, for the construction of ‘free gravel, stone or other macadamized 
roads." Several such laws were passed at the 1899 session of the Legisla- 
ture. But in the case of Strieb vs. Cox, Treas., 111 Ind., the Supreme 
Court of Indiana held that gravel road bonds are not properly indebtedness 
of the county—hence do not come within the inhibition of Section 13 of the 
Constitution. (See editorial in ‘State and City Supplement”’ for October 
1899, page 3.) 

THIRD, counties (but no other kind of municipality) are prohibited 
from subscribing for any stock In a corporation unless paid for at time of 
such subscription. The section which covers this subject is Section 6 of 
Article 10, and Is as follows: 

COUNTIES CANNOT TAKE STOCK.—No county shall subscribe for 


stock in any incorporated company unless the same be paid for at the time | 


of such subscription; nor shall any county loan Its credit to any Incorporated 
company, por borrow money for the purpose of taking stock in any such 
company; nor shal] the General Assembly ever on behalf of the State assume 
the debts of any county, city, town or township, nor of any corporation 
whatever. 

The prohibition which this section contains applies, as already stated, 
only to counties. Consequently the Legislature was at liberty to author- 
ize cities to subscribe to the stock of railroads, as it did by a general law 
passed in 1869, granting the power to subscribe to the stock of any railroad 
running into or through any city or near its corporate limits. Other laws 
of a somewhat similar character have been passed at other dates. We no- 
tice one law, too (Section 5377, Burns’s Annotated Statutes, revision 1901), 
which authorizes counties bordering on the State line, or any township or 
city situated in such county, to subscribe for railroad stock. In that law 
no attempt is made to endow counties with power to issue bonds for this 
purpose (thus obeying the mandate of the Constitution), though by the 
succeeding section (Section 5378) cities are given authority to issue such 
bonds. 

COUNTIES are apparently restricted by statute to a lower than the 
Constitutional limit of 2% in the matter of creating certain kinds of debt. 
For instance, Section 7834 of Burns's Annotated Statutes, 1901, authorizes 
any county to issue bonds when necessary to construct, complete or repair 
court house, jail or other county buildings, or to fund existing debt; in 
those cases county commissioners may borrow for that purpose not exceed- 
ing 1% on assessed valuation and issue bonds therefor, provided that no 
second or subsequent loan shall be made or authorized so long as any 
former loan made under the provisions of the Act shall remain unpaid. 
From Section 7920 it appears, moreover, that whenever the aggregate in- 
debtedness, funded or otherwise, of any county having a voting population 
of over 20,000 amounts to or exceeds 1%, It is not lawful to Increase such 
indebtedness in any Manner or form except only by temporary loans in 
anticipation of the revenue of the then current fiscal year and not exceed- 
ing two-thirds of the amount of the county tax duplicate of the preceding 
year. 

Limit of 1% may be exceeded in counties for funding purposes in certain 
cases where the aggregate indebtedness in 1879 exceeded 1% (see Burns's 
Revised Statutes, 1901, Section 7918); also for temporary loans (see Burns's 
Revised Statutes, 1901, Section 7920). 

Also (if the laws that have been passed are constitutional), the limit 
of 2% may be exceeded for the purpose of making gravel roads (see above) , 
the Supreme Court having decided that gravel road bonds are not properly 
an indebtedness of the county. By statute the limit for such bonds (Sec- 
tion 6910) is 4%. 

In addition to the foregoing, general statutes have been passed by the 
Legislature granting general powers to cities and towns to issue bonds for 
legitimate corporate purposes, subject, however, to the Constitutional 
limit of 2% on valuation. But we have not the space to set out here the 
details, or the details of the other legislation applicable to cities of larger 
and smaller population, and covering specific purposes, such as water-works, 


&c. 
BILL LEGALIZING GRAVEL ROAD BONDS.—The Legislature in 
1901 passed a bill (Chapter 136) legalizing all bonds, sold or unsold, issued 
under an Act of the Legislature approved March 3 1893, as amended by 
Acts approved March 7 1895 and Feb. 24 1899. All Acts and orders of the 
Board of County Commissioners passed under these laws are by this new 
law legalized and made valid. 

EXEMPTION FROM TAXATION.—The Legislature of 1903 passed a 
law (Chap. 179, Laws of 1903) exempting from taxation all bonds, notes, 
&c., hereafter Issued by State or municipal corporations. The section 
follows: 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Indiana, That all bonds, notes and other evidences of indebtedness here- 
after issued by the State of Indiana or by municipal corporations within 
the State upon which the said State or the said municipal corporations pay 
interest shall be exempt from taxation. 

The above Act became effective April 23 1903.

HISTORY OF DEBT.—The historical details of the State debt of Illinois 
from 1829 to 1870, when the debt was all paid off, will be found In the “State 
and City Supplement” of April 1894, page 91. 

BONDED DEBT.—This State has no bonded debt, except $17,500 bonds 
which have ceased to draw interest, but have not yet been surrendered for 
payment.

Under a law passed Feb. 25 1898 there will be a general assessment of 
real estate but once in every four years instead of annually; personal prop- 
erty will be listed every year. The law also provides that property shall be 
appraised at full value, but assessed at only one-fifth of such value. 

DEBT LIMITATION.—No State has developed a greater repugnance to 
the creating of debt than Illinois, if we may judge from the provisions of its 
present Constitution. We say developed, because this antagonism has 
apparently been progressive. Nothing of it Is to be found in the Constitu- 
tion of 1818. The Constitution of 1848 contains no reference to munici- 
palities, but has In it stringent restrictions limiting to $50,000 the power of 
the Legislature to create State debt, except in case of war, invasion, &c., 
unless the law proposing the issue of bonds is submitted to a vote of the 
people. But turning to the Constitution of 1870 we find the whole subject 
of debt-making most thoroughly considered and its basis settled. 

FIRST, as to the State, the provisions are not very unlike the provisions 
of the Constitution of 1848, except that as to the limit for casual deficits 
and failures of revenue, the aggregate which can be created is very properly 
raised to $250,000. But with that exception and with the further exception 
for the purpose of repelling invasion, &c., no debt can be contracted unless 
the law Is submitted to a vote of the people at a general election, which law 
must contain a provision for the payment of interest as it accrues, and pre- 
vious notice of the election be given by publication for three months prio™ 
to such election. These last two restrictions as to interest and notice of 
election are only found in the 1870 Constitution. The sections which cover 
these matters are as follows; we omit the first portion of Section 18 of Article 
IV., which relates only to appropriations and payment of appropriations 
out of funds belonging to the State: 

s ION 18. * * * * * Provided, the State may, to meet casual 
deficits or failures In revenues, contract debts never to exceed in the aggre- 

ate $250,000, and moneys thus borrowed shall be applied to the purpose 

‘or which they were obtained, or to pay the debt thus created, and to no 
other purpose; and no other debt except for the purpose of repelling in- 
vasion, Mf gary! insurrection or defending the State in war (for payment 
of which the faith of the State shall be pledged), shall be contracted, unless 
the law authorizing the same shall at a general election have been submitted 
to the ple, and have received a aie 2 of the votes cast for members 
of the Genera! Assembly at such election. he General Assembly shall pro- 
vide for the publication of said law for three months at least before the vote 
of the people shall be taken upon the same; and provision shall be made at 
the time for the payment of the Interest annually as it shall accrue, by a tax 
levied for the purpose or from other sources of revenue; which law providing 
for the payment of such Interest by such tax shall be irrepealable until] such 
debt be pald; And provided further, that the law levying the tax shall be sub- 
mitted to the porns with the law authorizing the debt to be contracted. 

SECTION 20. The State shall never pay, assume or become responsible 
for the debts or liabilities of, or in any manner give, loan or extend its credit 
to or In ald of, any public or other corporation, association or individual. 

SECOND, municipal indebtedness \|s reguiated only in the Constitution of 
1870. In that Instrument the subject Is dealt with in all its phases. First 
is a provision in Article 8, Section 3, forbidding the General Assembly and 
every municipality from making any appropriation in aid of any sectarian 
purpose. Second is a ‘‘separate section’ forbidding any such municipality 
from becoming a subscriber to the stock of any railroad, &c., or to loan its 
credit. Third is the broad and general provision, Section 12, Article 9, 
which limits the indebtedness of all municipalities to 5% ‘‘on the value of 
the taxable property therein,’’ &c. We give these sections’ below: 

ARTICLE 8, Section 3. Neither the General Assembly nor any county 
city, town, township, school district or other public corporation shall ever 
make any appropriation, or pay from any public fund whatever, anything 
in ald of any church or sectarian purpose, or to help support or sustain any 
school, academy, seminary, college, university or other literary or scientific 
institution controlled by any church or sectarian denomination whatever: 
nor shall any grant or donation of land, money or other personal property 
ever be made by the State or any such public corporation to any church 
or for any sectarian purpose. 

ARTICLE 9, Section 12. No county, city, township, school district or 
other municipal corporation shall be allowed to become indebted in any 
manner or for any purpose to an amount, including existing indebtedness, 
in the aggregate exceeding 5% on the value of the taxable property therein, 
to be ascertained by the last assessment for State and county taxes, previous 
to the incurring of such indebtedness. Any county, city, school district 
or other municipal corporation incurring any indebtedness as aforesaid 
shall, before or at the time of doing so, provide for the collection of a direct 
annua! tax sufficient to pay the interest on such debt as it falls due, and also 
to pay and discharge the principal thereof within twenty years from the 
time of contracting the same. his section shal! not be construed to pre- 
vent any county, city, township, school district or other municipal corpora- 
tion from issuing their bonds in compliance with any vote of the people 
which may have been had prior to the adoption of this Constitution in pur- 
suance of any law providing therefor. 

SEPARATE Sections. [Municipal subscriptions to railroads, &c.] No 
county, city, town, township or other municipality shall ever become sub- 
seriber to the capital stock of any railroad or private corporation, or make 
donation to or loan its credit in ald of such corporation; provided, however, 
that the adoption of this Article shall not be construed as affecting the right 
of any such municipality to make such subscriptions where the same have 
been authorized, under existing laws, by a votegof the people,of such 

municipalities prior to such adoption,

The foregoing limitation to 5% is general, as will be seen—that is, it ap- 
plies to all municipalities. With this limitation preserved the Legislature 
has passed general laws authorizing the City Council in cities and the board 
of trustees in villages to issue bonds for corporate purposes, for refunding 
and consolidating debt, for water works, &c.; and the county board of any 
county has been authorized by general statute to issue, when it deems it 
necessary, county bonds, after submitting the matter to the legal voters 
of the county at a general election at which a majority vote is required ag 
&@ prerequisite of the issue. An attempt was made to limit “any county: 
city, township, school district or municipal corporation” in counties con” 
taining 125,000 or more inhabitants to 244% of the assessed value, but 
Jan. 12 1900 the State Supreme Court ruled that this was an arbitrary and 
unnatural classification of municipalities which could not be sustained, 
See Vol. 70, p. 242. 

The matter of the amount of bonds that might be issued on the basis of 
the debt limitations given has been complicated in late years by changes in 
the method of assessing property. A letter of the State Auditor in Vv. 74, 
p. 741, throws some light on these changes. 

WATER CERTIFICATES IN EXCESS OF DEBT LIMIT.—A law was 
passed in 1899 allowing cities bonded to their legal limit to issue (for the 
improvement of water-works) certificates against the earnings of the Water 
Department without regard to the bonded indebtedness. Several munici- 
palities are understood to have taken advantage of this law. In the case 
of the City of Joliet, however, which attempted to issue bonds under the 
law, the matter was taken into the courts in a test suit, and an injunction 
granted by Judge Dibell, who held that the 5% limit could not be exceeded. 
V. 73, p. 94. This decision was confirmed by Supreme Court. V.74, p. 
491. 

IMPROVEMENT BONDS.—There is a kind of improvement bond 
authorized in some cases which is made a special lien on the land benefited 
and to which the 5% limit has no reference. We refer to cases which come 
under the law entitled ‘‘To divide cities and villages subject to overflow 
into improvement districts."" This statute provides that any such city or 
village or part thereof may be laid off into an improvement district for the 
purpose of draining, raising the grade of the streets and improving the dis- 
trict; that after the cost for the work has been ascertained and been assessed 
the assessment may be paid in instalments or otherwise, and such city or 
village may issue bonds sufficient to pay the assessment. In that case the 
bonds are a lien on the lots, blocks or parts thereof which shall be desig- 
nated therein; but before the issue the owner of the lots, &c., to be charged 
must endorse upon the back of such bond his consent, under seal, in sub- 
stance, as follows: ‘‘‘I hereby indorse the within bond and consent that the 
lot or lots or parts thereof therein designated shall become liable for the 
interest and principal therein named, and the same shall be a lien upon said 
property from this date until paid off and discharged."" The bond when 
executed by the city or village and so endorsed by the owner shall be re- 
corded in the Recorder's office in the county, and such record shall be a 
notice of the lien created to the same extent as the record of mortgages 
is a notice. 

We have room to give only this very brief and imperfect outline of this 
statute. The whole law will be found in the Hurd’s Revised Statutes of 
Illinois, the 1901 edition, pages 337 and 338.

LEGISLATURE meets biennially in odd years the first Wednesday in 
January, and there is no limit to the length of sessions, excepting special 
sessions, in attending which members can receive no more than 20 days’ pay. 

HISTORY OF DEBT.—The historical details of Michigan's State debt 
up to 1894 will be found in the ‘State and City Supplement”’ of April 1894, 
page 98. In 1864 the State Treasurer reported the funded debt at $3,880,- 
399 and $1,450,472 additional ‘“‘trust fund debt." The State has no 
bonded debt at present. The ‘‘trust fund debt” on June 30 1906 amounted 
to $6,777,800 12. The term ‘‘trust fund debt’’ is, however, a misnomer. 
In explanation it should be said that the United States Government set 
aside certain lands in the State of Michigan for educational purposes, and 
under the Michigan statutes the money received from the sale of these 
lands is used to pay the general expenses of the State; the law provides, 
however, that a certain specified rate of interest must be annually figured 
on the total amount accumulated from said sales and be paid over to the 
educational institutions specified. The amount of interest to be so paid 
is raised by taxation. 

EQUALIZED VALUATION.—Since 1856 the equalized valuation has 
been determined only once in five years. The following shows the equalized 
valuation and tax rate for State purposes for every fifth year since 1846. 
The State tax rate for 1905 was 1.692 mills and for 1906 1.740 mills on each 
dollar of valuation as equalized by the State Board of Equalization.

DEBT LIMITATION.—Michigan, as noted in our history of the State's 
debt, started its career as a State in January 1837, when the whole land 
was buoyant over its inflated enterprises carried on at public expense. So 
to be abreast with the times, instead of putting any limit on the power of 
the State to create debt, it put into its Constitution a notice to the Legis- 
lature to go to work at once and make provision for “ascertaining the 
“ proper objects of improvement in relation to roads, canals and navigable 
““ waters,”’ that the money might be raised and these improvements might 
be prosecuted with as little delay as possible. 

That was the spirit which ruled and the condition which prevailed in 
1837. In 1850 Michigan made and adopted another Constitution. During 
the years which intervened the people had gained a wide experience and 
had evidently profited by it. Hence we find them at the latter date showing 
a purpose to make an instrument in its financial features about as dissimilar 
from the one it was to supplant as it could well be. Nothing will illustrate 
this change in spirit and purpose more clearly than the following limitations 
respecting the creation of State indebtedness which were inserted. These 
sections are all found in Article 14 of the 1850 Constitution, which Consti- 
tution is still in force. 
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SECTION 3. The State may contract debts to meet deficits in revenue, 
Such debts shall not in the aggregate at any one time exceed fifty thousand 
. ‘The moneys so raised shall be applied to the purposes for which 

they were obtained or to the payment o the debts so contracted. 

SECTION 4. The State may contract debts to repel invasion, suppress 

jon or defend the State in time of war. The money arising from 
the contracting of such debts shall be applied to the purpose for which it 
was ralsod cA to Rey. such debts. 

SECTIO he credit of the State Dg not be granted to or in aid 
of an! thy association or corporation 

«< ION 7. No scrip, certificate or other evidence of State indebted- 

1 be issued except for the redemption of stock previously issued 

— such debts as are expressly authorized in this Constitution. 

oF SECTION N 8. The State shall not subscribe to or be interested in the 
stock of any company, association or corporation. 

SECTIGN 9. The State shall not be a party to, or interested in, any work 
of internal improvement. nor engage in carrying on any such work except 
jn the expenditure of grants to the State of land or other property. 

The foregoing sections appear to cover every branch and phasé€ of the 
subject; and compared with the Constitution of 1837 what a contrast they 
afford! 

Cities and villages, however, were left by the 1850 instrument to the 
discretion of the Legislature in the matter of restrictions upon their bor- 
rowing power. The provision which relates to this subject is found in 
Article 15, Section 13, and Is as follows: 

SECTION 13. The Laguiasare shall provide for the incorporation and 
organization of cities and villages, and shall restrict their powers of taxa- 
tion, borrowing money, contracting debts and loaning their credit. 

In the exrecise of the power granted by this section the Legislature has 
passed general laws governing the incorporation, taxation and bonding of 
cities and villages. The provisions, however, are too extensive to make 
it feasible to summarize them here. They may be found in the Compiled 
Laws of Michigan, edition of 1897.

DEBT LIMITATION.—The constitutional provisions of Wisconsin re- 
stricting debt-making are very rigorous, plain and comprehensive. Since 
the amendment adopted In 1874, debts of cities, &c., as well as the State, 
are definitely limited by that instrument. We give the provisions first which 
Telate to the State and after that those which have reference to cities, &c. 

(1) STATE indebtedness is confined within very close bounds. It seems 
4s if the framers of the Constitution must have taxed to the extreme their 
ingenuity for forms in which to express their determination to inhibit debt- 
making. The sections which cover the subject are Sections 3, 4, 6, 7, 9 
4nd 10 of Article 8. We give them in full below. 


SECTION 3. Credit of State, for what not given. The credit of the State 
hall pd be given or loaned in ald of any individual, association or cor- 


SECTION 4. Contracting debts. The State shall never contract any 
aoe ent. exce in the cases and manner herein provided. 

ON 6. Limitation on public debt. For the purpose of defrayi 
ee expenditures, the State may contract public debts (but suc’ 
debts shall never in the aggregate exceed $100,000). Every such debt shall 
be authorized by law, for some perpese or purposes to be distinctly specified 
therein; and the vote of a majority of all the members elected to each House, 
to be taken by yeas and nays, shall be necessary to the passage of such law; 
and every such law shall provide for levying an annual tax sufficient to pay 
the annual interest of such debt, and the principal within five years from the 
passage of such law, and shall specially appropriate the proceeds of such 
taxes to the payment of such principal and Interest; ane a eet ae 
shall not be repealed, nor the taxes be postponed, or d. until the 
principal an and interest of such debt shall have been wholly. paid 

N 7. State may borrow money, w. The inlature may also 
borrow money to repel invasion, suppress insurrection or defend the a4 
in time of war; but the money thus raised shall be — exclusivel 
the object for which the loan was authorized, or to the repayment o the 
debt thereby created. 

SECTION 9. Betdaness of debt. No scrip, certificate or other evidence 
of State debt whatsoever shall be issued, except for such debts as are au- 
thorized by the sixth and seventh sections of this article. 

SECTION 10. Internal improvements—-avatls of grants. The State shall 
never contract any debt for works of internal improvement. or be a part = 
carrying on such works; but whenever grants of land or other property s. 
have been made to the State, especially Coctenses by the grant to ane A 
works of internal improvement, the State may carry on such roy ar 
works, and shall devote thereto the avails of oud ants, and may e or 
appropriate the revenues derived from such works in aid of their LS lon. 

(2) CITIES, counties, towns, villages, &c., were unrestricted except by 
legislative enactment until 1874. Since that amendment was adopted 5% 
on the value of the taxable property has been the extreme amount of debt 
permissible for any municipality. Not only ts that the case, but, as will be 
seen, the municipality is required before, or at the time when it incurs any 
indebtedness, to make provision for an annual tax sufficient to pay the in- 
terest and also sufficient to pay the principal within twenty years from the 
time of contracting the debt. We give below the amendment referred to in 
full. 

Limttation of Municipal Indebtedness.—Adding to Section 3, Article 11, 
thé words: 

No county, city, town, village, school district or other municipal pe en

DEBT LIMITATION.—Minnesota has protected the State from extrava- 
gant expenditures through restrictions which its Constitution puts on 
every kind of debt-making. That instrument fixes the limit at $250,000 
“for the purpose of defraying extraordinary expenditures’; and an amend- 
ment, ratified in 1879, extended this power to $250,000 additional “‘for 
erecting and completing buildings for the insane, a deaf, dumb and blind 
asylum, and State prison.” Besides the foregoing, It is also provided that 
the State credit shall not be loaned, &c. With regard to the debt of 
municipalities there is but one section in the Constitution which relates to 
that subject, and that has reference to making rallroad debt. 

FIRST, as to State indebtedness, the sections which treat of the subject 
are in article 9, sections 5, 6, 7, 8 and 14. 

SECTION 5. (Public Debt May Be Contracted.) For the purpose of 
defraying extraordinary expenditures, the State may contract public debts, 
but such debts shall never, in the aggregate, exceed two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars; every such debt shall be authorized by law for some single 

object, to be distinctly specified therein; and no such law shall take effect 
until it shall have been passed by the vote of two-thirds of the members of 
each branch of the Legislature, to be recorded by the yeas and nays on the 
journals of each House, respectively; and every such law shall levy a tax, 
annually, sufficient to pay the annual interest on such debt, and also a tax 
sufficient to pay the principal of such debt within ten years from the final 
passage of such law, and shall specially —. the proceeds of such 
taxes to the payment of such principal! and interest; and such appropriation 
and taxes shall not be repealed, postponed or diminished until the principal 
and interest of such debt shall have been wholly paid. The State shall 
never contract any debts for works of internal improvement, or be a party 
in carrying on such works, except in cases where grants of land or other 
property shall have been made to the State, especially dedicated by the 
grant to specific purposes; and in such cases the State shall devote thereto 
the avails of such grants, and may — or appropriate the revenues de- 
tived from such works in aid of their completion. 

SECTION 6.—(Public Debt, How Contracted.) All debts authorized by 
the preceding section shall be contracted by loan on State bonds of amounts 
not less 2 five hundred dollars each, on interest, payable within ten

SECTION 7.—The State shall never contract i Bg public debt, unless in 
time of war, to repel invasion or suppress insurrection, except in the cases 
and in the manner provided in the fifth and sixth sections of this article. 

SECTION 8.—(Appropriation of Money Recetved from Loan or State 
Bonds.) The money arising from any loan made, or debt or lability con- 
tracted, shall be applied to the object specified in the Act authorizing such 
debt or liability, or to the repayment of such debt or liability, and to no 

Purpose whatever. 

SECTION 14. —<(State Debt for Public Buildings.) For the purpose of 
and completing buildings for a hospital for the insane, a deaf, 
dumb tod blind asylum, and State prison, the Legislature may by law 
Increase the public debt of the State to an amount not exceeding two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, in addition to the public debt aheady 
heretofore authorized by the Constitution, and for that pur, » may provide 
by law for issuing and negotiating the bonds of the State and bo gen mie = od 
the money only for the purpose aforesaid; which bonds shall be payable 
in not less than ten nor more than thirty years from the date of the same, 

at the option of the State. 

SECOND, as to city, county or other muntctpality, the only restriction on 
the debt-making power in the Constitution is the following, found in 
article 9, section 15: 

SECTION 15.—(Muntctpal Dehts in Atd of Ratlroads.) The Legislature 
bm not authorize any county, township, city or other municipal corpora- 

to issue bonds or to become indebted in any manner to ald in the con- 
mruction or equipment of any or all railroads to an amount that shall 
exceed five per centum of the value of the taxable property within such 
county, township, city, or other municipal corporation: the amount of 
such taxable propertv to be ascertained and determined by the last assess- 





The foregoing was adopted as an amendment in 1879. Before its adop- 
tion the section read so as to authorize municipal corporations to issue bonds 
in aid of railroads to ten per cent of valuation. Hence the amendment 
consisted in simply changing the word ten and making It fire. 

This Is all the Constitution contains with reference to the debts of munic!- 
nalities. The Legislatute, however, has made some general provisions 
governing bond issues which we have not the space to give here. 

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS.—Four amendments to the State 
Constitution were adopted at the November 1902 election. Two of these 
relate to taxation, a third to school fund loans and the fourth to a State 
road and bridge fund. In 1906 three further amendments were adopted, 
one of which greatly enlarges the powers of the Legislature with reference 
to taxation. The other two amendments of 1906 relate to State roads and 
to the sale of farm and garden préducts without a license. 

SAVINGS BANK INVESTMENTS.—The Legislature in 1903 enacted a 
law—Chapter 108—amending the Act relating to the investments of savings 
banks. This Act will be found in full on page 877 of the “Chronicle” 
April 18 1903.

TAX RATE.—The State tax (per $1,000) for 1905 is $3 70; this includes 
eral State tax, $3 20, and special tax. 50 cents, for educational purposes 
for 1904 it was $3 50, made up of a general State tax of $3 00, and the special 
tax of 50 cents for educational purposes. 

DEBT LIMITATION.—lIowa's Constitution restricts the creating of 
debt, both State debt and municipal debt. 

FIRST, as to State debt, the limitation made is not absolute, for It permits 
other debt if authorized by some law for some single specified work. But 
this permission is very safely guarded—(1) the law must provide for the col- 
lection of a direct annual tax sufficient to pay the interest regularly and dis- 
charge the debt in twenty years; and (2) the law cannot take effect until it 
has been submitted to the people at a general election. and has received a 
majority of the votes cast. All the debt provisions relating to the State 
we give below: 

ARTICLE 7, Section 1. (Limitation of State indebtedness.} The credit of 
the State shall not in any manner be given or loaned to, or in aid of, any 
individual, association or corporation; and the State shall never assume or 
become responsible for the debts or liabilities of any individual, association 
or corporation, unless incurred in time of war for the benefit of the State. 

SECTION 2. [Same.} The State may contract debts to supply casual 
deficits or failures in revenues, or to meet expenses otherwise provided for: 
but the sqesenste amount of such debts, direct and contingent, whether 
contract by virtue of one or more Acts of the General Assembly or at 
different periods of time, shall never exceed the sum of $250,000; and the 
money arising from the creation of such debts shall be applied to the pur- 
pose for which it was obtained, or to repay the debts so contracted, and to 
no other purpose whatever. 

SECTION 4. (For what other purposes State may contract debt.| In addl- 
tion to the above limited power to contract debts, the State may contract 
debts to repel invasion, suppress insurrection, or defend the State in war; 
but the money arising from the debts so contracted shall be applied for the 
Purpose for which it was raised, or to repay such debts, and to no other 
purpose whatever. 

SECTION 5. [Other debts to be authorized.) Except the debts hereinbefore 
Specified in this article, no debt shall be hereafter contracted by or on behalf 
of this State, unless such debt shall be authorized by some law for some 
single werk or object, to be distinctly specified therein; and such law shall 
impose and provide for the collection of a direct annual tax sufficient to pay 
the interest on such debt as it falls due, and also to pay and discharge the 
Principal of such debt within twenty years from the time of contracting 
thereof; but no such law shall take effect until at a general election it shall 
have been submitted to the people, and have received a majority of all the 
Votes cast for and against it at such election; and all money raised by au- 
thority of such law shall be applied only to the specific object therein stated, 
or to the payment of the debt created thereby; and such law shall be pub- 
lished in at least one newspaper in each county, If one is published therein, 
throughout the State for three months preceding the election at which it 
is submitted to the people. . me cee a a 

ARTICLE VIII, Section 3. [State not to be a stockholder.) The State shall 
Rot become a stockholder in any corporation, nor shall it assume or pay the 
debt or liability of any corporation, unless incurred in time of war for the 

nefit of the State. 

SECOND, as to municipal indebtedness, the limit 1s fixed absolutely in 
the Constitution. The provisions covering the subject are as follows: 

\ ARTICLE VIII. Section 4. [Corporation not to be a stockholder.) No polit- 
eal or municipal corporation shall become a stockholder in any banking 
corporation, directly or indirectly. 

ARTICLE XI, Section 3. [To what amount county or other corporations 
ut become tndebted.| No county or other political or municipal corporation 
~ all be allowed to become indebted in any manner, or for any purpose, to 

n amount in the aggregate exceeding 5 % on the value of the taxable prop- 
a within such county or corporation—to be ascertained by the last State 
and county tax list previous to the incurring of such indebtedness. [The 
slature, however, has fixed a lower limit, as stated below.| Sal ae 


The above (Section 3, Article XI) covers cities, counties, towns and every 
other kind of political or municipal corporation. The Supreme Court of 
Towa has decided that even a school district is such a corporation and sub- 
Ject to same limit. The Legislature of 1900 passed a bill (Chapter 41, Laws 
of 1900), fixing the limit of indebtedness of counties or other political or

except that cities and incorporated towns may, for the purpose of purchas- 
ing, erecting or maintaining and operating waterworks, electric light and 
power plants, gas works and heating plants, or of building and constructing 
sewers, incur an indebtedness not exceeding in the aggregate, added to all 
other indebtedness, five per centum of the actual value of the taxable 
property within such city or incorporated town. The amount of such taxa- 

»le property shall be ascertained by the last State and county tax list pre- 
vious to the incurring of such indebtedness. ° ¢ 9 Be 

‘Section 2. Provided, that before such. indebtedness can be contracted 
in excess of one and one-quarter per centum of the actual value of the taxa- 
ble property ascertained as above provided in this Act, a petition signed oy 
a majority of the qualified electors of such city or town shall be filed wit. 
the Council of such city or town, nein that an election shall be called, 
Stating the purposes for which the money Is to be used and that the necessary 
waterworks, electric light and power piente. gas works, heating plants or 
sewers, cannot be purchased, erected, built or furnished within the limit of 
one and one-quarter per centum of the valuation. And provided, that in 
cities having a population of more than ten thousand, the petition need not 
be signed by more than two hundred qualified electors. ." 

Sections 3, 4, 5 and 6 prescribe manner of holding elections, issuance of 
bonds &c. 

In 1904 an Act passed the Legislature, approved March 30, which per- 
mits independent school districts containing or contained in any incorporated 
town or city of the second class of 3,000, or less, population to become in- 
debted for the purpose of building and furnishing school houses and pro- 
curing sites, to an amount not exceeding 2% % of the actual value of taxable 
property. It is provided, however, that any excess above the 14% limit 
must be authorized by a vote of the people. See V. 78, p. 1408.

TOTAL DEBT, ETC.—On Jan. 1 1906 the school and gg dl fund oe 
tificates amounted to $4,398,839 42. The total cash in the treasury t 
the credit of all State funds on Jan. 1 1906 amounted to $1, 802, 501 09. 
These school and seminary fund certificates are registered and are non-ne- 
gotiable and non-transferable. They are held in trust by the State Board 
of Education for the benefit of the State Public School fund and the State 
Seminary (University) fund. As stated above, the State has no general 
bonded debt at the present time, the last remaining bonds of the State, 
amounting to $487,000, having been called in and redeemed on Feb. 28 
1903. 


ASSESSED VALUATION.—The State's assessed valuation for taxes 
(about one-fourth actual value) and tax rate have been as follows. This 
valuation does not include valuation of railroads, bridges, be moe gy and 
telegraphs, which amounted in 1906 to $148,920,925, or of machinery tools

CONSTITUTIONAL NTS.—Elght amendments to the State 

Constitution were oatee a the November 1902 election. Several of 
the amendments relate to taxation; one yee the city of St. Louis to 
frame a new charter, while another amends Article 10, Section 12, by ex- 
empting water and assumed county debt of St. Louis and woeet § debt of 
Kansas City in computing the indebtedness of those cities. Article X is also 
amended by adding a new section (Section 12a) which permits cities of not 
less than 2,000 nor more than 30,000 inhabitants to issue water and light 
bonds to the amount of 5 % of the taxable peeperty in excess of the debt 
limit. A two-thirds vote at an election held for the purpose is necessary 
to authorize. See V. 75, p. 1165. 

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS.—At the November 1906 election 
an amendment to Section 12, Article X, of the State Constitution was 
ratified by the voters. This amendment provides that the 5% debt 
limit (see below) may be exceeded “for the grading, constructing, 
paving or maintaining of paved, graveled, macadamiz or rock roads 
and necessary bridges and culverts therein,’’ provided such indebtedness be 
authorized by a two-thirds vote. ; 

DEBT LIMITATION.—Missour! has made provision in its Constitution 
restricting the creation of debt both on behalf of the State and of its munici- 

ities. That part relating to the State is found in Article 4, Sections 44, 

5 and 46. These sections provide that the General Assembly cannot con- 
tract debts except (1) to renew existing bonds, (2) to meet an unforeseen 
emergency or — ar. The State is prohibited from lending its 
credit to any person, association or corporation or to pledge its — for 

os. ayment of abilities of ony individual, association or corporat 
e sections relating to the indebtedness of cities and other ——— 

thes are found in Article 4, Section 47; Article 9, Section 6, and Article 10 
Sections 12 and 12a hese sections make clear (1) thata municipality can- 
not loan its credit; (2) that it cannot subscribe to the capital stock of cor- 
porations; (3) that it cannot get into debt unless two-thirds of the voters 
voting at an election favor it, and then only to an aggregate of 5 % of valua- 

tion, except that with such assent any county may be allowed to become in- 

debted in a larger amount for the erection of a court house or jail, and ex 
cept also, per the amendment of 1902 (Section l2a catened to above), cittes 
of from 2,000 to 30,000 inhabitants may by vote exceed the limit by an addi- 
tional 5 % for water and light purposes; finally, (4) that before or at the time 
of getting the assent of the voters an annual tax must be provided suf- 

ficient to pay interest and form a sinking fund to pay the debt within 20

DEBT LIMITATION.—The limitations to the debt-making power of the 
State and municipalities of North Dakota are found in Article XII of its 
Constitution. The provisions with reference to the matter are complete 
and stringent, and are as follows: 

SECTION 182. The State may, to meet casual deficits or failure in the 
revenue, or in case of extraordinary emergencies, contract debts, but such 
debts shall never in the aggregate exceed the sum of two hundred thousand 
dollars, exclusive of what may be the debt of North Dakota at the time 
of the adoption of po Constitution. Every such debt shall be authorized 
by law for certaln purposes, to be definitely mentioned therein, and every 
such law shall provide for levying an annual tax sufficient to pay the 
interest semi-annual! ond the principal within thirty years ay the pass- 
age of such law, an ft. ecially appropriate the proceeds of such tax 
to the payment of said 7-4 al and interest, and such appropriation shall 
not be repealed nor the tax aiscontinued until such debt, both principal 
and interest, shall have been fully paid. No debt in excess of the limit 
named shall be incurred except for the purpose of repelling invasion, sup 
pressing insurrection, defending the State in time of war, or to provide for 

ublic defense in case of threatened hostilities, but the issuing of new bonds 
© refund existing indebtedness shall not be construed to be any part or 
portion of said two hundred thousand dollars. 

SECTION 183. The debt of any county, township, city, town, school 
district, or any other political subdivision. shall never exceed fire (5) per 
centum upon the assessed value of the taxable property therein; provieed. 
that any Incorporated city may, by a two-thirds vote, increase such indebted- 
ness three (3) per centum on such assessed value beyond satd five (5) per cent 
limit. In estimating the indebtedness which a city, county townsbip, 
school district or any other political subdivision may incur, the entire 
amount of aoeeting indebtedness, whether contracted prior or subsequent 
to the adoption of this Constitution shall be Included; ‘provided, further, 
that any ays yen city may become indebted in any amount not ex- 
ceeding four (4) per centum on such assessed value without regard to the 
existing indebtedness of such city, for the purpose of constructing or pur- 
chasing water-works for furnishing a supply of water to the inhabitants of 
such city, or for the purpose of constructing sewers, and for no other purpos, 
whatever. All bonds or obligations in excess of the amount of indebtednese 
permitted by this Constitution given by any city, county, township, towns 
school district, or any other political subdivision, shall be void. 

SECTION 184. Any city, county, township, town, school district, or any 
other political subdivision, incurring indebtedness shall, at or before the 
time of so doing, provide for the collection of an annual tax sufficient to pay 
the interest and also the principal thereof when due, and all laws or ordi- 
nances providing for the payment of the _—— or ‘principal of any debt 
shall be irrepealable until such debt be pald 

SECTION 185. Neither the State nor any county, city, township, town, 
schoo! district, or any other peemest subdivision, shall loan or give its credit 
or make donations to or in alc 1 of any individual, association or corporation, 
except for necessary support of the poor, nor subscribe to or become the 
owner of the capital stock of any association or corporation, nor shall the 
State engage in any work of internal improvement unless authorized by a 
two-thirds vote of the people. 

NOT VALID UNLESS ENDORSED BY AUDITOR, ETC. 

SECTION 187. No bond or evidence of indebtedness of the State shall 
be valid unless the same shall have endorsed thereon a certificate signed 
by the Auditor and Secretary of State, showing that the bond or evidence 
of debt Is issued pursuant to law and is within the debt limit No bond or 
evidence of debt of any county, or bond of any township or other political 
subdivision, shall be valid unless the same have endorsed thereon a certifi- 
cate signed by the County Auditor, or other officer authorized by law to 
sign such certificate, stating that sald bond or evidence of debt is Issued 
pursuant to law and ts within the debt limit

SECTION 4. The debt of any county, city, town, school district, civil 
township or other subdivision. shall never exceed five (5) per centum upon 
the assessed valuation of the taxable property therein for the year pre- 
ceding that in which said indebtedness is incurred.

“Provided, further, That in a city where the population Is 8,000 or more, 
such city may incur an indebtedness not exceeding aes per centum upon 
the assessed valuation of the taxable property therein for the year next 
preceding that in wifich said indebtedness '!s incurred, for the purpose of 
constructing street railways, electric lights or other lighting p plants; 

‘Provided, further, That no county, municipal corporation, civil town- 
ship, district or subdivision shall be included within such district or sub- 
division without a majority vote In favor thereof, of the electors of the 
county, municipal corporation, civil township, district or other subdivision, 


| as the case may be, which is proposed to be included therein, and no such 


debt shall ever be incurred for any of the purposes in this section provided,

HISTORY OF DEBT.—When Kansas was admitted into the Union as a 
State (in 1861) it bad a bonded debt of $150,000. The Constitution of 1859 
lUmited the debt-making power to $1.000,090 (with certain restrictions and 
exceptions), as more fully described below. In 1866 the bounded debt was 
$630,775, of which the State owned $28,650. In 1878 the total bonded debt 
was $1,181,975, of which the State owned $713,600. The bonded debt 
July 1 1906 was $632,000, all held by the State Permanent School Fund.

DEBT LIMITATION.—Kansas has by its Constitution given the State 
power to contract public debts for the purpose of defraying extraordinary 
expenses and making public improvements in an amount not to exceed 
$1,000,000. This limit, however, has two exceptions. First, the next 
section provides that it may be exceeded if the proposed law for creating 
such debt shall be submitted to a vote of the electors, and if the proposed 
law be ratified by a majority of the votes cast. Second, the section follow- 
ing provides that the State may borrow money to repel invasion, &c. We 
give these sections in full,fand also the subsequent one which forbids the 
State being a party to internal improvements.

orrow money. The State may borrow money to repel invasion, suppress 
Insurrection or defend the State in time of war: but the money thus raised 
shall be applied exclusively to the object for which the loan was authorized, 
or to the repayment of the debt thereby created. 

Internal improrements. The State shall never be a party In carrying on 
any works of internal improvement. 

MUNICIPAL indebtedness ts not restricted by the Constitution atall. The 
only provision for the regulation of such matters contained in that Instru- 
ment Is the following, requiring the Legislature to make general laws and 
restricting the power to n.ake debt Inu the case of cities, towns and villages. 

Cities. Provision shall be made by genera! law for the organization of 
cities, towns and villages; and their power of taxation, assessment, borrow 
ing money, contracting debts and loaning their credit shall be so restricted 
as to prevent the abuse of such power. 

Under the foregoing the legislation of Kansas has become so extensive 
tbat our limited space here does not admit of even a brief digest. In 1903 a 
biil (approved March 7) passed the Legislature fixing 15 % of the assessed’ 
value of taxable property as the limit of bonded debt of any city of 50.000 or 
more—special improvement and sewer bonds (assessed on property bene- 
fited) to be considered outside this limit. The Act further provides that the 
total bonded debt, including special improvement bonds, shall not exceed’ 
30 % of the assessed value. The Act was published in full In V. 76, p. 667

1893, page 130. The State of Montana has no bonded debt at present, the 
loans given below being educational loans issued on land grants. The 
$350,000 Capitol building bonds are also issued against land grants. In 1906 
a decision was rendered in the State Supreme Court holding invalid a pro- 
posed new issue of bonds against the land grants, and this would seem to 
have a bearing upon the validity of the old educational loans. The matter 
is now pending in the United States Supreme Court. It is the intention of 
the State, however, we are informed, to protect the holders of these bonds 
by the issuance of State obligations. For list of bonds declared invalid and

DEBT LIMITATION.—The Constitution of Montana was adopted by 
popular vote October 1 1889. Article XIII. contains the Sections which 
regulate the debt-making powers of State, county and city. Counties are 
allowed to become Indebted to an amount not exceeding five (5) per centum 
and cities, towns, townships and school districts to an amount not exceeding 
three (3) per centum of the value of taxable property; but in the latter case 
the Legislative Assembly may permit debt in excess of this limit for sewer 
or water purposes, provided the question is submitted to a vote of the tax- 
payers. All the provisions in full and also those relating to the power of 
the State itself to create indebtedness may be found on page 135 of the 
“State and City oe pa of April 1895.

DEBT LIMITATION.—The indebtedness of this State is limited by its 
Constitution. The sections relating to State debt are found In Article XIV. 
of that instrument, being Nos. 1,2,5and6. Wequote these sections below. 

SECTION 1. To meet casual deficits = failures in revenue, and for 

ecessary expenditures for public 7, = acing the erection of public 
pulldings. and for the payment of all Territorial indebtedness assumed by 
the State, the State may contract debts not exceeding in the egate at 
any one time the sum of $200,000 over and above the amount of the Terri- 
torial indebtedness assumed by the State. But when the said Territorial 
indebtedness shall have been paid, the State shall never contract any in- 
debtedness, except as in the next section provided, in excess of the sum of 
$200,000, and moneys arising from loans herein authorized shall be ap- 
plied solel a the pare ses for hich. they were obtained. 

SECTI 2. e State may contract debts to repel invasion, suppress 
Mn or to defend the State in war; but the money arising from the 
eens of such debts shall be applied solely to the purpose for which 
it is o 

SEOTION 5. All moneys borrowed by or on behalf of the State, or any 
legal subdivision thereof, shall be used solely for the purpose specified.in 
the law authorizing the loan. 

SECTION 6. The State shall not assume the debt, or any part thereof, 
of any county, city, town or school district. 

Title 40, Revised Statutes of Utah, provides further for a State Board og 
Loan Commissioners, who are authorized to refund all outstanding Terri- 
torial bonds. These bonds are not to be taxed within the State of Utah 
for any purpose. Under the provisions of this Act several Territorial bond 


issues have been refunded. 

Counties, Cities, Towns, &c.—The Constitutional provisions relating to 
the debt of counties, cities, towns, school districts and other municipal cor- 
porations will be found in Sections 3, 4, 5 and 7 of Article XIV. Section 5 
ls quoted above. We give Sections 3, 4 and 7 below. 

SECTION 3. No debt In excess of the taxes for the current year shal] 
be created by any county or subdivision thereof, or by any school district 
therein, or by any city, town or village, or any subdivision thereof in this

GOVERNMENT.—The Territory has no general government, as have 
other Territories, but is divided into five nations, each of which has a “‘prin- 
cipal chief’’ or governor. Under an Act of Congress approved ‘pri 26, 
1906, this form of for ernment will continue until otherwise provided by law. 
Towns and cities, however, under laws of Congress, have been incorporated, 
and several of these we give below. 

DEBT LIMITATION.—Under Chapter 816 of the Laws of the once. 
enth Congress, approved May 19 1902, any incorporated town or city in the 
Territory having a population of 2,000 or more is authorized to issue bonds 
for sewers, water works and school houses. Such bonds must not ‘exceed 
an amount the interest on which at 5 % would be liquidated by a tax of 5 
mills upon the dollar of the valuation of the taxable property of each city 
or town.”’ A further requirement is made that such bonds must be author- 
ized by a two-thirds vote at an election held for the purpose, and also that a 
Judge of the United States Court for the judicial district in which such mu- 
~r my is located must determine to ois satisfaction that all requirements 
of t Act have been met. Bonds that may have been authorized under 
any special Act are to be included as part of the debt limit—-that Is, only such 
additional bonds as shall not bring the total above the limit may be issued. 
The Act also provides that any municipality incurring any indebtedness 
therein provided for shall by ordinance wbich shall be irrepealable provide 
for the collection of an annual tax sufficient to py, the Interest on such bonds 
as the same falls due, and also to pay and discharge the principal thereof 
within twenty years. 

An Act of Congress approved April 26 1906 perm!ts municipalities with 
a population of 2,000 or over to issue improvement scrip or certificates, 
payable by assessments on the property benefited, for the improvement of 
streets, alleys or sidewalks. 

STATEHOOD.—Provision was made by Congress in 1906 for the union 
of the Territory of Oklahoma and Indian Territory, thus forming the State 
of Oklahoma.

DEBT LIMITATION.—Constitutional inhibitions as to the creation of 
debt are all found in Article XI, sections 5 to 10 inclusive, of the Consti- 
tution of 1857. We quote these sections in full.

It will be seen from the above that the power to limit the Indebtedness 
of municipalities has been relegated to the Legislative Assembly. In 1903 
the Legislature, acting under this authority, passed the following Act— 
Section 2722 of Billinger & Cotton's Annotated Codes and Statutes. 

The common council (of cities and towns) shall not in any manner create 
any debt or lability which shall singly or in the aggregate exceed the sum 
of two thousand five hundred dollars without first obtaining authority from 
the Legislative Assembly of this State to contract a debt or liability in 
excess of said sum. 

The above limitation does not apply to bonds issued in anticipation of 
the collection of street and sewer assessments under the authority of any 
charter of any city of 2,500 or more inhabitants.—See sections 2727 to 2735 
of the Annotated Codes and Statutes. 

As regards school districts,the general school law as amended by the 
State Legislature in 1901 (Billinger and Colton's Code, section 3389, para- 
graph 31) gives permission to school boards to issue bonds (prescribing the 
method) without special legislation, but stipulates that ‘‘in no case shall 
the aggregate of bonded debt in any school district exceed five per centum 
of the value of the taxable property of any such district.” Further pro- 
vision is made (Section 3415 of the Code) that the indebtedness of districts 
of the first class (those having over 1,000 children of school age) located in 
cities of over 75,000 inhabitants shall never exceed $100,000—the 5% 
limit mentioned above applying to all districts of under 75,000 inhabitants,

DEBT LIMITATION.—Like so many of the younger States, Washington 
has taken a conservative position with respect to State and municipal in- 
debtedness. The provisions of the Constitutibn with reference to creating 
debt are so comprehensive and plain that !t is necessary to do no more than 
copy the sections relating to the subject. 

FIRST , with reference to ithe State, there are three sections’ the first limits 
the debt, the second names exceptions to the limit and the third provides 
the method in which additional debt may be created. These sections are 
all found in Article 8, and were given in the “State and City Supplement” 
of April 1895, page 152. 

SECOND, Counties, Cities, Towns, &c., are more rigorously guarded. 
The whole system as to municipalities Is found in Section 6 of Article 8 
though Section 7 Is also important, as it forbids counties, cities, &c., giving 
money or loaning credit to any corporation, &c. Sections 6 and 7 will be 
found on page 152 of the April 1895 ‘“‘Supplement.”

DEBT LIMITATION.—Nevada has in its Constitution limited the State 
to a nominal indebtedness, except for the purpose of ‘‘defraying extraordi- 
hary expenses” arising from invasion, war, &c.; and in such cases the law 
shall provide an annual tax sufficient to pay the interest semi-annually 
and the principal within twenty years. Further, the State is forbidden 
ever to assume the debt of any county, city, &c., or to donate or loan Its 
money or credit, or = subscribe to the stock of any company, &c.

WEST VIRGINIA CERTIFICATES.—In the settlement of 1871 it was 


| assumed that West Virginia should provide for one-third the principle 


= 


and interest of the then existing debt, that is, $15,239,370 out of the total 
debt of $45,718,112. To represent, therefore, West Virginia’s share of 
bonds funded ‘‘deferred certificates’’ were issued. All efforts, however, 
to induce West Virginia to take recognition of these certificates have thus 
ar been unavalling. In 1885 the holders of about $8,000,000 certificates 
united for the purpose of obtaining a compromise, and deposited their hold- 
ings with the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Company, which gave Its trust re- 
ceipts therefor. This attempt came to nothing, and in 1890 Messrs. ( 
Satterthwaite & Sons of No. 30 Throgmorton Street, London, E. ©. 
started another movement to bring about a settlement. 

An adjustment company, with the Mercantile Trust & Deposit Company 
of Baltimore at its head, was formed late in 1893 for the purpose of making 
an attempt at the settlement of the West Virginia certificates. See ‘‘Chroni- 
cle,” V. 57, p. 819; V. 58, p. 51, 314, 444, 

In August 1898 another movement was started, this time under the 
leadership of Messrs. Brown Bros. & Co., with the same object in view, and 
that movement continues actively in progress. The plan provided for ascer 
taining the exact amount of the old Virginia debt with which West Virginia 
is justly chargeable (subject tg certain Ilmitations) , and then compromising 
that amount at the same percentage at which Virginia compromised the 
two-thirds of the original Virginia debt, namely, 60% for principal and 
3014 % for interest. (See the editorial article in the ‘State and City Sup 
plement” for April 1899). The Legislature of Virginia in March 1900 passed 
a bill authorizing the State Debt Commission to take such action and insti- 
tute such proceedings as may be deemed proper to protect the State's in- 
terests and to bring about a settlement with West Virgiina. (V. 70, p. 494.) 
The original plan has been somewhat amended to meet present require- 
ments; see digest in V. 76, p. 770, wherein will also be found the names of 
the members of the Advisory Board. A conference was held in Richmond 
on Dec. 14 1904 between Brown Bros. & Co. of New York and the Virginia 
Joint Commission on the State Debt Settlement to consider a proposition 
made by the New York committee, whereby the State of Virginia was to 
proceed to bring sult against the State of West Virginia, with a view of 
fixing the latter’s liability as regards the old Virginia debt. V. 79, p. 2759 
In Dec. 1905 the State Debt Commission decided to bring suit against the 
State of West Virginia and a bill was accordingly filed in the United States 
Supreme Court early in 1906. See V. 81, p. 1623; V. 82, p. 584. Applica-

After about three-fourths of the old Virginia bonds had been surrendered, 
and “deferred certificates” been given to represent West Virginia’s one 
third, under the Acts of 1871 and 1879, these Acts were repealed. The re- 
maining bonds were refunded under other laws. These laws required m4 
certificate to represent one-third the principal of the old bonds brought in 
for funding, but gave ‘“‘non-interest-bearing certificates” to represent - 
third the interest on old bonds. There is something less than $500, 1 
bonds and Interest yet outstanding which is fundable under the curren’ 
law of 1892.

DEBT LIMITATION.—The constitutional provisions relating to the 
creation of debt by the State are found in Sections 49 and 50 of the Con. 
stitution of 1891. We quote these sections below: 

Section 49. The General Assembly may contract debts to meet casual 
deficits or failures in the revenue; but such debts, direct or contingent, 
singly or in the aggregate, shall not at any time exceed five hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and the moneys arising from loans creating such debts shall 
be applied only to the purpose or purposes for which they were obtained, 
or to repay such debts: Provided, The General Assembly may contract 
debts to repel invasion, suppress insurrection, or, if hostilities are threat- 
ened, provide for the public defense. 

Section 50. No Act of the General Assembly shall authorize any debt to 
be contracted on behalf of the Commonwealth exce a for the 2 men- 
tioned In Section 49 unless provision be made therein to levy and collect an 
annual tax sufficient to pay the interest stipulated, and to discharge the 
debt within thirty years: nor shall such Act take effect yntil it shall have 
been submitted to the people at a general election and shall have received a 
majority of all the votes cast for and against it: Provided, The General 
Assembly may contract debts by borrowing money to pay any part of the 
debt of the State without submission to the people and without making 
provision in the Act authorizing the same for a tax to discharge the debt so 
contracted or the interest thereon. 

Citles, Towns, Etc.—Cities, towns, counties, taxing districts and other 
municipalities are limited by Sections 157 and 158 of the Constitution. 
Section 157 provides that no debt of any kind may be created to an amount 
exceeding In any year the income and revenue provided for such year unless 
authorized by a two-thirds vote of those voting at an election held for the 
purpose. In Section 158 we find the following limits to the debt-making 
power of municipalities. Cities having over 15,000 population, 10% of the 
taxable property; cities and towns of 3,000 or more inhabitants but less 
than 15,000, 5% ; cities and towns of less than 3,000 population, 3%; coun- 
ties, taxing districts and other municipalities, 2%. Some exceptions are 
made to these limits. For instance, indebtedness may be contracted in 
excess of the limit when same has been authorized under laws in force prior 
to the adoption of the Constitution (Sept. 28 1891) or when necessary for 
the completion of a public improvement undertaken but not finished at the 
time of the adoption of the Constitution. A further exception is made in 
the case of such places as had exceeded the prescribed limit at the time the 
Constitution went into effect. In such instances permission is given to 
further increase debt in an amount not exceeding 2% in the case of cities 
and towns and not exceeding 1% in the case of counties, taxing districts or 
other municipalities—‘‘until the aggregate of its indebtedness shall have 
been reduced below the limit herein fixed, and thereafter it shall not exceed 
the limit, unless in case of emergency the public health or safety should so 
require. Nothing herein shall prevent the issue of renewal bonds or bonds 
to fund the floating indebtedness of any city, town, county, taxing district 
or other municipality.”

Memphis Is the county seat of Shelby County. A yellow fever epidemic 
in 1878 rendered the city unable to meet its obligations, and in 1879 the 
city’s charter was repealed and the Taxing District of Shelby County was 
organized for the purpose of securing a compromise with the bondholders 
on such terms as the city felt able to make. ‘The courts, however, held that 
the Taxing District was liable for the entire debt of the city, and a compro- 
mise at 50°% was then arranged for under the Act of March 1883. This Act 
was amended in 1885. The old debt has been all retired and interest pay 
ments on the new issues are promptly made. In 1891, by an Act of the 
Legislature, this district was again incorporated as a city. 

The water-plant-purchase bonds mentioned below are part of an issue of 
$3,500,000. The $1,250,000 sold May 29 1903 was mainly used to pay the 
stockholders of the Artesian Water Co. for their plant. Another $1,250,000 
was placed with the Memphis Trust Co., as trustee, to provide for the re- 
demption of the water company’s bonds due in 1909; the balance will be 
held > reserve for future betterments. See ‘Chronicle,’ May 16, May 2 
Feb. 7 1903; Dec. 20 1902; of these latter, $200,000 was sold April 14 1904

STATE PROPERTY.—The State owns valuable deposits of phosphates 
but its revenues from the mining ef them, after increasing from $196,698 
in 1886 to $237,149 in 1890, fell to $7 571 in 1905, This is the result of a 
reduction in royalties from $1.05 per ton in 1886 to 25 cents per ton in 1900. 

DEBT LIMITATION.—State.—The State Constitution of 1895 imposes 
several checks on the creation of debt by the State, all of which may be 
found in Article X of that instrument. Briefly, they may be stated as 
follows: 

Section 7 provides that no scrip, certificate or other evidence of State in- 
debtedness shall be issued except for the redemption of stock, bonds or 
other evidence of indebtedness previously issued, or for such debts as are 
expressly authorized by this Constitution. Section 11 forbids the General 
Assembly to create any further debt or obligation, either by the loan of the 
credit of the State, by guaranty, endorsement or otherwise, except for the 
ordinary and current business of the State, without first submitting the 
question to the qualified voters of the State at a general State election. 
Two-thirds vote necessary to authorize. 

COUNTIES, CITIES, &c —The constitutional limitations as to the in- 
debtedness of counties, municipalities, &c., are covered by Section 7 of 
Article VIII. and, Section 5 of Article X of the State Constitution of 1895. 
These provided that the bonded debt of any county, township, school dis- 
trict, municipal corporation or political division or sub-division of the State 
shall never exceed 8% of the assessed value of all the taxable property 
therein; and no such debt can be created in any city or town without sub- 
mitting the question to the qualified electors. It is also provided that a 
sinking fund should be established to redeem bonds at maturity. Under 
an amendment authorized by vote in 1900 and ratified by the Assembly 
in 1901, the 8% limit does not apply to the bonded debt incurred by the 
cities of Columbia, Rock Hill, Charleston and Florence, where the proceeds 
of said bonds are applied solely for the purchase establishment, mainte- 
nance or increase of water-works plant and sewerage system; nor does 
the limit apply to the City of Georgetown, where the proceeds of the sale of 
bonds are applied solely to the purchase, establishment, maintenance or 
increase of water-works plant, sewerage system, or gas and electric light 
plants. 

A provision is made in Section 5 of Article X that, ‘‘wherever there shall 
be several political divisions, or municipal corporations, covering or ex- 
tending over the territory or portions thereof, possessing a power to levy 
a tax or contract a debt, then each of such political divisions or municipal 
corporations shall so exercise its power to increase its debt under the fore- 
going 8% limitation that the aggregate debt over and upon any territory 
of this State shall never exceed 15% of the value of all taxable property 
in such territory as valued for taxation by the State. Provided, that noth- 
ing herein shall prevent the issue of bonds for the purpose of paying or re- 
funding any valid municipal debt heretofore contracted in excess of 8% 
of the assessed value of al the taxable property therein.”’

MUNICIPAL AND COUNTY BOND LAW.—A State law approved in 
1893 has done much to widen the market for new Texas municipal loans. 
At present before any bond can be issued by a municipality or county it 
must receive the certificate of the Attorney-General that it Is a lawful obli- 
gation. It must then be registered in the office of the State Comptroller. 
and when the bond is so issued Its validity cannot be questioned except on 
the grounds of fraud or forgery. The text of the law will be found in the 
“State and City Supplement” of April 1895, page 178. 

Where the fact Is known to us we have marked with a star (*) in the re- 
turns below the issues put out prior to the enactment of the above law. 

A law went into effect Aug. 26 1899 compelling counties and incorporated 
towns and cities to submit propositions for the issuance of bonds [all except 
“funding bonds issued or to be Issued of any valid outstanding bonds of 
said county, town or city;"’ also excepting bond Issues for less than $2,000, 
wher “issued for the purpose of repairing buildings or structures for the 
bullding of which bonds are allowed to be issued"’] to a vote of the qualified 
tax-payers before the issue can be submitted to the Attorney-General for 
approval as required by the law of 1893. V. 69, p. 509. 

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS.—Three amendments to the State 
Constitution were adopted at the November 1904 election. One of these 
amendments permits legislation in aid of internal improvements, another 
relates to the payment of pensions to Confederate soldiers, while a third 
amends Section 16 of Article 16 of the State Constitution relating to the 
incorporation of State banks. The internal improvement amendment was 
given n full on pages 641 and 642 of the ‘‘Chronicle”’ of Aug. 6 1904.

Galveston, the leading seaport of Texas, is the count se 
County, and was incorporated in March 1839. As the ya S Py 
cane of Sept. 8 1900, a compromise of its bonded debt was effected by 
holders agreeing to accept for a period of five years from 1901 interest “4 
the rate of 2}% on bonds then outstanding. The period of compromise 
expires in June and July 1906, at which time the city will refund all issues 
upon which it has the option. Arrangements are now being made by the 
Finance Commissioners for the refunding of these bonds, which it is anticl- 
pated can be done on a more favorable basis a little later on. 

The county of Galveston has completed the work of constructing a sea- 
wall, costing about a million and a half dollars, and devised by a board of 
eminent engineers, to protect the city from invasion by the sea. 

A contract has been entered into and work well started to raise and 
grade the streets and private property, to be paid for by an Issue of bonds 
of $2, 000,000, $566,000 of which have already been put out and taken by 
the city’s various sinking funds, and before the completion of the contract 
the city Is committed to take for the account of jts sinking funds a total 
of $666,000 of these bonds, ‘‘or more if possible.’
